THE CANADIAN STRICTURES ON - THE 
PRESIDENT’S M&SSAGE CRITICISED— 
THE AMERICAN SIDE OF THE CONTRO-' 
VERSY WITH THE DOMINION—CAN- 
ADA A DISTURBING FACTOR. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The atttention of the 
Secretary of State, John W. Foster, was called 
to the long interview, which was telegraphed 
from Ottawa yesterday, with the Canadian Min- 
ister of Finance, the Hon. George E. Foster, con- 
taining a detailed review of President Harri- 
Son's message. Secretary Foster etated that 
the Canadian Finance Minister’s arraignment 
of the President was neither justified by the 
Message nor sustained by his long criticism. 
He said: 

“ The Minister treats of four topics of great 
interest to both countries, viz., reciprocity of 
trade, fishery rights, the canal discrimina- 
tions, and the railroad traffic. On the first point 
little fault is to be found with the Canadian 
Statement. Butin this particnlar the Minister 
is seriously in error. During the reciprocity 
conference of last Winter Mr. Elaine did not in- 
sist that ina reciprocity arrangement a uni- 
form tariff would be necessary for both Cana- 
daand the United States, nor, much less, that 
itshould beon the line of the present United 
Btates tarif?— He did ask that the schedule 
should not be confined to natural products, but 
should include an agreed list of manufactured 
goods, and that the reciprocity should be con- 
fined to Canada and the United States, and be- 
cause of these two conditions the negotiations 
were fruitless. 

“The fishery question covers more than a 
century of discussion and prolonged contro- 
versy, but a most limited examination of it 
would show that in every step in its history the 
exacting and unreasonable demands of Canada 
have frustrated otherwise harmonious adjust- 
ments between Great Britain and the United 
States. Thisis especially noticeable in the fur- 
seal controversy. itis a well-known fact that 
in 1888 the subject had reached a complete 
basis of settlement in Londen between Lord 
Balisbury and Minister Phelps, when the remon- 
strance of Canada defeated the arrangement 
and precipitated the two Governments into the 
bitter discussion out of which has grown the 
pending arbitration.” 

Secretary Foster said that the Canadian Min- 
ister’s statement of the issue involved in this 
arbitration was most imperfect and misleading. 
It was not a _—— of free fishing on the 
high sea. The Government of the United States 
does not claim that Bering Sea is mare olaus- 
um and does not seek to restrict the legitimate 
freedom of the ocean; but,in the language of 
Mr. Blaine, it does elaim that the law of the sea 
ie not lawlessness. It holds that the fur seals 
born and reared on the Pribilof Islands, on 
which they spend a large part of their exist- 
ence and to which they return with unvarying 
inatinct, represent a large and valuable indus- 
try, which should not be permitted to be extor- 
minated by the barbarous and inhuman metb- 
ods of the Canadian poachers, and it has every 
confidence that the tribunal of arbitration will 
80 decide the vital queation at issue. 

**The Minister,” the Secretary says, ‘‘ clouds 
the canal controversy by shifting the real 
ground to an alleged comparison of the relative 
advantages the United States and Canada de- 
rive from each others’ concessions, under the 
treaty of Washington, in the matter of naviga- 
tion. The whole movement is evidently dc- 
signed to force the United States to yield to 
Canada the free navigation of the udson 
River, a concession which was left unconsidered 
in the conference which ied up to the treaty of 
Washington. The navigation of Lake Michigan 
;by the Canadians was then made tho 
|express and ample equivalent of the uavi- 
gation of the St. Lawrence. and if it was 
a fair compensation in 1871, what is it 
,now, when the commercial field ofoperations in 
Lake Michigan is many-fold increased?! Every 
attempt to bring about a better understanding 
jof the question of the canal tolls has been met

[tion of the Hudson River shall be thrown in by

}mations have carefully guarded their internal

{dent has neither the inclination nor the power 
under existing laws to pay the price of its sur- 
render in thie instance to secure the observance 


» by Canada of what he regarde as its plain treaty ‘ 


obligations.’’ 

The attitude of Canada to our railway trafiic 
\the Secretary regards as the least defensible of 
fall its relations with the United States. Brief- 

ly stated, it is a defiance by its great and over- 
shadowing corporation of our national policy 
‘of railway control in the interest and for the 
protection of the public. ** While our American 
(railroads are under the restrictions ef the inter- 
State commerce law, the Canadian Pacific is 
reaping the benefits of its exemption there- 
‘from, at great inconvenience, if not serious 
\leoss, to the Treasury Department and to the 
injury of American interests. Our toleration of 
the system thus far has been one of the many 
rimstances of the forbearance of the Executive 
aud a distinguished mark of a desire to oulti- 
vate friendly relations with Canada Certainly 
it is the last matter about which the Finance 
Minieter should find fault with President Har- 
rieon’s utterance in his message. 

“It would be easy to multiply the instances 
cited by the President wherein our negotiations 
with Great Britain have been thwarted by Can- 
ada. One of the most recent may be given, 
showing how an actual agreement between the 
two sovereign Governments has been defeated 
by the attitude of our neighbor. The copyright 
agreement with Great Britain proelaimed by 
the President July 1, 1891, has been rendered 
nugatory, so far as Canada is concerned, by the 
nillegation thatit is not an international con- 
vention within the meaning of the Canadian 
statute.” 

Secretary Foster believes that the Minister is 
groatiy in error in his assertion that the Presi- 
dent’s message does not represent the senti- 
ments of the people of the United States. On 
nll these questions there can be but one opinion 
nmong patriotic Americans. While there is no 
disposition in this country to interfere in the 
slightest degree with the political relations of 
Canada, we do expect @ faithful compliance 
with treaty obligations and fair and equal treat- 
gnent for American cemmerce, and there will be 
mo division of sentiment on these questions 
whenever the President finds it necessary to 
take eteps to enforce the one’ or secure the 
pther. 





Judge Swift Exonerated. 

BuFFALO, N. Y., Deo. 13.—Henry F. Allen, 
the referee appointed by Justice Haight in the 
matter of The People va. The Life and Reserve 
Association of Buffalo, which involves charges 
of dishonesty against ex-Judge Harlan J. Swift, 
af prominent attorney of this city, who was once 
President of the association, and also a Direct- 
or, bas filed his report exonerating Judge Swift. 

According to Judge Allen's findings, Swift re- 
peived from the association, to be loaned on 


bonds and mortgages, the sum of $65,647.11, 
including interest, on whatis known as the Par- 
tridge Fund, and that under the direction of the 
officers of the association Swift has made loans 
and has turned over to the association at divers 
times between Jan. 1, 1891, and July 1, 1892, 
‘and prior to the examination of the affairs of 
the association by the State Ineuranege Depart- 
ment, the sum of $67,150, which is $1,502.89 
more than he had received, without reckoning 
gnterest on the amount advanced by him.

A FIGHT WITH ROBBERS. 


LIVELY NIGHT ON A CHESAPEAKE AND 
OHIO TRAIN. 


HUNTINGTON, West Va, Dec. 13.—About 11 
o’clook last night, when the east-bound vesti- 
buled Chesapeake and Ohio train was about mid- 
way between this place and Guyandotte, the 
towns being but a few miles apart, four masked 
men, who must have boarded the train at 
Guyandotte or Central City and remained 
hanging on the stepson the side opposite the 
station, entered one of the care and startled 
the passengers by presenting revolvers and 
commanding every one to throw up bis hands, 
in true Western style. 

Half a dozen men complied, but several others 
were not so easily intimidated, and one pas- 
senger, a Cincinnatian, whose name could not be 
ascertained here to-day, grappled with one of 
the robbers and the two men felltogether. In 


the struggle the passenger received a probably 
fatal bullet wound in the lower portion of the 
abdomen. 

Peter Drake, also a passenger, started to go 
to the Cimcinnatian’s aid, and was fired on by 
another of the robbers, receiving a ball in his 
left arm and another in his right leg. 

By this time several passengers had produced 
revolvers, and firing became general. One of 
the robbers, it is believed, was shot. Sesing 
that a further attempt to rob the passengers 
would result me ger the highwaymen 
pulled the bell cord, and when the train slacked 
up they jumped off and disappeared. 

When the train crew came to the rescue the 
car presented a sorry spectacle. It was filled 
with revolver smoke, two wounded men were 
lying groaning in the aisle, and several women 
had fainted and were lying in various attitudes 
in the seats, while the passengers, with cocked 
revolvers, were expecting a further attack and 
were ready to meet it. 

One of the robbers was nearly 6 feet in 
height, and had long, flowing hair. He worea 
sombrero, and had the appearance of a cowboy. 
Another was a red-headed boy, about eighteen 
years of age. coarsely and commonly dressed. 

Shortly after the attempted robbery Burrell 
Forgey, who lives near the scene, heard noises 
on his premises. He went to the door, when 
two shots were tired at him. One bullet struck 
him in the right shoulder, breaking his arm. 
No attempt was made to rob him. 

At 8 o’clock this evening detectives arrested 
Forgey. He says some one passed and repassed 
his window. He wentto the door and was fired 
atand hit. He shut the door, and another shot 
was fired through it and tore up the carpet. 
Forgey corresponds exactly to the description 
of the tall robber, and has been identified by 
the Cincinnati man as the man who sbot him. 

Train Collector Zimmerman says that as the 
tall man got off the train he fired at him, and 
the robber threw his left hand to his right 
shoulder, which is the location of Forgey's 
wound. Itis thought Forgey fired the shots at 
his home to give plausibility to his story. The 
coat found by one Bellamy, a Chesapeake and 
Ohio watchman, hed a bullet hole in the right 
shoulder. 

Forgey is unable to produce any coat, and says 
he gave it to his father, but cannot tell where 
his father lives. He came here two months ago 
from Louisiana, where he is said to be wanted 
for murder. Forgey is under guard of two offi- 
cers at his home. 





COTTON WAREHOUSES WIPED OUT. 


THE LOSS WILL PROBABLY REACH 
THREE-QUARTERS OF A MILLION. 


BALTIMORE, Deco. 13.—One of the largest and 
most destructive fires that ever visited the 
water front of this city started shortly after 8 
o’clock this morning in the cotton warehouse of 
Alexander Brown, atthe corner of Bond and 
Thames Streets, and quickiy spread throughout 
the adjoining five buildings, covering an area of 
about two acres. In the six large buildings 
were stored 17,202 bales of cotton belonging to 
the leading cotton firms of Baltimore, valued at 
about $850,000. With the exception of the 


countless bales now floating in the harbor, the 
entire lot will, it is believed, be destroyed. 

The warehouses ares total wreck. The walls 
of some of the structures have fallen and the 
remainder are tottering. The entire damage 
will reach, it is estimated, about $750,000. The 
loss ig covered by insurance. How the fire 
started has not yet been learned, althongh its 
origin is attributed to spontaneous combustion. 

The people in the neighborhood of the tire 
were badly frightened, and many of them 
moved their furniture and goods from their 
houses and stores into the street. The efforts of 
the entire Fire Department and of the fire- 
boat Cataract, the police boat Lannan, and sev- 
eral tugs were for a long time unavailing and 
apparently made no impression upon the flames. 

6 heat was intense, and a cloudof black 
smoke rolling upward made the streets us dark 
as atnight. Several firemen were temporarily 
overcome by the smoke and fire. 

Kooke Brothers and Turabull & Norris, cotton 
factors of this city, say that the local cotton 
market will be affected in consequence of the 
burning of this lot of cotton, as inost of it was 
‘tor delivery under contract and willhave to be 
replaced. 

The burned cotton was all of a very good 
grade, and ag most of the contracts call for 
“middling or better”’ they are going to be hard 
to fill, for reports from the South say that al- 
most all of the better quality of cotton has Deen 
used, and what now remains runs usually of a 
very inferior grade. 

The fire continued to burn furiously through- 
out the afternoon, but owing to the demolished 
walls of the warehouses, good results were uot 
reached by the tiremen. Capt. McGregor of the 
Balvage Corpse said to-night that in his opinion 
half of the cotton would be saved. 

While a number of tiremen were on the top of 
some burning bales of cotton in Warehouse No. 
6, the east walls gave way as five 
men into the fames. Lieut. James Lindsay was 
buried beneath the burning mass. 

When his body was rescued a few minutes 
later life was extinct. He had been crushed to 
death. Mr. Lindsay was fifty years old and had 
Deon connected with the Fire Department for 
twenty-three years. 

The other men suffered considerably, but were 
not seriously injured. 





Strike on the Georgia Central. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 13.—The telegraph op- 
eratore who have been endeavoring to secure a 
contract from the Georgia Central Railroad for 
the last two weeks have finally gone on strike. 
fuperinterndent Wadley refused to have any 
further conference with the eperators’ commit- 
tee. He was upheld by Receiver Comer. There 
are about 250 operators, and 200 went out. 
Buperintendent Wadley is running trains on 
achedule. The arrest of several operators who 
left their keys open and semaphore signals up 
was ordered. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 13.—The strike 
will not affect the operation of trains or the 
handling of freight on the Chattanooga Di- 
vision between here and Griffin, Ga. On this 
division twenty telegraphers left their keys to- 
day, but there were more than enough non- 
union men to fill their places. 





A New Cure for Typhus. 

Ban Luis Porosi, Mexico, Dec. 13.—The ter- 
rible ravages of typhusin this clty are becom- 
ing more alarming every day. There was a 
large increase in the death rate during the past 
week over that of the preceding seven days. 

A oure for the fever which was prescribed by 
Father José Ortiz of the City of Mexioo is being 
used with remarkable success on those who can 
be induced to take it. This remedy is a drink 


made of pounding spiders of a certain species 
intoa pulp, a little pure water being added to the 
paste. Convalescence takes place within six 
hours, and the patient’s recovery is very rapid. 
Father Ortiz obtained this remedy from the 
Indians of Oajaca. ‘he spiders used are of the 
variety known here as the Aransas capulitus. 





Swindler G. L. Tiffany Arrested, 
PHILADELPHIA, Deo, 13.—George L. ‘Tiffany, a 
graduate in medicine who has been swindling 
physicians in various parts of the country by 
means of forged checks, was arrested here this 
evening on the complaint of Dr. J. L. Kent, 


Dean of the Post-Graduate School of Homeo- 
pathice, forswindling him outof $115. On Dee. 8 
Tiffany called on Dr. Kent and introduced him- 
golf as G. L. Spencer, and stated that he wished 
to take the post-graduatejcourse at the Homeo- 
pathic College. In payment for his matricula- 
tion and tuition fee, Titany gave Dr. Kent a 
check for $115 and received his tuition card and 
$15 change in return. The check was bogus.

MR. PLATT HOLDS HIS OWN

HE STILL HAS CONTROL OF THE 
LOCAL REPUBLICAN MACHINE. 


ALL THAT TALK ABOUT GETTING "RID 
OF THE FOSSILS HAS COME TO 
NAUGHT—THE SAME OLD CROWD 
ON TOP—NO CONTESTS IN THE PRI- 
MARIES WORTH SPEAKING ABOUT. 


Very peaceful affairs, as a rule, were the Re- 
publican primary elections held in all the As- 
sembly districts yestorday. A week ago there 
was brave talk about the great fights that 
were going to take place at some of the pri- 
maries, but the talk simmered down into in- 
activity in most cases, and only a few im- 
potent contests against the old machine were 
made. 

There does not seem to be enough vim and go 
leftin the local Republicans to enable them to 
get up areal good fight. They are disheartened 
and disgusted with the sort of leadership that 
Thomas C. Platt has given them, but they have 
not political energy enough te throw off the old 
yoke and start off on a new basis. 

Even the territic whipping administered to 
the Republican local machine here last month 
did not wake the rank and file of the party up. 
Sporadic kicking was heard from various quar- 
ters of the city, and the usual amount of before- 
the-primary talk about turning some of the old 
and practically useless leaders out and putting 
in new blood was indulged in. It bore no fruit 
to speak of. 

As foreshadowed in Tsar Times all the old 
district leaders, with three exceptions, were re- 
turned. Had half of them been retired instead 
of *‘ returned,” it would have been very much 
better for the party. Not only do the 
old leaders go back into the Execu- 
tive Committee themselves, but those of them 
who are located in those old districts from 
which the new districts have been mainly 
carved have been able to dictate who should ge 
into the Executive Committee from those dis- 
tricts. The net result is that the old and any- 
thing but progressive element in the party re- 
mains in control, or rather Thomas C. Platt and 


his friends remain in control.

The only members of the Executive Com- 
mittee for 1892 who are not on the above list 
are Charles A. Peabody, Jr., who was the ex- 
ecutive member from the Eleventh, and who 
is succeeded by Job E. Hedges; Michael Goode 
from tbe Sixteenth District, who is suc- 
ceeded by Hermann Cantor, and James 
A. Blanchard from the Twenty-first, who is 
succeeded by William Brookfield. The fact that 
Mr. Hedges was put on the Eleventh District 
ticket to head the delegation to the County Com- 
mittee is due to the settlement of the trouble 
between the George Bliss and John E. Milhol- 
land factions. Bliss and Milhollaud were both 
elected te the County Committee, and there is 
some talk of making Bliss its Chairman. 

Goode did not appear as a candidate for re- 
election inthe Sixteenth District. A contest 
cropped out there, however. The opposing 
tickets were headed by Alexander T. Mason and 
Dr. E. Benjamin Randall The Mason ticket 
had Hermann Cantor on it at the head of the 
delegation to the County Committee. it had the 
backing of the Police Justice Solon B. Smith 
element in the district and was elected by 181 
to 142. The voting was quictiy conducted. The 
Wilson-Berryman ticket was elected easily at 
the contestin the Seventeenth District by 212 
votes out of 356 votes cast. 

The muoh-talked-of fight in the Twenty-third 
Assembly District did not materialize, and the 
ticket with C. N. Bovee at the head was unop- 

aed. 

There was some prospect of a sharp contest 
in the Twenty-sixth District before election 
day. The regular ticket was headed by Peter 
H. McDonald. Avuother ticket was put in the 
field by Sigismund Kahn, who had established 
the James G. Blaine Club and professed to have 
a large per cent. of the Republicans of the dis- 
trict with him. His ticket was headed by 
James M. Doremus. 

Yesterday there was some lively canvassing 
around the booth at One Hundred and Six- 
teenth Street and Second Avenue, but 
the votera were nearly all friends of 
McDonald. He had conducted a sharp 
campaign, sending out olreulars and 
stirring up interest. The number of votes de- 
pesited was 372. Of these the regular ticket 
received 341 and Mr. Kahn41. There was loud 
cheering when the result was announced. 

Mr. MoDoneld, the new leader, is thirty-four 

ears old. Hehas been with the Homer Lee 
Bank Note Company since he was fifteen. A 
year ago he organized the Irish-American Re- 
publican Club that has its headquarters at 7,997 
‘Lhird Avenue. 

What came nearest being a real old-fashioned 
primary fight was the contest in the Twenty- 
eighth Assembly District, but even that was not 
up to the old-time mark. The primary was 
held in One Hundred and Forty-tifth Street, 
near Eighth Avenue. The fightfor the leader- 
ship was between Gen. Michael Kerwin and 
Charles G. Cronin. The friends of Kerwin and 
Cronin were believed to be about evenly divid- 
ed, and so, it was reported, the machine men 

ersuaded Thomas C. Campbell to run on an in- 
Jopendent ticket, with the aim of drawing 
away votes from Cronin. The office holders’ 
element, it was said, stoed solid for Gen. Ker- 
win. The Campbell ticket took away about 100 
votes frem Cronin, and the Kerwin ticket was 
elected by a smali majority. 

There was a good deal of dissatisfaction 
among the supporters of Cronin over the result, 
and threats of a break from the organization 
were made. The officers elected on the Ker- 
win ticket are: President—Julius M. Mayer; 
Vice Presidents—Joseph Coulter and B. Broek- 
away; Secretary—Joln T. McNeill; Treasurer— 
D. ¥. Mahoney. Gen. Kerwin heads the delega- 
gation to the County Committee, The total 
vote cast was 611, of which Gen. Kerwin got 
321, Mr. Cronin 221,and Mr. Campbell the re- 
mainder. In the Twenty-fourth Ward the regu- 
lar ticket had J. Taomas Stearns upon it at the 
head of the delegation to the County Com- 
mittee. The opposition tioket which was placed 
in the field on Monday had Henry L. Stod:iard’s 
nawe upon it, but he withdrew. ‘Thirteen 
candidates named on the opposition ticket were 
very angry when they saw their names on the 
ballots, and, like Mr. Steddard, withdrew their 
nemes, vlaiming never to have sanctioned hay- 
ing them placed there. Of the 153 votes oast 
94 were for the regular ticket and 38 for the op- 
position. The other 21 were scratched. 

A tight was wade in the Twenty-fourth Dis- 
trict against Edward T. Kelly, the regular 
nominee for President of the Kepublican organ- 
ization. His opponent was Charles 8. Grant. 
Kelly got 103 votes to Grant's 95, and Grant’s 
friends filed a protest on the claim that six 
illegal votes had been cast for Kelly.

PREPARING FOR INAUGURATION, 


WASHINGTON COMMITTEE NOW 
READY TO GO TO WORK. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—A few days after the 
election James L. Norris, member of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee for the District of 
Columbia, called a meeting of Democrats of the 
District, and appointed a committee to arrange 
for the inauguration of Mr. Cleveland. Some of 
the Democrats of a faction opposed to Mr. Nor- 
ris made a very lively protest againet the ac- 
tion, and appealed to Chairman Harrity to have 
the proceeding set aside. 

Mr. Harrity came over to Washington, had a 
conference with both sides, and has just an- 


nouneed oa decision, in the naturo of a com- 
promise, thatis apparently satisfactory to all 
concerned. He has appointed a Committee of 
Fifty, with Col. James G. Berrett at its head. 
This committee includes many of the men 
selected by Mr. Norris and others preferred by 
the men who were opposed to him. They have 
power to extend their number, or to appoint 
other committees. Col. Berrett was the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Inauguration Cere- 
monies in 1884, when the Democrats managed 
affairs with great success. His selection seems 
to give satisfaction to Mr. Norris and everybody 
else concerned. 

The gentlemen who are to serve will at once 
got at work raising money and contriving feat- 
ures for the occasion, and Kepublicans as well 
as Democrats in the District will be asked to go 
down into their pockets to supply the money to 
‘** paint the town red,” as the Government never 
pays the expenses attending the inauguration 
of its own officers. All thatit contributes at 
the time of the Inauguration is a fine platform 
upon which the President is inaugurated, a hall 
in which the Vice President is sworn in, and a 
contribution to the Districtin the annual Supply 
bill for the maintenance of a police force to 
keep the crowd in order. 

This committee will also have to decide, at an 
early day, whether there shall be a Saturday 
night inauguration ball, ending at 12 o'clock, 
whether the ball shall be omitted, or whether it 
shall be given the Monday night after the in- 
auguration. 


THE GEORGIA CONSTITUTION.

THE NEEDS OF THE STATE HAVE FAR 
OUTGROWN IT. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Dee. 13.—There is a determina- 
tion in Georgia to havea new Constitutional 
Convention. The question has taken shape in 
the Legislature through Willis Reagan's meas- 
ure for that purpose now before the House. The 
author of the bill had passed at the Summer ses- 
sion of the General Assembly the bill providing 


for the holding ofa State Constitutional Con- 
vention for the purpose of changing the Consti- 
tution and framing a new one. 

There is great need of a new Constitution in the 
State. The Conatitution, as it stands, is entire- 
ly too restricting in many particulars, and, on 
the contrary, it is entirely too loose in other 
particulars. Mr. Reagan says that the State 
has outgrown it. This, he says, is clear, when 
one thinks how many amendments the Legis- 
latures succeeding in line have tacked on to it 
and are tacking on to it every year. The change 
in the system of leasing the State convicts will 
soon stare the people in the face, too, and all 
taese things prompted him to introduce the Dill 
providing for the state Constitutional Conven- 
tion. 

‘‘ It is folly,” said Mr. Reagan, “ for the Btate 
Legislature to be allowed to be forever grind- 
ing out some amendment to the &tate Constitu- 
tion and submitting it to the people. The pres- 
ent Constitution has no limit in this respect. 
There ought to be a stop to them, and the best 
way w put this stop to the amendments is so 
to frame the Constitution that it will not need 
all of these repeated changes. Besides, thero 
are certain restrictions of ¢the Constitution that 
make it aimnost impossible to legislate to the 
best interest of the State, as to appropriations 
for instance.”’ 





THE MINNESOTA SENATE. 


THE REPUBLICANS WILL HAVE THE 
VOTES TO ORGANIZE IT. 


ST. Paul, Dec. 13.—Ignatius Donnelly to-day, 
inaletterto Senator Frank A. Day of Martin 
County, sunounced that he would do nothing to 
prevent the Republicans from organizing the 
State Senate. The body holds over from 1891, 
and stands: Fusion, 29; Republicans, 25. 

The Fusionists organized the body in the last 
Legislature, and the Democrats and Populists 
expected the same outcome this year, but the 
defection of Senator Vonnelly, followed by 
Senators Hompe and Dedon of the People’s 
Party, will give the Kepublicans 28 of the 54 
Senators and the organization. This is par- 
tioularly unfortunate atthis time,as with the 
Senate asa check on the Republican House the 
Democrats could have forced the Republicans 
to make a fair legislative apportionment. 

In th: present apportionment Democratic 
counties are in some eases cut in two in order 
to give a kepublican Representative in one end 
ofthem. In other cases a couple of Democratic 
counties with small majorities are thrown with 
a couple of Republican counties, and the whole 
voting together gives four or tive Representa- 
tives. In this way the Democrats have for the 
past twenty years been cheated out of from 
twenty to thirty Representatives, and to-day’s 
move means that the steal is to be repeated this

HE WANTS NO COMPROMISE 


—_—_—_—_——— 
FATHER CORRIGAN DECLINES .TO 
HAVE HIS TRIAL DROPPED. 


THE MEN NAMED AS REFEREES TO 
HEAR THE DEFENDANT'S OBJEO- 
TION TO VICAR GENERAL O'CONNOR 
AS JUDGE MAY NOT sIT—IMPOR- 
TANCE OF THE ABBELEN PAMPHLET. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 13.—There were no new 
developments to-day in the case of Bishop Wig- 
ger against his priest, Father Corrigan of Ho- 
boken. A lotof wild rumors found their way 
into various papers in Newark and New-York. 
1t was stated that there had been a compromise 
and that the case would never be tried. 

THE TIMEs's representative saw Father Cor- 
Tigan at a late hour to-night in his horse on 
Willow Avenue, Hoboken. In regard to the 
rumors about a compromise, Father Corrigan 
said: 

“There will be no compromise as far as I am 
concerned. Itis true thatan indirect attempt 
has been made to induce me to let the matter 
drop, but I would not listen to it.” 

Father Corrigan continued by saying that he 
would name conditions which the other side 
might hardly feel inclined to accept. Father 
Corrigan is entirely at ease about his case. He 
did nothing to-day in regard to the trial except 
to visit some olerical friends, with whom, in all 
probability, he talked the matter over. 

Dr. Burtsell, the advocate of Father Corrigan, 
is not resting on his victory of yesterday. 
After a consultation with his clients the names 
of various witnesses who will be summoned at 
the meeting of the referees on Thursday to hear 
the doefendant’s objections to Vicar Gen- 
eral O’Connor as presiding judge were 


selected and agreed upon. So far, how- 
ever, neither the Rev. Dr. Patrick ¥F. 
Sweeney, the choice of the defense, nor 
Mgr. Doane, who has been selected by thw pros- 
ecution, hus signitied his willingness to avt as 
referee. As both of them are at perfect liberty 
to accept or tu decline, the meeting of the rof- 
=" Thursday is at present rather problem- 
atical. 

Itis not at all unlikely that Mgr. Doane will 
decline with thanks. It was intended by the 
prosecution to flatter him and redress former 
wrongs by his selection as referee. Whether 
Mgr. Doane will be able to look at it in 
the samo lightas the Bishop and his friends 
is @ matter of grave doubt. It is entirely 
possible that even if Mgr. Doane consents 
to act as referee, the defense might object to 
him on the ground that he belongs to the New- 
ark Diocese. The ecclesiastics of the Newark 
Diocese ought to be,in the opinion of the de- 
fense, debarred from participation in the trial, 
as it is altogether too likely that they are preiu- 
diced either one way or the other. 

If objections be made to Mgr. Doane, then the 
Bishop will have a good opportunity to show hia 
hand. itis entirely within his power to overrule 
all objections and command the trial to proceed, 
notwithstanding the objections of the defense 
to Father O’Connor, Vicar General, as presiding 
judge. If the Bishop possesses the sume tem- 
| od whioh he displayed at the beginning of his 

isagreement with Father Corrigan,he will pay no 
heed to the objections, but go on in spite of them. 
If he has, on the other hand, become weak- 
kneed, as is now rumored in eertain quarters, 
he will be glad to consent to further delay. At 
any rate, there will be no resumption of the 
trial until Monday or Tuesday of next week. 

Anumber of witnesses have already been 
formally summoned to appear before the 
referees, if they meet on Thursday. +ltjie cen- 
erally believed that Father Corrigan will have 
the best also of this second skirmish, and it is 
not 4 hard matter to prove the subservience of 
Vicar General O’Counor te Bishop Wigger. 
Several priests, who are able to give valuable 
information in regard to this matter, have al- 
ready been notified by Dr. Burtsell to appear. 
Whether any attempt will be made on the part 
of the prosecution to rebut such testimony can- 
not at present be conjectured. 

in the defense of Father Corrigan, the little 
secret pamphict of which mention was made in 
THe Times of Monday will play quite an im- 
portant part. With tle aid of the pamphlet and 
the controversy growing out of its publica- 
tion it will not be ditlicult to make out 
#® good case of Cahenslyism against the 
German Catbolio Congress which was held last 
September in thiscity. The little pamphlet is 
full of interesting matter and clearly shows 
forth the dangers which arise from meddling 
kKuropean influences. I[t gives a good insizht 
into the aims and the character of the men 
whom Father Corrigan is now fighting with 
such courage. 

The defense attempted by the publisher of the 
pamphlet, Father Abbelen of Milwaukee, is also 
exceedingly instruetive. The fight which it 
occasioned in 1886 was really the prelude of the 
great contest of to-day. The ouly difference is 
that then the battletield was in the halls of the 
Curia of Rome, while now it has been trans- 
ferred to American goil and must be fought out 
in sight of the American people. 

A knowledge of the contents of the pamphlet 
and of the events that followed its publication 
is necessary to a thorough understauding of the 
present question.

WHAT A CALIFORNIA PAPER MAY USE 
AS A PARTY SPUR. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 13.—Dr. Chauncey M. De- 
pew, who is in Washington to give the Inter- 
State Commerce Committee of the Senate his 
views of the scope of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, met a number of friends in the 
Arlington lobby to-nigtt. Among them was 
William Brookfield, Chairman of the New-York 
Btate Republican Committee, and the two 
talked freely of politics and business. 

When told by & correspoadent of THE Times 
that the Republican Senators were trying to de- 
vise ways and means to retain control of the 
Senate, he said he hoped the Democrats would 
have both brauches of Congress. “If they 
don’t,” he added, ‘we will have no issue four 
years hence.”

Wouldn’t Discount the Town's Note, 

MontTcLair, N. J., Dec. 13.—The township 
authorities of Bloomfield are in a quandary 
caused by a hitch in their method of procuring 
money for the construction of a sewerage sys- 
tem. Thetown had united with Orange and 
Montclair to build an outlet sewer to Newark 
Bay. Several payments are due on the con- 
struction of the line, and the Township Com- 
mittee endeavored to have a note discounted to 
meet the bill, but the local bank refused to dis- 
count it. 

Ex-Chancellor Runyon has now rendered a 
decision that the township has no legal right to 
issue a note or bond the community for sewer- 
age.

THREE OFFICERS AND LIGHT MEN 
—_>—__——. 


KILLED BY THE GARZA REVOLUTION- 
ISTS IN THE FIGHT SATURDAY. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Deo. 13.—The news that 
the remnants of Catarina Garza’s revolutionary 
army have again started a campaign against 
Mexico created much excitement at Military 
Department Headquarters here to-day and 
among the Mexican population of San Antonio. 
The first confirmatory or official news received 


here of the battle near San Ygnacio was con- 

tained in the following telegram to Dr. Plutarco 

Ornelas, the Mexican Consul here, this morning: 
NUEVA LAREDO, Mexico, Dec. 13. 

On the 10th inst., at about 12 o’clock noon, over 
100 revolutionists took by surprise the detachment 
of eur troops at San Ygnacio, attacking them and 
setting tire to the quarters, killing the Captain, a 
Second Lieutenant, and several soldiers. Afterward 
the band recrossed into Texas, carrying with them 
fifty horses, arms, and saddles belonging to the de- 
detachment. They returned by the same San Ygna- 
cio crossing of the Rio Grande River through which 
they came. Itis known that Eustorcio Ramon was 
oue of the leaders. LUIS CERON, 

Commanding Federal Troops at Nueva Laredo. 

Later in the day United States Marshal Paul 
Frick received the following telegram froin 
Eugene Yglasias, United States Deputy Mar- 
shal, who left Laredo Monday with a posse on a 
ecout for the outlaws or revolutionists. The 
telegram was sent from a point near San Ygna- 
clo. it rgads: 

“ Revolationists numbering 130 attacked forty-five 
troops opposite San Ygnacio, ten miles above Car- 
Tiza, fighting two hours, xilling Capt. Rutillio 8e- 
gaar, a Sergeant, a Lieutenant, and eight soldiers, 
and wounding two others. The revolutionists capt- 
ured thirty-tive horses, a large quantity of ammu- 
nition, and several prisoners. They then recrossed 
into the United States at San Ygnacio. This report 
is true and official.” 

A large force of United States Deputy Mar- 
shals are on their way from Realitos and Rio 
Grande City to the scene of the tight. The 
United States troops at Fort Ringgold and Fort 
MacIntosh have also been ordered out, and will 
be keptin the tield until the lawless bands are 
captured or dispersed. 

It is the opinion of Capt. John G. Bourke and 
Capt. Franels Hardie of the Third United States 
Cavalry, who are now here attending court, 
that the bands of Mexicans whe crossed into 
.Mexico Saturday night are remnants of Garza’s 
eo-called army, and that they were attempting 
to get into the Santa Rosa Mountains when one 
of the bands came upen the Mexican troops o 
posite San Ygnacio and, rather than be captured, 
minade oue of the most desperate fights ever 
known in Northern Mexico. Capts. Bourke and 
Haraie have been through all of the Garza 
trouble, and are well informed concerning the 
revolutionists’ movements. They discredit the 
report that Garza himself ia at the head of this 
late revolutionary attempt. 


GUERRERO, Mexico, Dee. 13.—The Government 
telegraph line which passes through this place 
has been repaired and for the first time a com- 


plete official report of the bloody battle near 
San Ygnacio was sept to military headquar- 
ters to-day. The invasion of the revolu- 
tionists has produced intense excitement 
throughout the Rio Grande border country, both 
on the United States and Mexican side of the 
river. The battle took place only about fifteen 
miles from this place, and an order for rein- 
forcements was brought in by courier while the 
tight was still in progress. 

Major Julian Esquebel, the commander of the 
garrison, left immedately with a force of 150 
soldiers, but when they reached the place they 
found that the revolutionists had orossed the 
river into the United States, taking with them 
about twenty prisoners, forty horses, and a 
large amount of ammunition and guns. 

The Mexican soldiers fotght nobly. They 
were only forty-tivein number, but they held 
their ground and continued to fight as long as 
there was any possible chance of defeat. 
ing the invaders. Capt. fegar, who was 
in cemmand of the Government troops, 
led charge after charge against the op- 
posing force, which numbered fully twe 
hundred, but he was outnumbered, and was 
killed by a pistol shot from the leader of 
the revolutionists, who is thought to be 
Prudencio Gonzalez, who was formerly 
® prominent ranchman of Starr County, Texas. 
Ges. Lorenzo Garcia, the commander 
of this military zone, with headquarters at 
Mier, has issued ordera to all the troops sta- 
tioned along the frontier to be on the lookout 
for bands of the revolutionists and to show 
them no merey. All revolutionists captured 
on this side of the border will be dead ones.

SEVERAL KILLED “AND “INJURED ¥~"~0- 
MANY HOUSES DEMOLISHED. 


NgEW-ORLEANS, Deo. 13.—A special to the 
Picayune from Summit, Miss., says: ‘‘ About 
9:30. o’clock this morning the clouds became 
almost of an inky blackness, and many predict- 
ed a atorm, but few thought that a storm would 


pay a deadly visit at this season of the year. 
But through the pouring rain camea messen- 
ger from the Rev. 8. R. Young, a Baptist min- 
ister living two miles above here, stating that 
his home had been destroyed, and that he and 
his family lay under the ruins. 

Numerous friends at once went totheir as- 
sistance, and his house being near the Illinois 
Central Railroad a relief train was sent from 
MeComb City. It was learned that a tornado 
had passed northeast, earrying death and de- 
struction inits path. Numerous relief parties 
went out.

fam Woodruff has been arrested, holding him 
responsible for the mysterious disappearance 
of $15,000 live seri. which subsequently turned 
up in the German Bank in this oity. 

Three indictments were returned to the court 
—one for embezzling and two for false pretense. 
Bench warrants was issued by Judge Lee this 
afternoon and placed in the bands of an officer, 
who soon apprehended Woodruff, Ho gave bail 
in $10,000 on the embezzlement charge and 
$5,000 on each of the false pretense charges. 
Alden N. Woodruff and OC. G. Cribbs went on all 
the bonds. 

The trial will be held during the present term 
of the Circuit Court. It was stated this after- 
noon that warrants for certain parties charged 
with being Woodrufi’s accessories would be or 
had béen issued. The affair created consider- 
able excitement as soon as it was known that 
Woodruff had been arrested. 





Shot While Resisting Arrest, 
RALEIGH, N. C., Deo. 13.—A special to the 
Slate Ohronicle from Tarborough, N. C., says: 


“Sheriff Knight, with Deputy Hyatt and a 
posse, went two miles in the country this mern- 
ing to arrest Will Foster, colored. 

“When they overtook him he apparently sur- 
rendered, but as Sheriff Knight seized Foster he 
took a piece of cross-tie and struck a vicious 
blow at tho Sheriff, but missed him. Foster 
made a secend attempt to strike, but was shot 
and killed by Deputy Hyatt.”

PRICE 
ROUVIER HAS TO RESIGN 


PANAMA EXPOSURES DRIVE HIM 
FROM THE CABINET. 


EX-MINISTER OF FINANCE TIRARD PUT 
IN HIS PLACE—AN EXPLANATION IN 
THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES—SCOPE 
OF THE INVESTIGATION EXTENDED— 
MANNER OF REINACH’S DEATH. 


Paris, Dec. 13.—In consequence of M. Clémen- 
ceau’s letter published in the Figaro connecting 
M. Rouvier, the Finance Minister, with the Pan- 
ama scandal, M. Rouvier called npon Preali- 
dent Carnot at the Palace of the Elysée to-day 
and handed in the resignation of his Finance 
portfolio. 

Soon after M. Rouvier’s visit to President 
Carnot it was officially announced that the 
Finance Minister’s resignation had been accept- 
ed and that M. Tirard, ex-Minister of France 
and at present representing France at the Brus- 
sels Monetary Conference, had been appointed 
to succeed him. President Carnot first offered 
the Finance portfolio to M. Perier. That gentle- 
man, however, declined the honor. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day, M. Rou- 
vier confirmed the statement made by M. Clé- 
menceau that he and Baron de Reinach visited 
M. Clémenceau on the eve of the Baron’s death, 
In his statement M. Clémenceau said that M. 
Rouvier had explained to him, in the lobby of 
the Chamber of Deputies, that Baron de Rei- 
nach was being driven mad by the campaign, 
organized by the papers against him; that ig, 
wasforhim a question of life or death, and 
that the thrse visited M. Herz to induce him to 
use his influence to stop the attacks that were) 
being made upon Baron de Reinach. M. Hera 
informed them thatit was notin his power to) 
atop these attacks, and hia visitors left. M.. 
Rouvier, in acknowledging that the statement 
of M. Clémenceau was true, said that he had 
done nothing to reproach himself for and that 
his conscience was easy. 

M. Paul Dérouldde, the former President of 
the suppressed Patriotic League, made a violent 
attack upon M. Rouvier, declaring that he ought 
to be compelled to appear before the high court 
to answer charges made against him in connee- 
tion with his conduct while holding a Ministerial 
position. 

M. Rouvier responded to M. Dérouléde, saying 
that he wasready to anawer in any court any 
charge that had been or might be made against 
him, and that he would only repeat what he had 
said. He had visited Baron de Reinach solely 


from motives of humanity. He declared that a 
section of the press was taking advantage of 
the Panama affair to throw slurs upon all 
Republicans who are in power. He would be 
able to resume his place as a simple Deputy and 
could hold his head high with the sense that his 
honor had not been sullied. 

This closed the incident, though it was 
thought atone time thatit might lead to seri- 
ous consequences. The lobbies and galleries of 
the Chamber were crowded throughout the sit- 
ting, every one expecting aorisis that would 
result in theoverthrow of the Government. 

The revelations made by M. Clémenoceau as to 
the visit paid him by Baron de Reinach and M. 
Rouvier on the eve of Baron de Reinach’s death 
have caused consternation among the support- 
ers of the Gevernment. Itis said that another 
Ministerial orisis is impending, and that an- 
other political upheaval may be expected at 
anytime. M. Clémeneean’s letter has badly 
compromised M. Rouvier in the Panama affair, 
and the outcome it would be hard to predict at 
present. M. Rouvier will now be summoned te 
explain his connection with the affair to the in- 
vestigating committee. M. Herz will also be 
summoned, butit is extremely doubtful if he 
will appear. The political situation is extreme 
ly oritical. 

The Panama Investigating Committee to-day, 
by a vote of 12 to 7, rejected M. Barthon’s pro- 
posal that allegations not connected with Pan- 
ama Canal affairs should not be heard. It was 
decided, however, to conceal all personal evi- 
dence. This decision has caused great conster- 
nation among the Republican members of the 
Chamber. A meeting of the various Republican 
factions has been called for to-morrow to con- 
sider the future course of the Republicans in 
view of the present agitation and the unexpect- 
ed extension of the Panama Canal inquiry. 

The committee to-day received from M. Hers 
a letter in which he said that ill health would 
prevent his appearing before the committee as 
@ witness, but that if the committee would 
send him alist of questions he would reply te 
them iu writing. 

M. Chevillard gave evidence befere the com- 
mittee to-day regarding various personal 
oharges that he had made against M. Vian, the 
manager of the So0iété de Dynamite. M. Viaz 
then took the witness stand to rebut M. Chev- 
illard’s charges. 

The committee has decided to hear MM. 
Rouvier, Clémenceau, and Constans to-morrow 
in regard to their relations with Baron de 
Reinach, and to ask M. Bourgeois, the Miniter 
of Justice, to send to the committee the dveu- 
ments relating to the Société de Dynamite 
prosecution. 

The Temps to-day says that the ehemical 
analysis of the viscera of Baron de Reinach has 
disclosed the presence of atropine in the organg 
examined. Government officials will search the 
Baron's house to ascertain what poisons he had 
in his possession. The Baron’s valet, in testi 
fying befere the magistrate, admitted thas he 
— ‘ound a bottle of poison beside the Baron’s 

ody. 

The Gaulois to-day publishes what purports 
to be an account of the last hours of Baron de 
Relnach, the banker, who died in November 
under ciroumstances that led to the general be- 
lief that he had committed suicide because of 
his connection with the Panama Canal scandal. 
The official doctors are not expected to make 
their repert for some time, as the autopsy will 
be very thorough. 

The Gaulois, however, claims to have knowl- 
edge of the manner in which Baron de Reinach 
spent the hours preceding his death. It saya 
that after the final interview between Baron dé 
Reiz M. Rouvier, and M. Herz the Baron 
found that all hope of escaping the conse- 
quences of his connection with the Panama 
affair was gone. He returned to his home at 
midnight. Arriving there, he wrote several 
letters and destroyed a number of documents. 
After making these preparations he swallowed 
a quantity of poison. The paper tells its story 
with great particularity of detail, even saying 
that the poison was taken at exactly 1 o’slock 
in the morning. 

Premier Ribot has decided to make the Bols- 
serin bill a Cabinet issue and to stand or fall by 
the Chamber's rejection or adoption of the 
measure. 





May Arbitrate the Woodbine Strike. 

TRENTON, N. J., Dee. 13.—The new State 
Board of Arbitration held another meeting at 
the State House to-day. Joseph P. McDonnell 
of Paterson presided. The board appointed Col. 
John W. Romaine of Paterson clerk of the board 
at a per diem compensation for services. 

The board decided to inquire into the strike at 
Woodbine, in Cape May County, the new He- 
brew colony, composed mostly of cloakmakers 
in the empley ef Meyer Jonasson & Co. of New- 
York. They have been informed that the trouble 
was against the ‘“‘sweaters” that are already 
beginning to operate in the neighborhood. 

President McDonnell has telegraphed to the 
place for information. A meeting of all the 
parties concerned will probably be held on Sat- 
urday next, and an offer be made to arbitrate it 
under the new State law. 





A Vote for Each Candidate, 

BISMARCK, N. D., Deo. 13.—North Dakota will 
this year present an anomaly in the Electoral 
College. Harrison, Cleveland, and Weaver will 
each reesive one vote. 
The State Board of Canvassers to-day declared 
Wamberg (Rep.) elected by 8 majority, Will- 
jams (Fusion) by 14 majority, and Rondes- 
vedt (Fusion) by 181 majority. The first 
named will vote for Harrison, tae second for 
Weaver, and the last for Cleveland. The official 
canvass cuts down the Republican legislative 
majority to 6, and if the Republican members 
from Walsh, Pembina, and Grand Forks Coun- 
ties vote for Kinter (Dem.) for Senator, as 
some of them have pledged themselves to do, 
he will be elected.

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GOOD MONEY WASTED FOR VERY 
BAD OFFICIAL SERVICE. 
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THE CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATIVE ACT A 
RELIC OF M’KINLEY BARBARISM— 
WILL SOMEBODY SHOW ONE SOUND 
REASON FOR CONTINUING THE GEN- 
ERAL APPRAISERS? 


A call for a special meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce will shortly be issued by the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Commerce and Revenue Laws of 
that body, pursuant to a resolution adepted at 
the last meeting of the Chamber condemning 
the Customs Administrative act. At this meet- 
ing the discussion will be confined to the opera- 
tions of that act, and the resolution was re- 
ferred to the committee in order that the 
Chamber might not be taken unawares, but that 
every one might have fair notice that this was 
the subject to be considered. There is no doubt 
thatthe meeting will be most interesting, be- 
cause importers have had a fair opportunity to 
judge of this act and have suffered from its in- 
iquities. Unless all signs fail, the meeting will 
slow that Secretary Foster, in his report of 
the operations of the Treasury Department, ig- 
nored or misstated the facts when he said that 
the operations of the Customs Administrative 
act had shown the wisdom of its enactment. 

Mr. Daniel McKeever, who has been active in 
the Chamber of Commerce in all matters affect- 
ing the material interests of importers, has 
very positive views in regard to this act. 
Referring to the operation of the act and 
to the annual report of the Board of Ap- 
praisera, recently published, Mr. MoKeever 
said: «‘ The very object stated in the bill from 
which the Administrative act was evolved was 
to expedite the seitiement of disputed questions 
of classification as to the dutiabie rates on im- 
ported merchandise, Now that the act has been 
in operation it may be asked whether this object 
has been gained. The report of the General Ap- 
praisers certainly shows that it has not worked 
as well as had been expected. The question is 
largely one of dollars and cents. The Board of 
Appraisers is now doing the work on protests 
as to classification of merchandise that the As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury and one or 
two clerks in his office formerly did. There can 
be no possible doubt that the operation of the 
law is toimpose on imperters delays of from 
six months to two years beyond what they for- 
merly suffered. 

“The Assistant Secretary of the Treasury is 
still obliged as a part of his official duty to de- 
cide when appeals may be taken from the Beard 
of Appraisers. Itis to be presumed that the 
clerks in his office are retained, so that there is 
no saving on that account. The Board of Ap- 
praisers is composed of nine gentlemen, each 
receiving a salary of $7,500 per year, aud occu- 
pying a jarge building, the rent of which must 

e nearly $20,000 per annum, and employing a 
stait of about a dozen clerks, who, at apn ex- 
pense which must amount to $150,000 per year, 
do work that was formerly done without any 
such outlay. It is true that thease appraisers 
hold the reappraisements of values, but half of 
them at half the salary now paid could do all of 
that work. 

“In regard to reappraisements I will give you 
an illustration which will show how unfair some 
Of these gentlemen haye become. A manufact- 
urer in Bradford had twenty-six pieces of 
worsted goods for which he could not finda 
ready sale, the merehandise being irregular and 
old style. He sent samples to various commis- 
sion houses in Bradford asking 2s. 6d. for the 
goods. One of the commission houses fowarded 
the sample to a well-known New-York house. 
This house wrote back that it would take the 
goods at 2s. The offer was accepted and the 
goods were shipped. 

“Would you believe me when I tell you that, 
although the entire correspondence in rejation 
to this matter was laid before the General Ap- 
praisers, together with aflidavite from the 
manufacturer that he had sold the goods at 
2s., atfidavits from the commission house and 
other confirmatory papers, the General Ap- 
praisers thomselves admitting the in ity of 
the invoice—that the goods were actu y pur- 
chased in open market, that any one could have 
purchased them at their invoice price—yet it 
was held that this was net the market value, 
and the result of the proceeding was that the 
importers were fined over $4 for buying 
cheap coode. The value of the avods 
in England was $700. Originally duty pai 
on them was $1,100. Adding the fine of 100 
made a charge of $1,500 against these goods 
as the penalty of buying them on the other ase 
of the ocean. It appears that the duty of 16 
per cent. put on the goods by the MoKinley act 
‘was not considered sufficient, and through the 
workings of this monstrosity knowm as the Ad- 
ministrative act the importers were compelled 
to pay a duty of over 210 per cent. It seems to 
me that, in view of the depleted condition of the 
National Treasury and the pledges for econom- 
ical government by the party about to assume 
power, this is a good time to swing the axe or 
employ the pruning knife 

“Take the General Appraisers’ own statement 
as to what they do as made in their report. 
They say that in the last year they have sus- 
pended 25,483 eases to gwait results of litiga- 
tions. That’s just what the Assistant Secretary 
used to do. Is such high-priced talent necessary 
todoitnow! They say that 6,056 oases ar 
now (Nov. 1) pending and ore be ng Gippened ° 
daily as our regular docket is called. Go | 
there any day and see how they are ‘dispose 
of.’ You will find nearly every ene of them is 
suspended. I am not finding fault with the sus- 

ending of cases. They ought to be suspended 

f the issue involved in them is before the 
courts. The point I am making is, that for a 
*frugal and economical Administration’ sus- 

nders come too high. ‘ 

“They admit that of the 59,592 oases decided 
in the last year wost of them were affirmances 
of the constitutionality ef the MeKinley act, 
under the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court. Todo this it was necessary for ene of 
them to write a decision of twenty lines and 
hand it to a clerk, with instructions to eopene 
a list of 20,000 protests. Yet it is for such labor

I think it will be found 
that their general tenor was that the new 
system was cumbersome, expensive, pro- 
ductive of iuoreased litigation and un- 
certainty, and generally inferior to the 
old system which is displaced—particularly 
from the standpoint of protecting the Govern- 
ment’s interests.

“There is no law appropriating money,for the 
support of this extravagant creation Of Mc- 
Kinley and the special agents, and the enormous 
sum hecessary to maintain it is disbursed by 
the Seoretary of the Treasury out of a general 
permanent appropriation of $5,500,000 for the 
expenses of collecting the reyenue.

There is ne warrant of law 
for the payment of the enormous sum already 
squandered on this costly experiment, and if 
the Controller of the Treasury had done his 
duty, every account presented by them oron 
their account would have been disallowed 

“‘T hope the press will turn the searchlight 
on the whole business, s0 that the plain people 
who have delivered an unmistakable verdict on 
extravagance in administration may realize that 
there are two MoKinley monstrosities to be an- 
nihilated.”’

No delegate to a ward committee 
or the County Committee should be eligible if 
he held an ollice under the National, State, or 
Municipal Government. Delegates to the ward 
committees were to pay $2 per year, and those 
to the County Committee $20, such money to be 
used for party expenses.

ed $20, the hearers whistled with surprise. 
The report provided a masse of details about 
primaries and the method of turning over the 
affairs of the party to the proposed new County 
Committee, but the gist of it was contained in 
the paragraphs in reference to the election-dis- 
trict scheme. 

Mr. Blairno sooner finished reading his re- 
port than Michael J. Dady jumped up and 
moved to lay the whole thing on the table aud 
send copies of it to the new General Committee 
of 1893. This wascarried without a dissenting 


ote. 

Delmere Elwell offered about fifty amend- 
ments to the constitution, but the only impor- 
tant one provided for a sort of a boss who 
should be paid $2,500 a year, and this evoked 
derisive laughter and cries of, “* You must be a 
eandidate!”’ 

These amendments were also ordered to be 
printed and laid over until the next committee 
comes into existence. Mr. Elwell tried to make 
@ speech attacking the Reorganization Commit- 
tee, but Col. Morton, Dennis M. Hurley, and 
others called bim down, and the committee ad- 
journed in a burry.

MORE EVIDENCE AGAINST JOHNSON, 


POLICE SATISFIED THAT HE MURDER- 
ED ENGINEER KUCKELBORN. 


Capt. O’Connor and his staff of detectives 
Were busy yesterday in gathering up all the 
ends of evidence which may convict the colored 
man Johnson of murdering Engineer Kuckel- 
horn. They have no doubt of the prisoner’s 
guilt. 

Johnson was taken to the Jefferson Market 
Police Court at the morning session yesterday. 
He was not allowed to plead, but at the request 
of Detective Sullivan was remanded till this 
morning. 

In addition to the articles already enumerated 
in THe Times, apairof shoes was found in 
Johnson's room yesterday which had spotaupon 
them resembling blood. All the articles 
were turned over to Dr. Cyrus Edson 
or microscopic examination. The trous- 
ers found in the prisoner's possession 


were identified yesterday by Mr. Edwin Thomas 
as his property, proving that Johnson was at 
the —— ~~ works after 1 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. It was at that hour that Mr. Thomas 
hung the trousers in a closet on the third 
floor. Bloody finger marks were found on 
the edge of the closet door yesterday. 
An accurate impression of the warks 
will be made, and will be compared with the 
lines in Johnson’s thumb and fingers. Two pa 
pers were found on Johnson the night of the 
arrest. One was areceipt evidently for white- 
wash. The other wasa label from a medicine 
bottle. On the latter appeared the name of Dr. 
J. G. Maeder of 304 East One Hundred and 
Twentieth Street. Dr. Maeder called at the 
Thirtieth Street Police Station last night and 
said that he failed to recognize Johnson. 

Johnson was taken before Capt. O’Connorand 
Detectives Burns and Lang. © was subjected 
to a severe examination. He denied any knowl- 
edge of the murder, and the most careful ques- 
tioning failed to trip him up. 

He was asked how much money he had last 
Saturday afternoon. Johnson said he had $24. 

Mr. Bird had paid him $1.50, and he had 
saved the rest from $30 which he had earned 
three weeks ago. When shown Thomas's 
trousers he stated that he had bought them 
somewhere in Fifty-eightn Street. He did not 
know exactly where, but it was near a big 
hotel. He admitted that he took them toa 
tailor’s shop on Saturday night and had them 
cleaned and p 

Philip J. Sawyer, a colored man and friend of 
Johnson, was also questioned by Capt. O’Con- 
nor. Helives at 324 West Twonty-first Street 
and was with Johnson part of Saturday and 
Sunday. He saw the prisoner on Saturday 
evening at Johnson’s room. Johnson at that 
time had $11. 

Sawyer wae with Johnson nearly all of Satur- 
day pight He saw the prisoner again at 8 
o’clock on Monday morning. Johnson said he 
was in trouble, but refused to tell what he had 
been doing. 

Ambrose Seay of 242 West Forty-seventh 
Street told Capt. O'Connor that he had known 
the prisoner for seven years. He was at Seay’s 
house Sunday afternoon at 5 o’olock. He asked 
Beay to go down to Sawyer's and to Bird's 
at 113 West Twenty-fifth Street, and 
find out if any one had been looking 
for him. He said he was in great trouble and 
that he feared he was wanted. Johnson passed 
most of Monday at Seay’s house in a state of 
agitation. Seay learned of the murder of the 
engineer and of Johneon’s suppesed connection 
with it on Monday afternoon. He orde 
Johnson to leave his house. 

The funeral of the murdered man was largely 
attended at his late residence, Willis Avenue, 
at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 


ROBBED OF A DIAMOND.

MR. MORTON ATTACKED ON THE &TAIRS 
OF AN ELEVATED ROAD STATION, 


Two men assaulted James BH. Morton of 319 
Hancock Street, Brooklyn, as he was coming 
down the stairs leading from the platform of 
the down-town elevated railroad station at the 
Bowery and Houston Street last evening, cut 
him severely on the back of the head, and 


robbed him of a diamond stud valued at $500, 
with which they escaped. 

The attack was made so suddenly, and the 
theft was completed so quickly, that Mr. Mor- 
ton searcely realized what had happened to 
him. No person witnessed the oceurrence, and 
Mr. Morton could give but a meagre descrip- 
tion of the robbers. 

Mr. Morton is an insurance agent, and is 
about fifty-five years old. He got on board a 
down-town train of the Third Avenue elevated 
railroad at Fourteenth Street, presumably in- 
tending to go to Brooklyn. The train drew up 
at the station at Houston Street and the Bowery 
at 6:50 P. M.,and Morton, for some unexplained 
reason, got off at that station. Tworoughly- 
dressed young men got off the train at the 
sane time, with a number of other passengers. 
They preceded Morton down the stairs. Morton 
walked unesteadily across the platform and 
started for the street. A moment later the two 
rough-looking young men ran down the stairs 
to the street, separated at the foot of the 
stairs and went off in different directions. Im- 
mediately after a passenger ascending the stairs 
to take a train noticed Morton standing on the 
landing immediately below the platform, lean- 
ing against the railing in a dazed condition. 
He was bleeding from a cut im the back 
of his head, and his sbirt front was 
tern. The man who discovered Morton notified 
the station agent and called Patrolman Herman 
Ludwig of the Tenth Precinct. Morton was 
taken into the waiting room of thestation. The 
policeman questioned him, but he did not ap- 
pear to be able or willing to give an intelligent 
account of what had happened to him. He was 
bewailing the loss of his five-hundred-dollar 
diamond stud, which had been torn out of his 
shirt front. 

From what could be learned frem him, it was 
evident thatthe two rough-looking men had 
doubtiess noticed his condition on the train. 
They had walked down the stairs ahead of him 
and had waited for him on the landing. When 
he reached the landing the men confronted him. 
One of them struck him in the face and the blow 
threw his head back againstone of the iron 
pillars supporting the roof over the staircase, 
severing a ema)l artery from which the blood 
flowed ly. At the same moment the com- 
panion of the man who struck tore the diamond 
stud which had attracted their attention from 
hie shirt front and ran down the stairs. 

Morton had a six-hundred-dollar diamond 
solitaire ring on his left hand, and also carried 
a valuable gold watch and chain, but the 
thieves did not attempt to despoil him of those 
valuables.

BRITAIN SILVER POLICY] 


SHARPLY ATTACKED AT THE 
BRUSSELS CONFBEENCE. 


CHARGED WITH OBSTRUCTION -BY AN 
INDIAN DELEGATE—AN APOLOGETIO 
REPLY BY SIR G RIVERS WILSOXN— 
SENATOR JONES'S ADDRESS—RU- 
MORS OF ADJOUBNMENT. 


BRUSSELS, Deo. 13.—At the sitting to-day of 

the International Monetary Conference, Sir 
Guildford D, Houldsworth, one of the two dele- 
gates representing the Indian Government, 
protested against the constructions offered by 
the British delegates at this and previous con- 
ferences. But for the tactics employed by the 
representatives of Great Britain. the currency 
question would have been settled long ago. 
» Bir Guildford deolared that the situation in 
Great Britain had greatly changed since Nov. 
22, the date of the first mesting of the confer- 
ence, and he suggested that the conference ad- 
journ for a few weeks to enable the British 
Government to reconsider the whole question. 
He gave, as the reasons for the change in the 
situation in Great Britain, the statement in 
favor of bimetallism made by Archbishop Walsh 
of Dublin, the resolutions adopted by the Agri- 
cultural Conference held a few days ago in Lon- 
don, and the petitions forwarded to the Govern- 
ment by various Chambers of Commerce. 

Sir C. Rivers Wilson, English delegate, replied 
at length to this attack upon the English repre- 
sentatives. Theaction of the delegation for 
Great Britain, he said, had been interpreted in- 
correctly. The object of his recent speech was 
to facilitate business by enabling the confer- 
ence to understand the position taken by the 
British Government. The English delegates 
had not come to discuss the general question of 
bimetallism, which did not serve the purpose 
for which the conference was calied. 

Senator Jones made a loug address on bimet- 
allism, reviewing the history of the question at 
great length. He argued from this history 
that the increase of silver production had led 
ever to the revival of industry and commerce. 
The demonetization of silver had caused a dis- 
astrous fall of prices throughout the ciyilized 
world. The prosperity of every country 
depended upon the stability of the value 
of its money. The uninterrupted em- 
ployment of the people could be accom- 
plished only through the instrumentality 
of time contracts which often deferred the date 
ef payment for many years. Any increase in 
the value of the money on which the terms of 
contracts were based bore down orushingly on 
employers, who saw all their gee ae thwarted 
jf a subtle and inexplicable change. Such 
phenomena were followed by the suspension of 
work and enterprise and enforced idleness upon 
the laboring elasses. 

Senator Jones then drifted off to the subject 
of checks, certificates, and other substitutes for 
money. Even if used to the utmost they could 
bring no permanent relief to the present situa- 
tion. They were mere narcotics. Only the re- 
monetization of silver would be an adequate 
remedy. 

Senator Jones's speech was listened to with 
close attention by the conference, despite the 
fact that it was nearly two bours long. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The statementis made 
in high official circles that the International 
Monetary Conference at Brussels will, within a 
few days, adjourn to meetin March or April of 
next year. No resultis expected to be secured 
at the present session of Congress.

THE GERMAN ARMY BILL. 


SAXONY STRONGLY FAVORS IT—ATTACK 
BY THE SOCIAL DEMOCRACY. 


BERLIN, Deo. 13.—The general debate on the 
Army bill was continued in the Reichstag to- 
day. The Saxon Minister of War epoke strongly 
in favor ofthe bill. He said that his Govern- 
ment indorsed itin every particular, and thus 
contradicted the rumors to the effect that the 
King of Saxony was irreconecilably opposed to 
the passing of the bill. 

Rudolf von Bennigsen, National Liberal lead- 
er, opposed the bill conditionally. It eould not 
be passed unless altered, he said, and nobody 
should expecta Parliamentary majority for it 
as it was presented. 

August Bebel, Social Democratic leader, de- 
nounced the bill from beginning toend. It was 
merely a provisional measure, he said, and the 
assurances given to the contrary should be con- 
sidered in the light of the ever recurring de- 
mands of the last twenty years. The so-called 
Scharnhorst syatem was a theory which could 
never be realized under the provisions of the 
present bil. The service with the colors of 
every available man could not be introduced 
unless appropriations not included in the 
present estimates were to be made.

HOW TO DEAL WITH TRAMPS,

MR. ROUND AND PROF. M’COOK BE- 
FORE THE QUILL CLUB. 


The New-York Quill Club had its twenty- 
fourth monthly meeting last evening, and, after 
a dinner at Clark's, listened to a discussion on 
“Tramps.” The principal addresses were made 
by Prof. MoCook of Trinity College of Hartford 
and W. M. F. Round, Corresponding Secretary 
of the Prison Association of New-York. 

Mr. Round, who led off, said the tramp was a 
“ product of our eivilization,” or the lack of it, 
rather, and had apparently come to stay. He 
had taken his place so determinedly that those 
who dealt with social problems were obliged to 
recognize him in a provision for the cure of the 
shiftiess and delinquent classes. Mr. Round 


had afriend,he said, who was a tramp, who 
finally gave up the business after eleven years 
of the most abandoned drunkenness and va- 
grancy. This tramp said that to be a tramp was 
to be in the clutches of the fates; that the life 
was the most fascinatingly-diabolical life that 
could be conceived of; that there was a raciness 
in its liberty that was delightful, and that is 
was a merciless life that, once initiated into, 
was almogt impossible to get out of. 

He laughed at the idea that the average tram 
could not get work. In the eleven years of his 
tramphood, or in that of his associates, there 
had never been a time when any one of them 
could not have gotten work if he had been 
atrong enough and willing to get sober enough 
to be able to work. 

Getting sober with a tramp, Mr. Round said, 
was rather a distressing business. At the mo- 
ment he attempted to reform in this direction 
he might not be able to get nutritious food or 
helpful surroundings, while im the terrible de- 
pression that followed he could always get a 
drink either for the asking or from the road- 
aide beer kegs. There were two ways to cure 
the tramp nuisance, Mr. Kound thought. One 
was to kill the tramp, which was impracticable; 
the other was to teach him the Diessedness of 
labor, which was also impracticable, unless the 
State interfered with a very strong hand. It 
should never be forgotten that the purgatory of 
the tramp was the place of labor and respecta- 
bility, so that a system that should take the 
tramp by force and make him work weuld be 
an uplifting one, whether the subject liked it or 
not. 

Severe tramp laws, requiring imprisonment 
at hard labor of all vagrants until they had 
learned the habit of labor, thus bringing them 
within reach of the indeterminate sentence now 
applied to felons only, would do much to reduce 
the tramp nuisance, as it had done muen al- 
ready in other States where it had been wholly 
or approximately tried. 

Prof. McCook presented numerous statistics 
concerning tramps and their ways, collected 
from the tramps themselves, from officials as- 
sociated with them, from doctors, lawmakers, 
lodging-house keepers, and others interested in 
solving the problem of voqneney. The investi- 
gation covered Rashent, ermany, France, and 
the United States, including Indians. Answers 
to specitic inquiries were secured from 800 
casual lodgers in Whitechapel, London, and 
from 1,350 tramps in fourteen places in Amer- 
ica. Use was also made of over 50,000 cases 
from the labor colonies in Germany. 

** More than half our American tramps,” sald 
the professor, ‘‘are skilled laborers. Three- 
fifths are under thirty-five; four-fifths say their 
health is good; 18 per cent. ‘don’t know’ 
when they are going to work; 2 per cent. are 
‘never going to.’ Americans are most numer- 
ous; Irish, Knglish, and Germans follow. Nine- 
tenths of them oan read and write, and a favor- 
ite outlay is for newspapers. Many of them 
vote. They sleep in churches, schoolhouses, 
closets, barns—every where. 

“ Thirty-five per cent. of them admit they are 
intemperate. They often take refuge in alme- 
houses or hospitals in Winter, and when the 
robin comes the able-bodied tramp goes. Their 
number is estimated at 45,845— more than Well- 
ington's redcoats at Waterioo—and their direct 
cost at $9,169,000 annually. 

“Nine and elght-tenths per cent. of them ad- 
mit having some time had some loathsome dis- 
ease and 5 per cent. itch, and in the Massachu- 
setts Almshouse 52 per cent. of the males were 
found to actually have a loathsome disease in 
some form. Four specialiate, among them Prof. 
R. W. Taylor of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of New-York, agree that the danger to 
the Commonwealth frem this source is great 
and recommend laws authorizing detention of 
the diseased.” 

Prof. MoCook’s suggestions were: 

Stop lodging tramps in police stations. They are 
panpers, and at least separate them from the crimi- 
nal section. 

Inspect every applicant and lodge the vermin free 
and the dirty apart,or else cleanse and disinfect 
every garment by hot steam, furnishing bath and 
garment for the night. 

Register carefully, requiring pasa books. 

Require labor for lodging. 

Establish a network of labor stations over the 
country, with a central bureau. 

Found inatitutions for the incorrigible, with inde- 
terminate sentences. 

Secure vagrant laws in all the States of substan- 
tiai uniformity, so that the genuine unfortunate may 
everywhere have a chance to get on his feet and the 
fraud be sure to be caught. 

Stop giving emall coins to beggars. 

Experiment with the drink question until some- 
thing is found which will stop the present unlimited 
manifacture and perpetuation of the whole bad 
breed, of which the tramp is one Variety.

NEW-YORK YACHT CLUB ACCEPTS 
THE CHALLENGE. 


RACE FOR THE AMERICA’S CUP 
NEXT YEAR PBACTICALLY ASSURED 
~—TEAPS BAITED FOR DUNRAVEN, 
BUT HEB AVOIDS THEM ALL—THE 
NEGOTIATIONS FOR A RACE. 


At a special meeting of the New-York Yacht Club, 
held last night atthe clubhouse, 67 Madison Ave- 
nue, the challenge of the Royal Yacht Squadron in 
behalf of Lord Dunraven te race for tne America’s 
Cup next year was unanimously accepted. The Cup 
Committee, appointed Oct. 18 to correspond with 
Dunraven, presented a long report of the correspond. 
encein detail, and at its suggestion the following 
was adopted: 


Resolved, That this club accept the challenge of 
the Royal Yacht Squadyon in the name of the Earl 
of Dunraven for the America’s Cu the match to 
begin ten months from Dec. 5, 1892, the date of re 
ceipt of said challenge by the New. York Yacht Club, 
but the date of the match to be subjeet to alteration 
for mutual convenience and by mutual consent. 

A tew words now as to how this match has been 
broughtabout. The report of the committee shows 
this, but the negotiations have been so conducted 
thas the real issues have been obscured, an‘ it takes 
these who have been intimately acquainted with the 
New-York Yacht Club’s dealings in America’s Cup 
matters to bring to light the true state of affairs. 


In the first place, Dunraven wrote a letter, dated 
Sept. 16,to Seeretary J. V. S. Oddie, in whioh 
he expressed a desire to race for the cup and 
stipulated what terms he would challenge under 
One condition he imposed was that he 
should not send the dimensions called for 
in the new deed of gift. Then he wanted to be met 
with a boat of the same size as his, and 
he wanted it distinctly understood that the 
cup, if won by his yacht, should be held 
subject to the same conditions as those under 
whioh he challenged. The’ only reference 
to the new deed was when Dunraven said: “I will 


sail a series of matches according to the rnles of the 
new deed of gift, with the following exception and 
addition.” ‘ hen followed his proposal. 

The New-York Yacht Club called a special meeting 
for Oct. 18, when the club voted that under the 
mutual-consent clause of the deed it could 
accept the challenge, but it also voted that 
it considered ‘further understandings or agree- 
ments as unnecessary,” this being in refer- 
ence to Dunraven's atipulation in regard to 
the way the cup should be held if won by his yacht. 
The committee appointed at this meeting to reply to 
Dunraven was madeup of Gen. C. J. Paine, Chair. 
man; James D. Smith, A. Cass Canfield, Latham A. 
Fish, and Arohibald Rogers. This committee replied 
to Dunraven on Oct. 20, merely telling him what the 
club had voted. In its report the committee says: 

** Before any reply to tuis letter had been received, 
some members of your committee conferred with 
Mr. H. Maitiand Kersey, who had acted as repre- 
senting Lord Dunraven in tho matter of the chal- 
lenge, and was known to be conversant with 
his Lordship’s views on the subject, and on 
Nov. 4 Mr. Kersey appeared before the 
Committee at their request. It seemed from this 
conference that Lord Dftnraven wished to put it on 
record as one of the conditions agreed upon that if 
he won the coup the yacht club holding it should be 
debarred from imposing conditions for a match dif- 
ferent from those on which he challenged. It 
being 1m accordance with the precedent estab- 
Hshed by this club to publicly announce on what 
terms other than the full requirements possible 
under the deed a challenge would be received, your 
committee considered that this club could ‘perfectly 
well agree to this self-imposed condition on the part 
of the challenger, provided that the meaning of the 
clause by whioh it was agreed that the club winning 
the cup must accept a challenge on similar terms 
was made clear. 

“In pursuance of the above view it was agreed 
that Mr. Kersey should send the following to Lord 


Dunraven: 
“* * NEW. YORK, Nov. 4, 1892. 
“* Dunraven, 27 Norfolk Street, London: 

“* Aoting for you, met committee to-day, who state 
if formal challenge contains addition to your prelim- 
inary challenge following words, ** With the distinet 
understanding thatany challenge made according to 
the terms of the present deed must be aceepted,” 
they will recommend club accept. Reply immedi. 
ately if satisfactory.’ 

“On Nov. 7 Mr. Kersey notified the committee 
that the following cable had been received by him 
from Lord Dunraven: 

“*‘addition suggested your cable of 4th quite 
agreeable. Have written accordingly.’” 

Dunraven then, ander date of Nov. 7, wrote to the 
committee a letter containing this clause: 

‘It is to be understood and agreed that should I 
win the cup, the clyp retaining the custody of it 
slall hold it subject to a challenge on precisely sim!i- 
lar terms to those under which [ challenged, pro- 
vided always that the club shall not refuse a chal. 
lenge in accordance with the conditions laid down in 
the deed of 1887, and is at liberty to make any ar- 
rangement mutually agreed upon as provided for in 
the deeds of 1857, 1882, and 1387.” 


This reference to former deeds did not please the 
committee, so they cabled Dunraven on Nov. 21 
that “‘“committee will recommend olub to ac. 
cept formal ochallenge based on yonr let 
ter of T7th reference to former deeds 
is omitted.” Dunraven arranged this satisfactoril 
witn the Royal Yacht Squadron so that in the ohal- 
lenge the clause reads the same as in the letter with 
reference to the deeds of 1857 and 1882 omitted. 

This was enough for Dunraven. He had achieved 
@® victory by knocking out all os underpinning 
from the new deed, had the olub pledged to accept 
his ochalienge and the committee . pledged 
to recommend its acceptance. The New- 
York Yacht Olub had for years defended 
the dimension clause of the deed, but it now prom- 
ised to wipe it out entirely, and in fact promised to 
let new conditions be put abont the cup. Armed 
with evidence of victery, Dunraven went to the 
Royal Yacht Squadron, and a challenge was issued 
in short order. 

When the challenge arrived the committee won- 
dered whatit should say in answer to the charge 
sure to be made that the new deed had been wiped 
out. After deliberations the committee thought it 
woald attempt a very smart trick on Dunraven. It 
describes its sensations in the report as follows: 

“In regard to this challenge your committee 
would report as follows: Your committee had 
agreed to recommend for acceptance a challenge 
based on Lord Dunraven’s letter of Nov. 7, in which 
he writes: ‘I trust * * * that a challenge on the 
terms of my former letter as herein modified wiil be 
accepted.’ 

**In the former letter here alluded to, that of Sept. 
16 to Mr. Oddie, Lord Dunraven writes: ‘I will sail 
a series of matches under the rules of the new deed 
of gift with the following exception and addition.’ 

“This clause your committee considers as the 
basis of the whole negotiation, 

“The terms of this letter to Mr. Oddie had been 
declared by the New-York Yacht Club as accoepta- 
ble with certain exceptions which do not affect the 
force of the clanse above quoted. The challenge 
contains no reference or equivalent to this clause, 
but, purporting to ete eee the stipula- 
tions required and agreed to, fails to charac- 
terize them as exceptions or additions at all, and 
so does not even imply the existence of other and 
very important conditions of the deed. Such, for 
instance, as the covenants and agreements required 
on the part of the winner of the America's Cup 
under the rules of the new deed of gift. Further, 
the challenge in no way sanctions the use of the 
peocemes correspondence for the purpose of its 
nterpretation. 

* Your committee feared that this omission from 
the challenge of the explicit statement contained in 
Lord Dunraven’'s letter might involve a risk of some 
future misunderstanding, and considered that 
the most expeditious method of prevent. 
ing any possible misunderstanding would 
be to obtain authority from Lord Dun. 
raven to use his letters on which the challenge was 
to be based as explanatory of the challenge itself, as 
the committee feared that the limited time would 
prevent the obtaining of an authorization by the 
squadron to so use Lord Dunraven’s letter.” 

Thus the committee thought it would place upon 
Dunraven a pespenentae he could not assume 
if he wanted to. Tho committee’s  pbusi- 
ness was to consider only the official chal- 
lenge, and if it wanted to fasten the new deed 
upon anybody the Roya! Yacbt Squadron was the 
proper party. There was not time, however, te cable 
the squadron, so the committee cabled Dunraven, 
asking him if his letters could be used to explain the 
challenge. Dunraven did notat first understand what 
the commiteee was driving at, but on a second cable 
he answered, “ Yes, certainly.” Then the committee 
cabled Dunraven as follows: “ Your September let- 
ter proposes match according rules new deed, with 
modifications. Challenge states these, but not as 
exceptions or additions to new deed. Your cable- 
gram ‘ Yes, certainly,’ is satisfactory.” 

On Monday the committee received tne following 
from Durmraven, showing conclusively that their 
trap caught no game: “Havre no authority from 
squadron. Relying upon yours of 22d, believing 
everything finally settled, challenge forwarded, 
terms you requested. Alteration impossible. I can. 
not further delay. Please cable definite acceptance 
or refusal.” 

In this way Dunraven forced the issue. His ref. 
erence to the commiitee’'s cable of the 22d meant 
the cable, Gen. Paine says, where the committee said 
it would recommend that the club accept the chal. 
lenge. Dunraven has, indeed, made the New-York 
Yacht Club do a lively dance to his music.

fSAYS THE POLICE WERE PAID. 


COMPLAINT TO SUPT. BYRNES COMING 
THROUGH COMMODORE ERBEN, 


There has been a rather interesting corre. 
spondence recently between Commodores Erben, 
the commandant of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
and Superintendent Byrnes, growing out of a 
complaint made by the Commodore to the Su- 
perintendent that the policemen detailed at the 
funeral ef Commander Roswell Dwight Hitch- 
cock, United States Navy, which took place on 
Deo. 6 at the Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, had been paid for their services in 


preserving order at the church and acting as an 
escort to the funeral procession. 

It was learned that a member of the Hitch- 
cock family who had charge of the arrange- 
ments for the funeral had informed Commodore 
Erber that he had been required to pay for the 
services of the police. This was such an 
extraordinary story that Commodore Erben lost 
no time in writing to Superintendent Byrnes 
aboutit. The Superintendent, itis said, began 
an investigation, and learned that the police 
had neither demanded nor received any money 
for their services, leaving the inference that if 
the money was paid it was given to some other 
person, on the representation that it was in- 
tended for the policemen, 

Superintendent Byrnes would not talk about 
the matter last night, and Commodore Erber 
was equally reticent. It was learned at his 
office inthe navy yard that he had received 
acommunication from Superintendent Byrnes 
on the subject yesterday, but the nature ef it 
could not be learned.

MILLIONS OF TONS OF ORE AWAIT- 
ING EXTRACTION, 


| MINES THAT CAN SUPPLY AMPLE MATE-- 
RIAL FOR THE FURNACES—SAVING 
TO BE MADE BY REMOVING PLANTS 
TO LAKE SUPERIOR—NO ‘“‘ PROTEC- 
TION” WILL BE NEEDED THEN. 


MERRITT, Minn., Dec. 13.—When the iron-pro- 
ducing industry of the United States was first 
established it was imperative to build the small 
blast furnaces at sufficient distance from the 
Atlantic seaboard to establish oa freight-pro- 
tective zone between the furnaces of the in- 
terior and the ports into which iron-laden 
British ships sailed. The western boundary of 
this zone was represented by a sinuous line 
that closely followed the trend of the Alleghapy 
Mountains. Here it curved eastward to include 
the Broad Top region; there it pushed west- 
Ward across the mountains because a river had 
gouged an easy wagon-road grade far inte the 
highlands, but by all iron masters who owned 
and operated iron-producing plants, from West- 
ern New-York to Eastern Tennessee, it was 
recognized as the line beyond which British- 
made bar iron and hollow ware could not be 
hauled in wagons te a profit. 

When our forefathers desired to engage in the 
iron-producing industry they selected a site, 
then remote in the interior of the American wil- 
derness, say, for convenience of illustration, 
where Johnstown, Penn, now stands. There a 
email blast furnace was built. It was remote 
from all possibility of ruinous and forced Brit- 
ish competition. It was the intention of the 
founders of the industry to furnish pig iron to 
supply a etrictly local market. Charcoal was 
burned. Adam from which to draw power to 
cold blast blowing engines was thrown across 
the stream, or the water flowed through a flume 
to an overshot wheel, and a baby iron industry, 
a@ baby that skulked in the remote recesses of 
the Alleghany Mountains, was born. 

Fed with the lean, caloareous iron ores of the 
coal measures, or with hematite ores that were 
dug from depressions or beds in the No. 1 or No. 
2 limestones, the products of these initial blast 
furnaces was poor in quality and small in quan- 
tity. The consuming market afforded by one or 
two sparsely-inhabited counties was then con- 
sidered to be desirable. 

As years rolled into the past and the country 
became more densely populated and the con- 
sumption of iron greater, the minor industries 
of iron manufacture, attracted by cheap pig 
iron, clustered around the furnace staeks. Here 
a foundry in which hollowware was cast was 
built, yonder by a water power a tiny forge was 
erected, and there at the bank of the Conne- 
maugh a small “two-high” rolling mill was 
hesitatingly built. Presently the sighing of 
small blast furnaces resounded throughout the 


Pennsylvania highlands and far westward into 
the forests of Ohio, and there wae not a mile of 
railroad iaid in our land, and there were but few 
mniles of canal in operation. . 

As I have written, the furnaces, foundries, 
and miils were built to supply the very limited 
local demand that existed inthe wild region 
tributary to the works, or the plant was situated 
high up on navigable rivers, so that the prod- 
uct could be floated on flatboats to remote 
Western and Southern markets. The ever-re- 
peated cry of the early ironmasters was “ Es- 
tablish iron-producing plants at such points 
where the product will be protected from Brit- 
ish competition by the great cost of wagon 
transportation from the ports of entry to the 
interior, and aim to supply the local home mar- 
ket.” And that cry, steadily maintained, con- 
trolled the location of the iron works of the 
United States. To-day by far the larger portion 
of our iron-producing plants stand on the ground 
that was selected for sites of furnaces when 
the only question asked by investing ironmas- 
ters was “ What does it cost to haul ironin Con- 
estoga wagons from Baltimore, mm) 
Boston, or New-York to the selected point!”’ 

At that time the locationof these furnaces 
Was eminentiy wise. The Conestoga wagon bas 
disappeared. The old, solidiy-built turnpikes 
are waterwashed and worn out, and ip their 
piace lie 170,000 miles of parallel steel rail- 
road bars. Our population has increased from 
3,000,000 to 68,000,000. Under the changed 
condition of affairs are these iron works prop- 
erly situated to produce with the greatest 
economy to the consumer! Unhesitatingly I an- 
awer, “ No.”’ The original works have long since 
disappeared. In their stead enormous plants 
have been developed under the shelter attorded 
by high protection. The ironmasters have not 
been forced to economy of production by keen 
competition. The productive capacity of these 
wrongfully-situated works has been enormously 
increased, and now, fully realizing the false 
position they ocoupy, the protected, non-com- 
petitive ironmastere call on Congress, and on 
the Democratic Party, too, to save them from 
the inevitable result of eir long-continued 
economic folly, or selfishfiess, and not to force 
them to remove their plants to more advan- 
tageously-situated sites, where iron and steel 
can be cheaply made. 

For years the American fronmasters have 
known that by far the larger portion ef the 
Bessemer-producing iron ore on this continent 
lies in land adjacent to the dark, cold water of 
Lake Superior. This fact has been known for 
over a decade—and ignored. The furnace and 
millowners bave steadily continued to pile 
bricks on bricks and to bind them together with 
stee] beams at interior points remote from both 
coke and iron ore, and have annually paid enor- 
mous sums of money to transportation corpora- 
tions to haul iron ore from the Lake Superior 
region to Pittsburg and Johnstown and Youngs- 
town, and to haul coke {rom Connellsville'’s ovens 
to the same points. In every ton of pig iron 
made in this country lies hidden $5 that has 
been paid as freight on ore and coke, out of 
which the iron was manufactured. Every ton 
of pig iron represents an average of 1,000 miles 
of railroad or vessel transportation. Then the 
consumers have paid other enormous sums to 
have the finish products of the furnaces, 
foundries, and mills hauled back to them. Rath- 
er than to remove their works to properly- 
selected sites the American ironmasters have 
paid, year after year, a greater internal trans- 
portation tax per ton than the cost of freight 
per ton from Liverpool te San Francisco, and 
they have demanded and obtained high protee- 
tion to enable them to perpetuate this supreme 
economic folly; and they hope to have the sup- 
port of a Democratic Administration and Con- 
gress to further perpetuate it. 

To show that the iron and steel producing in- 
dustry needs but little, if any, protection, if. the 
American ironmasters would place their plants 
where they could obtain cheap ore and cheap 
coke, I will tell the story of the Mesaba Iron 
Range in Northeastern Minnesota, where | re- 
cently spent ten days in inspecting the iron-ore 
deposits. Seventy-five miles northeast from 
Duluth, the eastern extremity of the Mesaba 
Range slopes upward outof asea of swamps 
that are separated one from the other by low 
ridges composed of glacial drift—slopes upward 
at slight angle, carrying on its flanks swam 
and small cross ridges of drift till an altitude 
of about 1,000 feet above Lake Superior is ar- 
rived at. Then the Mesaba Range trends south 
and west 90 miles. Ita western extremity 
gradually sinks into swamps and low ridges 
and _— oliffe, finally disappearing as a com- 
manding ridge a few miles north of Grand 
Rapids, Minn. Taken as a whole, Northern 
Minnesota is wholly uninviting. Swamp suc- 
ceeds swamp, drift ridges follow each other at 
short intervals ae land billows on the plains. 
The soilis lean, cold, worthless. The fianks of 
the Mesaba Range are fairly well covered with 
pine trees and hardy, deciduous shrubs and 
trees, the latter gnarled and worthiess, save for 
fuel. There are many beautiful lakes in the 
region. During the Winter meroury frequently 
freezes. The Summer days are intensely warm, 
and blood-sucking insects swarm throughout 
the district and make life undesirable to pros- 

ectors and sportsmen. Large areas of Mesaba 
Tenge land lic comparatively level and high 
above water or swamps. Almost all of the 
range ie covered from two to forty feet deep 
with sand and gravel. 

In 1888 Col. Leggie of Duluth, Minn., who 
was well acquainted with the mineral resources 
and geological characteristics of the Vermilion 
Jron Range, became convinced that there were 
deposite or veins of iron ore in the Mesaba 
Range. He prospected during the working 
months of 1889 on the eastern extremity of the 
range, close to where the town of Mesaba now 
etands. He did not discover any ore of com- 
mercial value. Itis probable that Col. Leggie 
was handicapped in his search by too perfect 
knowledge of the Vermilion Range, and assidu- 
ously sought for veins similar to the Tower and 
Chandler instead of prospecting for deposits, 
but be that as it may, he found nothing of value. 
ie quit work, aud ees a Mesaba Range was 

dited among iron miners. 
oyuriDg the Winter of 1890-91 the Merritt 
prothers of Duluth, then engaged in search- 
ing for hard hematite iron ore, penetrated the 
“yegion to where the town of Marfield now 
stands. ‘here their prospectors found lean, 
hard, and worthless hematites, and the Merritt 
prothera, greatly discouraged, practically aban- 
doned the region. One of the men who had 
been prospecting for them decided to continue 
work as jong a3 his provisions lasted—this man 
had the true instincts of a prospector. He 
ved a sbort distance to the south and 
nde tly discovered the Mountain Iron Mine. 
Foon other prospectors who worked atill fur- 
ther south discovered the Biwakik Mine. After 
the discovery of these two enormous deposits, 
yuining experts who were in the employ of the 
Minnesota Iron Compavy examined the region 
thoroughly, ae is ever the wont of mining ex- 
And reported against it. The ores at 
points of discovery were red and yellow bema- 
Tites that were low in per cent. of iron and higo 
4n phosphorus. Tho prospectors, who cared 
ng at all for the opiniens of alleged 


ing 





experts, sank their shafts into the red and 
yellow hematites and presently sank through 
these poor ores and struck soft, blue-black hem- 
atites that were high in iron and low in phos- 
phorus—Bessemer ore all. 

By this time—the Summer of 1891—the region 
swarmed with prospectors keen-eyed and eager 
to work wherever they saw signs indicative of 
iron ore. These men sank shafts by the hun- 
dred. Daily, almost, large deposits of Bessemer 
ore were uncovered. Speculators ap 
the ground. These men, using Dulut 
quarters, inaugurated a wild speculative ex- 
citement. Stock that represented alleged mines 
and the lithographer’s art were floated at high 
prices. The belief was widespread that Bease- 
mer ore underlaid all such portions of the dis- 
mal northern wilderness as is included in the 
Mesaba Range. Last Spring the speculative 
bubble burst, and by far the larger portion of 
the speculators were bankrupted. They had 
boldly but unwisely invested the profits derived 
from the various mining deals in whioh they 
had engaged to fit out large prospecting parties 
and in Jogsing non-wineral-bearing land. A 
large area of the Mesaba Range is owned by the 
schoe)ls of Minnesota. The land was selected as 

ine land. This supposed ere-bearing land was 
eased by the Echool Commissioners to speculat- 
ors and to actaal miners. The State receives for 
sohool purposes 25 cents per ton royalty foreach 
and every ton mined, and the lessee agrees to 
mine at least so many or so few thousand tons 

er year. In the near future the schools of 
innesota will be in possession of a very large 
revenue drawn from this source. 

In 1891 Mr. P. L. Kimberley of New-Castle, 
Penn.,a veteran miner from the Gogebic Range 
secured the lease of the Biwakik tract of 12U 
acres, near Merritt. He sank thirty-nine test 
shafts at short intervals on this property. 
Every one of these shafts was sunk from 50 to 
100 feet in Bessemer ore. None of them penc- 
trated the ore to bed rock. The depth of these 
pits was controlled by the fact that in 1891 and 
early in 1892 there was no machinery in the dis- 
trict. Shafts cannot be sunk to a profit by 
hand power toa greater depth than 100 feet. 
Mr. Kimberley established the fact that the ore 
bed on the Biwakik property was from 50 to 
100 feet thick and co-extensive with the bound- 
ary lines, and that the ore was covered with a 
deposit of sand and gravel and boulders from 8 
to 30 feet thick. The problem for Mr. Kimber- 
ley to solve is how economically to mine the 
ore. 

Then came the discovery of the Cincinnati 
mine—Fall of 1891—that adjoins Biwakik on 
south and west. F. A. Bates and H. B. Barbour, 
both of Duluth, Minn., secured the lease of this 
most valuable property. Mr. Bates was raised 
among the coal and iron wines of Pennsylvania. 
He wasin the West when the Gogebic Iron 
Range was discovered. He made a large fort- 
une in that district, which he lost through an 
unfortunate partnership—lost in a week be- 
cause of his partners buying short-time options 
on many mines while he was in New-York on 
business. Having secured the lease of the Cin- 
cinnati and adjoining landsit was necessary to 
raise money to pay the advanced royalties. In- 
stead of money being paid outright to purchase 
a desirable mineral land lease in the Mesaba 
Range, itis paid as advanced royalty, and the 
amount is deducted from the royalty to be paid 
when the ore is mined. Mr. Bates had no money. 
Mr. Barbour’s pockets were deplorably empty. 
The case admitted of nodelay. If the agreed- 
upon payments could be met these gentiemen 
had earned a fortune. If they could not be met 
then the mine and adjoining land reverted to 
the original lessee. 

Money could not be raised in St. Panl norin 
Minneapotis. The Minnesota Iron Company 
had killed the whole Mesaba Range in these 
towns by the reports of theirexperte. Mr. Bates 
had plenty of friends in Pennsylvania and in 
Ohio—men who had contidence in his judgment 
in all things relative to mines and mining. He 
hastened East and stated his case to Henry W. 
Oliver of Pittsburg. and to Cleveland (Onio' 
friends. These gentlemen promptly came to his 
assistance, and after a thorough examination of 
the region they invested heavily in the district. 
The Standard Ore Company was incorporated, of 
which Mr. Bates is General Manager, and de- 
velopment on the Cincinnati was vigorously 
pushed, beginning last September. 

Shortly after development work on the Cin- 
cinnati mine was begun, highly-important die- 
coveries in the region adjacent to and surround- 
ing the newly-built town of Virginia were made. 
Here the ore ia from 60 to 120 feet thick. Then 
discovery followed discovery as pack-laden 
prospectors pushed to the west and south till 
inen could no longer keep tally of the finds. 
From the west, from the east, from the north, 
and from the south came authentic reports of 
the discovery of ore deposits of such enormous 
magnitude that the belief of iron miners was 
staggered, and the owners of Marquette and 
Vermilion and Deep Gogebic Mines became 
anxious, and appeared as though they read 
their doom blazoned on the northwestern sky. 

To olearly bring out the point I desire to 
make I will desoribe a few of these Mesaba iron 
properties, using for convenience of illustra- 
tion the Biwakik, the Mountain Iron, the Cin- 
cinnati, and the Hale deposits, which I saw 
during the two last days [ spent in the region. 
To preface: Ages 2go extensive beds of red, 

ellow, and blue hematite iron ore were depos- 
ted throughout the region now known as the 
Mesaba Range. How this ore was deposited no 
man knows, though many alleged mining ex- 
perts pretend to posséss exhaustive knowledge 
relative to the how and why. These beds vary 
im thickness from 20 to 290 feet. The ore is 
soft, easily and cheaply mined, and the blue ore 
is sufficiently free from sulphur and phosphor- 
us to be listed and sold as Bessemer stee)-pro- 
ducing ore. The ares of the beds varies from, 
say, 20 acres to 1,000 acres. The ore isa sedi- 
mentary deposit, and apparently occupies the 
beds of lakes that were filled agesago. The 
amount of ore that lies on the tlanks of this 
range cannot be accurately determined, but it 
can be truthfully asserted to exceed over a 
thousand million tons. The ore lies on quartzite, 
which rests on greenstone. 

The Biwakik Mine, the forty-acre tract on 
which work has commenced, has been thor- 
oughly tested by ge Sy ap pits that were 
sunk deepinto the ore. Itis estimated by com- 
petent men that there are 20,000,000 tons of 
marketable ore on the forty acres. Here the 
orebed is covered by from ten to thirty feet of 
sand and gravel and boulders. Six powerful 
steam shovels have been bought. These tools 
are to be employed to remove the eurface de- 
posit, i.e., to — the ore bed; this accom- 
plished, the ore willbe dug by the six eteam 
shovels and loaded directly into the cars, pre- 
paratory to hauling to West Buperior for ship- 
ment via the lakes to Eastern blast furnaces. 
When the ore is stripped the cost of digging it 
will be nominal. Buttostrip? Thatis an en- 
tirely different matter, and, I think, Mr. Kim- 
beriey will, long before he has removed the 
sand, gravel, and beulders from this forty 
acres, have enlarged experience and know!l- 
edge relative to the cost of removing millions 
of cubic yards of earth from one tract of land 
and piling it on other tracts. The investment 
at Biwakik, steam shovels, locomotives, cars, 
and plant generally, is at present $160,000— 
and not one ton of ore is ready to ship. 

Development work began at the Cincinnati 
Mine last September. A small portable engine 
and boiler was hauled over boulder-strewn 
roade and mud-buried roads, too, from the rail- 
read station, Mesaba, tothe mine. The horses 
floundered and stumbled. The heavy wrought- 
iron tires of the boiler carriage wheels were 
bentand twisted as though a score of strong 
men had pounded them for bours with heavy 
sledge hammers. It was a small boiler and tiny 
engine. I have seen wany better hauled over 
Kans and Dakota plains to drive yoyo 4 
machines. A weak plant with which to attac 
the heaviest iron ore deposit on the continent. 
But such was the condition of the roads that it 
Was necessary to use this almost toy engine or 
to use hand power. 

As I have writien, work began in September. 
On Dec. 2 the mine was well opened. A work- 
ing shaft 85 feet deep, 55 feet in ore, has been 

unk, and 936 feetof working gangways have 

een dug and blasted through the solid blue 
ore. Sufficient ore bas been extracted from the 
dead work and hoisted and dumped on the stock 

ile to pay for the whole working plant. I am 

amiliar with iron-ore mining, but 1 never before 
saw an iron mine the ore of which was sufti- 
ciently rich and easily mined to pay for the 
dead work necessary to open it. I have known 
4 few exceedingly rich and very ably-manazed 
silver mines to arrive at this pleasing result. 
I descended into the mine on ladders that were 
set angling ina shaft, as is the wont of mine 
ladders. Going down the shaft we passed 
through 30 feet of sand and gravel, then down- 
ward 55 feet in blue hematite ore that sparkled 
as glass pointe, but was soft. From the bottom 
of the shaft headings have been driven at 
right angles, and these headings were 
connected by cross gangways. After look- 
ing at the work for a few minutes, 
I recognized the mining plane, and said to the 
mining Captain: ‘“‘ You are going to try ‘long 
wall’ on this work, are you, Captain? Are you 
afraid of the roof!"’ and before ne could answer 
l added, “Iam.” Said he: * Yes, lam going to 
try ‘long wall.’ This roof will not stand. I 
shall drop it behind me. It will work all right,” 
he added cheerfully. Yes, Captain, you need 
not worry. The roof will fall. But it is the 
obly way to break this ore economically. This 
mine does not make suftiicient water to supply 
the small boiler that stands close to the mouth 
of the shaft. | wandered through the workings 
flashing my light on the blue-black ore, and 
whistling my astonishment. A hoist of 85 feet, 
55 feet of solid ore, horizontal formation, no 
water to pump, no rock to break. It is easy to 
understand why Gogebic and Marquette snd 
Vermilion iron mines are anxious as to the 
fature. 

I climbed out of the Cincinnati Mine--the 
best opened and the most ably managed in the 
district—and walked to the Hall. This property 
is owned by the Standard Ore Company of 
Dulute, Minn., and is managed by Mr. Bates. A 
line of shafts has beou sunk in yellow-stained 
hematite ore. Theso pits test the ore for 1,300 
feet ina straight line. The most shallow was 
50 feet in ore, the deepest 70 feet. Bed rock 
has not been struck. At this point the ore de- 

osit is but slightly covered with wash, say, 

rom 2 to 6 feet, and hore, if anywhere in the 
Mesaba Range, can steam shovels be profitably 
employed to atrip the ore bed and to mine the 


ore. 

At the Mountain Iron Mine, (owned at Du- 
luth,) near Martield, a branch of the Duluth and 
Iron Range Railroad curves into a shallow 
draw on the northern edge of the property. In 
the draw a steam shovel scoops up the ore, 
whioh dips to the south with a wester a 
tion, and dumps it into railroad cars that stand 
on the track. his steam shovel has a gigantic 
dipper that is 72 feetlong und which holds two 
and one-half tons of ore when filled. Tho 
ore is shoveled direct from the bed with- 
out any preparation. as gravel is shoveled 
from a bank There is more slipping of the 
dipper than there would be in @ gravel bank, 
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and the digging process is necessarily slower, 
bat it is working effectively, and the steam 
shovel has successfully solved the problem of 
how to cheaply mine the ore contained in the 
Mountain Iron Company’s land. This is the 
first time I have seen this tool used to mine 
iron ore. There are hundreds of properties in 
the Mesaba Range equally as valuavle as tho 
Biwakik, the Cincinnati, the Mountain Iron, or 
the Hall. A portion of the Cincinnati stock 
pile was assayed on Deo. 2. The results obtained 
were: Iron, 63.40 per cent.; phosphorus, .035. 
As it is at this mine, so it is at scores and 
scores of other mines. 

his is the deposit of the Mesaba Range. The 
miners there are stripped to the waist and boldly 
offer competitive war to the miners of all the 
other hematite ore-producing regions. They 
ciaim, and truthfully too, that there is but 
three years’ supply of hematite ore in sight in 
the Marquette, the Gogebio, and Vermilion 
combined, and that the miners of those districts 
cannot compete successfully with the Mesaba. 
I grant all their claims. 

Now, I ask, why shall not our fron and steel- 
producing plants be driven from the interior to 
the shore of the great lakes! Are the American 
ironmasters who have for years cowered be- 
hind the shelter afforded by a high protective 
tariff worthy of further tender consideration 
from the people? Shall they be forced to come # 
forth from their shelter and stand shoulder to 
shoulder with the American agrioculturist and 
engage in competitive strife for seyavnney in 
the consuming markets of the world 

Suppose that a reduction of tariff on iron and 
steel should cause the removal of iron-pro- 
ducing works to Erie, or Buffalo, or Cleveland. 
Then suppose the new works should be built in 
twin plants, one at the head of Lake Superior, 
the other on the lower lake. Then let the ves- 
sels that carried fuel to the Lake Superior 
works carry back cargoes of iron ore to be 
smelted in the Eastern furnaces. How cheaply 
could iron and steel be made? Here is the cost 
of Mesaba hematite laid down at Cleveland:

The same ore at the head of Lake Superior 
would cost $2.15 perton. Thirty-two hundred 

ounds of this ore and one ton of coke will pro- 

uce a ton of irou or of steel. Given this cheap 
ore and our produciug works situated on the 
shores of the creat lakes, our ironmasters can 
produce steel rails for $12 per ton and they 
can capture the markets of the world. Reduce 
the tariff; force the iron producers to move 
their plants to the proper sites, where they can 
produce with the greatest economy, and they 
will then cease to be parasites, and will be 
transformed into useful citizens of the Republic.

MOBILIZING OUR TROOPS. 


_———@——_— 
INFORMATION SECURED ON WHICH 
THIS COULD QUICKLY BE DONE. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 13.—Immediately upon 
taking charge of the war portfolio, Secretary 
Elkins announced a plan of reorganization ina 
general order to the army. Brig. Gen. Williams, 
Adjutant General of the army, was placed in 
eharge of the Division of Military Information, 
with Major MacArthur, Assistant Adjutant 
General, as assistant in charge. Selections of 
other officers for duty in the reorganized divi- 
sion were slowly made after careful delibera- 


tion, and the division has already demonstrated 
its ability te carry out practically and suo- 
cooly the plans prescribed by the Secretary 
of War. 

A system has been adopted by which informa- 
tion has been obtained, setting forth in every 
detail matters concerning the condition of the 
National Guard of each of the States and Terri- 
tories, Not only is the orgauization in each 
State generally outlined, but details of the or- 
ganization are specitically set forth in tabular 
form, so that in a time of war or other emergen- 
ey, Whether local or national, the Governor of 
any State in the Union, as well us the eommané- 
ing General of Federal forces, could be at once 
furnished with tabulated sheets showing every 
detail of organization that could be required by 
& military commander. 

In addition to this a separate page shows the 
system of mobilization at certain given points 
within each State, designating central points at 
which troops can be concentrated within the 
State, points of concentration for service out- 
side of the State, time required for concertra- 
tion within or outside the State, and the per- 
centage that would turn out uuder arms for 
sixty days. The exhibit would also furnish 
information as tothe armament of the State 
troops, equipment, uniform, clething, kc. On 
the third page of the exhibit would be fur- 
nished information in detail regarding ammuni- 
tion, character, and amountin hand of troops, 
amount that could be supplied on arrival at 
points of concentration, camp and garrison 
equipage, mess outtit, subsistence, Kc. In other 
words, the exhibit referred te would centain in 
the simplest arrangement the most complete 
data obtainable from beginning to end of the 
State organization. 

It is proposed to consolidate all the data re- 
lating to the Statesin a general memorandum 
on the subject, setting forth similarly all infor- 
wation that could be required in concentrating 
Federal and State troops at any point in the 
Union in any giventime. Information will also 
be tabulated showing every water course, rail- 
road, and other avenue of transportation to and 
from all the central points of the United States. 
The President and commanding General of the 
army will be enabled at any time to mobilize 
the entire available force of the army, regular, 
State aud yolunteer, at any placo, and distrib- 
ute them as his judgment requires, without 
any of the delay that would be involved by 
having to make inquiry on the subject. 

The operations of the Division ef Military In- 
formatien will not be confined to this country. 
Methods are perfecting by which military infor- 
mation will be obtained in regard to every 
country on the face of the globe. Itis the pur- 
age of the department to extend its inquiries 

n every direction in order that the division 
may become the repository of data concerning 
the modern military establishments, arma- 
ments, and methods of all countries. 





REPAIRS ON THE 


——_—__.___— 
TO COST WITHIN $20,000 AND BE DONE 
AT THE NEW-YORK YARD. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The reports of the 
Boards of Survey on the Chicago have been ap- 
proved, and the repairs to that ship will be be- 
gun at an early day at the New-York Navy 
Yard. The ship will prebably not go out of 
commission, unless there should develop addi- 
tional meeds which cannot be attended to with 
the vessel in the water. 

The main repairs are in the firerooms, where 
the crown sheets will have to be replaced, the 
present material having corroded after seven 
years’ time. The repairs, under the Bureau of 
Construetion, will cost about $11,200, and in- 
clude thorough repairs to the drainage system, 
men of bathtubs ond wardrobes, in junier 
officers’ quarters, inner bottom of firereom to ba 
repaired, new decks on bridges, repairs to 
blower engines, repairs to spar and gun decks, 
and general repaire to boats. 

The whole work will probably come within 
—_— and will fit the ship;for a three years’ 
cruise.

TESTS OF SMOKELESS POWDER. 


enitiniateinillfipecsiane 
ITS EFFICACY IN THE EIGHT-INCH GUMS 
TO BE ASCERTAINED. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 13.—The taval ordnance 
experta propose to try smokeless powder in the 
eight-inch breech-loading guns, having had such 
encouraging success with the powder fired in 
the six-inoh rifle. 

When the latter weapon was fired, at Indian 
Head, Md., recently, it was found that with 26 
pounds of smokeless powder much greater re- 
sults could be secured than with 48 pounds of 
the ordinary brown prismatic powder. There 
Was a muzzle velocity of 2,469 foot-seconds 
and a pressure of 13.9 tons with the 26 pounds 
of emokeless powder, while the best resuits of 


nearly twice as much brown powder in the 
same gun will show very littie more than 2,000 
foot-seconds muzzle velocity, and this, too, 
witha chamber pressure two tons greater than 
is the case when smokeless powder is used. 

It is a most important feature, along with the 
other advantages possessed by the naval smoke- 
less powder, that greater velocities, and conse- 
quently greater energies, cau be produced with 
a smaller amount of the smokeless powder than 


with the service charges of brown powder. The” 


question of weight on board ship is an im- 
portant one, and the problem ever is to secure 
the greatest effectiveness in the smallest space 
and at the least sacrifice of weight. 

Tbe mavai ordnance people have steadily 
progressed ia their manufacture of a smokeless 
powder, from a powder sultable for small arms 
to one which oan be used in the great guns. 
During the last year over 1,500 pounds ef 
smokeless powder were made at the Newport 
torpedo station, and the lot has been subjected 
to test in various ways. Since the original pro- 
duction there have been changes prompted by 
the practical experiments at Indian Head and 
the chemical teats at Newport. For instance, 
the square, flat grains first used have been given 
up and the macaroni form adopted, the diameter 
of thesticks varying from about one-thirty- 
second of an inch forthe small arms to two- 
tenths of an inch for the eight-inch gun. 

Commodore Folger, the naval Chief of Ord- 
nance, is vory sanguine regarding the prospeet of 
smokeless powder. He believes it will take the 
place ef the ordimary gunpowder in the smaller 
guns and that its use will gradually be extended 
to the larger calibres. Arrangements have been 
made for the production of this powder ona 
very large scale at Newport, and if the expert- 
ments which are to be made with the powder in 
the eight-inch gun are in the line of success 
which has characterized the trials with the 
smaller calibres, it will be an indication that it 
will serve tor the big guns of the navy. 

The results have shown that it will answer 
all the demands of the rapid-fire guns, and it is 
the intention of the Navy Department to liasue 
it to the service for all classes of rapid-fire ord- 
nance.

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NO MONEY FOR THE TEACHERS. 

oe - 

VICTIMS OF @QLEASON’S MUDDLING OF 
LONG ISLAND CITY’S AFFAIRS. 


Lone IsLAND City, Deo. 13.—Two hundred 
teachers and other employes of the Long IsJand 
City schools learned yesterday that they cannot 
hope to get their arrearages of salaries, to say 
nothing of those to come, for many months. 

Of all the features growing out of the muddle 
into which “Pat” Gleason has plunged the 
city the pitiable plight to-day of the entire 
corps of teachers is the most unfortunate. , 

The Queens County Bank, which assisted the 
city and its teachers out of their finanolal quag- 
mire last month by discounting the October pay 
rolls of the school teachers, amounting to 


$8,500, refuses, by an act of its Directors, to 
again come to its rescue this month. The teach- 
ers, therefore, will be unable, many of them, to 
procure even the necessities of life, and their 
anxiety is great. Probably half of them are 
known to have contracted little debts and run 
behind in their board bills, depending upon 
their November salaries to help them out. Even 
such & master of ** ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain” as ‘‘ Pat” Gleason himself can 
hardly find a fresh expedient to help them. 

No one blames the bank. On the contrary, 
nothing is heard but praise for the handsome 
manner in which it saved the oity’s credit and 
the teachers’ feelings last month. Having been 
caught with pay warrants to the amount named, 
and the certainty that long litigation is ahead 
of them in their efforts to get back the money, 
the Directors could hardly be expected to go 
deeper into trouble. 

City Treasurer Bleckwenn states that the oity 
taxes, upon which the departments depend for 
revenue, will not begin to come in until Febru- 
ary. March and April’s quota to the school de- 
partment will be promptly eaten up by the out- 
standing unpaid warrants, which stand against 
it as a lien. In May, possibly, the Treasurer 
thinks, there will be funds available to mest the 
wayrants which the bewildered teachers hold 
to-day, representing their November salaries. 

‘But what about our salaries for the months 
between now and then?” they ask each other. 
No one outside of ** Pat” Gleason can answer. 
This swollen patriot declares that itis only a 
move of ‘‘me inimies ”; that funds must exist 
somewhere in the city’s strong box, and he 
breathes hard when he thinks of how he is 
thwarted in all his efforts to reach it. Heis a 
great financier, is “ Pat,” if his own and the 
opinious of some of hisadmirers, who are dazed 
at his brilliant mental operations, are taken. 

The warrants for the November salaries of 
the teachers were issued on Dec. 7. They are 
now useless. It isoustomary for the Board of 
Education to pay the teachers their salaries for 
December about the 20tb, in order, presumably, 
thatthey may have the money for holiday uses, 
This year there will be no money, and the board 
Ana aay have the hardihood to issue warrants 

or 

Despite this pitiful condition of affairs, Glea- 
son, With a breazy impudence which charms his 
adherents, decides that night schools shall 
open,and open they do in four wards ef the 
city, as though millions of money were at hand 
to pay for Gleason’s fancies. The night school 
teachers will, of course, share the same fate as 
their sisters in the day schools in the matter of 
salaries. 

As far back as September the City Treasurer 
warned the department that its funds would not 
last until Nov. 1. It was retorted that he must 
sell bonds, then, to meet the deficiency; that 
the schools couldn’t stop running because of 
such a trivial matter as no money. In vain the 
Treasurer replied that there were not bonds 
enough to sell to cover the coming shortage. 
New indebtedness was incurred and bills in- 
numerable were paid out of the fast-disappear- 
ing general fund, the one from which comes the 
teachers’ pay. Things went merrily. Contract- 
ors and book agents were happy and the nuder- 
paid teachers were all unconscious of their sal- 
aries going to pay bills. The end came even 
sooner than Treasurer Bleckwenn anticipated, 
for in October he had to put up the bars and 
stop the rush of School Board warrants. 

The amount of the November pay rolls which 
the bauk declines to negotiate is $8,200. Last 
month some of the teachers revolted against 
being muleted a few dollars because of the 
3 per cent. that was deducted from théir pay. 
This month many of them would be glad to have 
even that reduced amount. 





PATERSON AGAINST THE COUNTY. 


—_——~>—_ 
A QUARREL OVER THE SUPPORT OF 
LUNATICS AT THE INSANE ASYLUM. 


MORRIS PLAINS, N. J., Deo. 13.—The authori- 
ties at the lunatic asylum at this place were 
somewhat startled the other day at receiving 
official notice from the Passaic County Board of 
Chosen Freeholders to the effect that from and 


after Jan. 1 next that body would no longer 
pay for the support of county patients who 
had been in the asylum for more than three 
yoars. 

The officials find on looking over the books 
that Passaic County has over 100 patients here, 
aud that more than 60 vf them have been hero 
for more than three years, some of them for us 
much as sixteen years, anda large number for 
more than five or six years. They have been 
coming in from that county at the rate of five 
or six a month all Summer and Fall, the courts 
sending them up with great rapidity. 

The Freeholders have been siow in paying 
their bills lately, and the asylum people have 
had to nudge them frequently. It now seems 
that they have been wondering at the groat in- 
crease in the annual cost of this item of county 
expenditure. Ten years ago their yearly bilis 
here were only about $7,000. Five years ago 
they were less than $14,000. Now they are 
more than $30,000. Nobody can explain the 
great increase in insanity. Most of the patients 
are of foreign birth, and most of them are 
women. 

Dr. Smith, member of the Board of Managers 
from Paterson, says this action of the Free- 
holdera grows out of a conflict between the 
City of Paterson and the County of Passaic. 
The Board of Aldermon of Paterson find fault 
because the Freeholders spend so much money 
and leave that much less for the Aldermen to 
spend. So the Aldermen, under the advice of 
their counsel, have refused to pay the whole of 
the county tax, and the City Counsel, nak yy 
evidence to justify his advice, has instituted a 
summary investigation into the county’s af- 
fairs, using twerty-five citizens to petition 
Judge Dixen to make this investigation. The 
Aldermen have criticised the great increase in 
the cost of ag tay | lunatics at this asylum, 
although the Freeholders have nothing todo 
with sending them here. 

Now the Freeholders have started an investi- 
gation on theirown account and have discov- 
ered that the law only requires them to support 
lunaties here for three years. After that they 
must be supported by the city or township to 
which they belong.

NORTH DAKOTA'S SITUATION, 
: pain» Arg aihe 
THE SCANDINAVIAN INFLUENCE—PROS- 
PECTS FOR THE SENATORSHIP. 


BISMARCK, Deo. 13.—The result of the election 
in North Dakota is full of significant facts. One 
of the moat striking, on the face of the official 
returns, is that two Republican Presidential 
Electorsare chosen by pluralities of less than 
20, while. the fusion candidate, A. P. Rondes- 
tredt, is elected by 164 plurality. This Mr. Ron- 
destredt is a Norwegian, who, at the time of his 
selection by the Weaverites, (independents,) an- 
nounced his intention, if elected, to vote for 
Cleveland. 

The next noticeable factis the re-election of 
M. N. Johnson, Republican, by nearly 5,000 plu- 


rality over O’Brien, the only straight Demo- 
cratic candidate in the field, for Congress. Mr. 
Johnson is also a Norwegian who has made a 
name fur himself and the nationality he repre- 
sents by his absolute control of his party in the 
State. Like the French King who said, “ L’état, 
c’est moi,” he is the Republican Party, as far as 
the State is concerned, and when he was re- 
quested to contribute the usual assessment to 
the vampaign fund he refused, saying: “I do 
not owe the Republican Party anything; the 
debt is the other way.” His triumphant re-elec- 
tien would seem to confirm his assertion. 

Congressman Johnson wili be remembered as 
the one who, two years ago, demanded his nom- 
ination over H. C. Hansbrough, now United 
States Senator, and, through his friends, threat- 
ened to bolt the convention unless the Soandi- 
navian element in the party was appeased and 
Johnson was nominated. He will be remem- 
bered also as putting forth the declaration that 
at that time and for that place North Dakota 
**needed its ablest citizen,’’ and he was that 
man., 

Another fact illustrative of the influence and 
discrimination of the Scandinavian voters in 
North Dakota is that of the election of the Re- 
publican candidate for Secretary of State, Mr. 
Dahl, a Norwegian, by seven or eight hundred 
majority, while the rest of the Republican 
State ticket was defeated by 1,700. Two Nor- 
wegians, Nomiand, State Treasurer, and Ras- 
mussen, for Railroad Commissioner, ran from 
seven to eight hundred ahead of their com- 
panions on the fusion ticket. 

Singularly mixed and politically hoterogen- 
eous is the Legislature. Though nominally 
having a Republican majority in each house, 
there is such an incongruity, an oil-and-water- 
like composition, that to forecast the possibili- 
ties of an election to the United States Senator- 
ship is almost an impossibility. There are 
ninety-three members in both houses, clasal- 
fied as follows: Straight Republicans, 52; 
straight Democrats,19; straight independents, 
11; hybrid Democrats, (indorsd by Independ- 
ents,) 8; nondescript Republicans, 3. 

Of these latter nominated jointly by Repub- 
licans and Democrats, [Ind Lamoure of the Sen- 
ate, commonly known as the “Tall Chief of the 
Pembinas,” whose name and fame are coeval 
with the. Dakotas, is perhaps the most conspic- 
uous aspirant for Senatorial honors. George 
H. Walsh of the House, who, during the past 
two years as Railroad Commissioner gave the 
railroads considerable trouble, stands next in 
prominence to succeed Senator Casey. Other 
lights in the legislative world there are, more 
or jess luminous, who would have no objection 
to shine in the United States Senate the next 
six years at $5,000 a year. A deadlock is inevi- 
table, and chances for the modern ‘“‘combine” 
abound. This condition of things is likely to 
appear, unless, a8 Was done two years ago in 
the case of Senator Hansbrough, the Democrats 
cut the gordian knot and decide the fate of the 
contenders. 

In sizing up the situation that is in sight in 
North Dakota politics and policies, owing to the 
late election, it is to be observed that the crank 
isontop. Radical and experimental legislation 
will presumably take the place of conservatism, 
aud all the isms and nostrums that are the stook 
in trade of the professional political quack and 
cure-all will be applied to the body politio for 
the relief of the “down-trodden and oppressed 
people” of the State. 

The metto now is, “Vox Elj, vox populi,’” 
since for the next two years Eli Shortridge, as 
Governor, will execute the law as construed by 
his Attorney General, who claims to be a lineal 
descendant of the old Puritan, Milea Standish, 
assisted in the general administration of affairs 
by the crankiest lot of cranks on the prohibition 
question that ever infested a State. 





A WELL-CONCEALED STILL, 


THE HIDDEN PLANT OF A NORTH CAR- 
OLINA MOONSHINER DISCOVERED. 


NeEw-LicutT, N. C., Dec. 13.—The ingenious 
contrivances of the moonshiners of the South- 
ern States to outwit the revenue officials are 
many and of the most unique kind. The latest 
was unearthed near this place last week. 

The officers knew that ‘‘ blockade” liquor was 
being manufactured in this township, but no 
oue bad ever seen the still Sutfticient evidence 


had heen gathered to show that “‘ Dick” Ray and 
his 5s. 1 ‘* Nick” and Junlus E. Catlett had been 
retailing liquor without license, but the where- 
abouts of the still could not be discovered. 
On the night of Dec. 7 Deputy Collector P. T. 
Massey, Deputy Marshals J. B. Holland and 
John R. Upehurst, and F. M. Sonreli and 
“Lem” Mussey left Raleigh on araid through 
this township. They concluded to give the 
night to the house of * Dick”’ Ray, which is on a 
bluff about fifty yards from the Neuse River. It 
is a large log house about 40 feet square, with a 
porch running through the middle, and a chim- 
ney at both ends. 

About daybreak the two Rays and Catlett 
were observod in the yard cutting and carrying 
wood into the house, but there was no sign of a 
still anywhere and neither of the men left 
the prewises. Search was made up and down 
the ravines and branches, but no sign of a 
still could be found. 

The following night the officers again aur- 
rounded the house and Upehurst was on the 
opposite bank of the river. About sunrise he 
noticed in the river what appeared to him as a 
vapor arising from the water. This was very 
unusual and he called the attention of the party 
and they made an examination. They found a 
pipe running into the river from the hill and in 
the direction of Ray’s house. By digging afew 
feet into the hill they got at the pipe above the 
waterand found that it was running slops 
made at a whisky atili. 

This discovery added mystery to the situation 
as there was no sigh whatever of a still at 
Ray’s house. The ofticers then decided to search 
the house. They were metatthe door by the 
three men and the women of the family. As- 
sent to the search was readily given. Every 
nook and corner was pried into and not a dfop 
of liquor could be found nor any sign of a 
still. The officers retired for consultation 
and decided that théy would remove the passage 
tioor and seo what was under the house, 

When the tloor had been taken up everything 
under it presented the oupeetence of dr 
ground where the chickens had roosted an 
wallowed in the dust. Holland crawled 
around and finally thought the earth gave way 
under him, and he removed the dirt and found 
a plank about four inohes under ground. As 
goon as this was discovered “ Nick’”’ Kay and Cat- 
lett took to the woods. The latter was caught, 
but “Niok’’ mado good his escape. His father 
had been paralyzed and did not make any 
attempt to get away. The planks were re- 
moved, a cellar nearly as large as the house was 
tound, and init was a complete distillery. The 
smoke was conveyed to one of the chimneys, the 
slops and water were carried to the river 
through the pipe, and the water for the worm 
was brought down into the cellar by a 
pipe from the well which was artistically hid- 
den. ‘The elder Ray went to the river and ex- 
amined the pipe and declared that the dry 
weather had reduced the water in the river so 
low that there was not enough to keep the 
vapor from the still from rising to the surface. 

It was ascertained that the still had been 
there for nearly eight years. The capacity was 
twelve gallons per day and it had been rusnin 
constantly since it was put up. There are sey- 
eral registered distilleries near Ray’s, and it is 
the opinion of the revenue officers that the 
product of Ray’s distillery was sold to these for 
asmalisum, the material being furnished b 
the Government distilleries, as they are called.

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The Weather Bureau report indicates Jor 
to-day, in this city, heavy rain, warmer 
weather. 


Ifthe steamship companies conclude to 
abandon the bringing of steerage passen- 
gers from Europe to this country after the 
1st of January, they will aid materially in 
the solution of the problem of suspending 
immigration, and there will be no serious 
regret at their course on this side of the 
ocean. Then the question of advancing 
freight and passenger rates will be decided 
by business considerations. It is a ques- 
tion how far a movement of that kind 
would be profitable. To reduce the num- 
ber of passengers by an inorease of fares 
might not benefit the revenues of the com- 
panies, and the regular steamship lines are 
not likely to drive freight to the “tramp” 
steamers by any material increase of rates. 
At all events, commerce will be able to 
take care of itself without the aid of emi- 
grants. Ifimmigration is diverted to Can- 
ada, and Canada likes it, we have no reason 
to object, provided Canada will keep ite 
immigrants when it gets them. In fact, 
cutting off the steerage trafiic will have 
much the same effect upon immigration as 
charging a sufficient tax to raise the cost of 
passage to the second-cabin rate. That 
would be a good thing. 


The Central Cleveland and Stevenson 
Club of Brooklyn is to be maintained as 
the Oentral Democratic Olub, and it has 
adopted a resolution which sounds a note 
of warning to the party which it so effect- 
ively supported during the late political 
campaign. It demands the selection of a 
Senator to represent the Empire State who 
will be “in full political accord with the 
great leader selected by the Democracy of 
the Nation, and to whom he can look 
as s trusted friend and advieer,” and 
salls upon the “men of Syracuse” to 
maintain a separate organization “ to con- 
test in future for the maintenance and suc- 
cessful furtherance of the true principles 
of Democracy.” This declaration of the 
Brooklyn organization is 4 symptom of 
what may be expected if the Hill machine 
undertakes to dominate in an arbitrary or 
despotic spirit the Democratic Party of the 
State in the year that is near at hand.

Engineor Corps of the navy is a matter 





congratulation. In at least three succes | 
sive annual reports Chief Engineer Mxt- 
VILLE had protested against this contin- 
uous reduction, as actually dangerous to 
the navy, besides being unjust to the en- 
gineer officers, who, he says, are worn out 
with work and anxiety through having too 
little assistance. Secretary Tragy has, 
with equal emphasis, pointed out the false 
economy of putting large and costly en- 
gines in our ships and then providing too 
few officers to careforandrunthem. When 
the law for reducing the number of en- 
gineer officers to 170, by casualty, was 
passed we had no such engines in our 
war ships as are now built, and it could not 
have been foreseen what the requirements 
of the personnel would be to-day. If the 
overwork and the overanxiety are already 
what Chief Engineer MELVILLE represents 
them to be, we can imagine the effect of the 
reduction continuing, and new and larger 
ships coming into service. As the act now 
passed terminates the reduction at the 
point whereit was on June 30, 1891, the 
relief will be very marked, since 191 will 
be the number of officers henceforth al- 
lowed. 





The Chairman of the House Committee 
on Rivers and Harbors is credited in a 
Washington dispatch with saying that 
there will be no bill this year for new 
river and harbor improvements. The 
truth is that the custom has grown of 
late to pass such bills only at the long ses- 
sion, and enactments in two successive 
years have become the exception rather 
than the rule. But Mr. BLANCHARD, if the 
dispatch just referred to has reported him 
correctly, proceeded to add that a little 
matter of $16,000,000 would be required to 
keep existing works on rivers and harbors 
going, and that this sum could be provided 
in the Sundry Oivil bill.. That would be a 
wonderful programme of economy. The 
last Riverand Harbor bill was monstrous, 
and worthy to be compared with the ex- 
travagance of the Billion Congress itself. 
But to pile upon that at this seoond session 
a sum equal to another prodigious bill for 
the same purpose would, we should say, 
make the Fifty-second Congress unparal- 
leled and unapproached in this business. 
At the same time we find the House Appro- 
priations Committee inquiring of Gen. 
SCHOFIELD, Gen. CasEy, and Gen. FLAG- 
LER what would be likely to happen if 
there were no appropriation at all for 
carrying on the work of coast defense this 
year. It would be a remarkable outcome 
of the effort at frugality if Congress should 
omit even the small annual outlay for the 
public defense and pour out millions upon 
millions in river and harbor schemes. 











It is satisfactory to be assured from the 
Vatican that there is no reason for pil- 
grims to apprehend violence at Rome this 
year, and intending pilgrims will be inter- 
ested to learn that the Pope prefers that 
their offerings should take the form of 
money. “It is the interest of the Govern- 
ment,” according to the Vatican, ‘‘to pre- 
vent a repetition of the scenes of October, 
1891.” Itis not likely that ‘‘the Govern- 
ment” will accept this assurance with 
complacency. The “scenes of October, 
1891,” were produced in consequence of 
an ebullition of very bad manners from 
certain French pilgrims who thought 
the occasion of their visit to Romé 
propitious for the offering of public in- 
sults to the memory of VicroR EMMANUEL. 
The Roman mob, as might have been ex- 
pected, resented this, with grievous re- 
sults. At the time it was agreed on all 
handsthat the pilgrims were the aggres- 
sors, and this view seemed to be shared by 
the Pope, who advised pilgrims who could 
not restrain their anti-Italian sentiments 
to refrain from visiting Rome. The Italian 
Government was not in the least to blame 
in the matter, and was not blamed by any- 


body. 


A NATIONAL QUARANTINE DE- 
MANDED. 

The Chamber of Commerce of this city 
has performed an inestimable public serv- 
ice in causing a special committee to in- 
vestigate and report upon the quarantine 
service of this port. The action of this 
committee and of the Medical Advisory 
Committee which it appointed to assist in 
its work did much to mitigate the evils of 
the administration of the service as they 
found it and to institute improvements. 
Their service to this community and to the 
country was of great value during the 
time of danger, but the most important re- 
sult is to be found in the report which was 
submitted to the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday and in the suggestions which 
are made therein. 

The facts set forth in the report of the 
committees and the accompanying docu- 
ments speak for themselves with great em- 
phasis. They show that the quarantine es- 
tablishment of the State of New-York was 
found in the emergency presented last Sep- 
tember to be wholly inadequate in extent 
and equipment for the work required of it. 
Such accommodations, equipment, and ap- 
pliances as existed were not in a condition 
of preparation for use. There had been no 
foresight exercised and practically no prep- 
aration made, and the condition of the 
whole establishment was one of deplor- 
able neglect. The incompetency and 
inefficiency that had led to this 
condition continued to be displayed 
in the subsequent management of in- 
fected vessela and their passengers 
and eargoes. Even the suggestions of the 
Medical Advisory Committee were complied 
with in an apparent spirit of reluctance 
and hostility. But for the recommenda- 
tions and supervision of the Chamber of 
Commerce Committee and its Medical Ad- 
visory Committee, and the co-operation of 
the United States authorities and of pub- 
lic-spirited private citizens, there would 
have been a state of hopeless chaos at 
Quarantine during the time when system 
and promptness were most needed; suffer- 
ing and loss would have been increased, 
and itis probable that an epidemic would 
have invaded the country. 

The mere statement of facts as they ex- 
isted, with a temperate discussion of the 
requirements of the situation, involve the 
severest condemnation of the State quar- 
antine system and its present administra- 











tion. In urging delay of the consideration. 


of the report, Mr. J. Epwarp SIMMONS re- 
marked that it was ‘‘a reflection on the 
ability of the Empire State to take care of 
her own affairs.” It is certainly a reflec- 
tion, and a severe one, upon the manner in 
which the quarantine affairs of this port 
have been cared for under the authority 
of the State. It shows it in the light of 
an absolute and disgraceful failure. But 
these are not the affairs exclusively of the 
Empire State. They concern the people of 
the whole country, and in their scope and 
importance are national affairs. The rea- 
sons given forthe assumption of control 
by the national authority are absolutely 
conclusive. The ability of the State to 
deal with these matters is limited by the 
very nature of its jurisdiction and its func- 
tions. The advantages possessed by the 
National Government were clearly shown 
in the way in which the resources of the 
Treasury, War, and Navy Departments 
were brought to bearin the emergency of 
last September. They could have been 
brought to bear much more promptly and 
effectively if there had been no conflict of 
authority, no State jurisdiction to wait 
upon, With the whole business in charge of 
the National Government, the facilities of 
the Quarantine station could bespeedily en- 
larged, the equipment and appliances ren- 
dered adequate, and the resources of the 
medical service of the army and navy and 
the Marine Hospital could be effectively ap- 
plied, The State has nothing to be com- 
pared with these advantages. 

This is a matter which does not concern 
this city or this State solely or chiefly, It 
eoncerns the whole country, and the people 
of the country have a right to demand the 
establishment of a national quarantine at 
this port without delay. The report of the 
Chamber of Commerce of this city will be 
sent to similar bodies in other cities of the 
country and will be widely disseminated 
and studied. The result is sure to be an 
overwhelming demand that the State 
administration of quarantine which has 
proved to be so inadequate and so in- 
efficient shall be displaced by a national 
system directed and controlled by the best 
knowledge and ability that the country 
affords. There should be no opposition to 
the change in New-York, which is most im- 
mediately and directly, though not most 
largely, concerned. Our quarantine service 
has been infected by local politics and the 
forces of local politics may attempt to de- 
fend it and to prevent its being displaced, 
but such an attempt would be a mistake 
andit would prove futile. The facts may 
as well be faced and their logical results 
accepted. The demand which will come 
up from the whole country for the estab- 
ment of a national quarantine will have 
the support of the public sentiment of New- 
York, and the authorities of the State and 
of the city will show wisdom by cheerfully 
acquiescing in it. 

A USE FOR SILVER. 

The selection of a well-known actréss as 
the model for a statue to be molded in sil- 
ver and erected upon the building at the 
World’s Fair of one of the silver States 
seems to‘open a way to the satisfac- 
tory disposition of that troublesome,metal. 
Every actress, it may be said with confi- 
dence, believes herself to be an eligible 
model for a sculptor, and several actresses, 
representing in the main the burlesque 
stage, allege that they respectively could 
have been chosen for the immortality of a 
silver effigy at Chicago if they would have 
consented to pay large sums of money for 
that honor. It seems likely, however, that 
they have confounded a project of doing 
honor at the same time toja Stateand an act- 
ress with a quite different project of extract- 
ing money from actresses under pretense of 
doing them honor There is no reason to 
suppose that any other than artistic rea- 
sons have governed the choice of a model 
for the statue of Justice that is to adorn 
the temple of Montana at the World’s 
Fair. 

All the same, it isa pity that the vanity 
of actresses and the zeal of their admirers 
should not be utilized, like other powerful 
natural forees, for the advancement of civ- 
ilization, and at present it seems that the 
greatest service silver can render to man- 
kind is to withdraw itself from currency 
and seek refuge inthe arts. Itis certain 
that the laurels of the actress who has 
been chosen to represent Justice will not 
suffer the other actresses to sleep, aud man- 
kind ought to get some good out of a compe- 
tition that is disturbing the sculptor Park, 
even as a like competition from the legiti- 
mate and variety stages of Ephesus may 
have disturbed the Ephesian silversmith 
who wrought Diana. The happiness of the 
selected actress in her selection is meas- 
ured by the misery of the disappointed act- 
resses in their rejection. As she views her 
own effigy in or upon the Montana Build- 
ing, she may explain with the late Hora- 
Truss Fuaccus, on afamous occasion, and 
with the late Jay GouLD when he first ac- 
quired control of a dividend-paying stock, 
that she has acquired a monument more 
perennial than Erie, and to each of her-re- 
jected sisters suffering, like VirGi1’s Juno, 
from the indignity of a disparaged form, 
it may be commended by the monometallist 
to go and do likewise. 

There is no doubt of the ability of the 
theatrical profession in this country to 
furnish models for the sculpton Justice, 
for the typification of which one actress 
has already been chosen, may with equal 
plausibility be typified by many other act- 
resses, and Justice is only one of the four 
cardinal virtues. There is really no need 
why we should restrict the celebration to 
the four cardinal virtues. What, from the 
point of view of the sculptural ecommemo- 
ration of our actresses, is the matter with 
the Seven Deadly Sinsf The range of 
models is hereby at once expanded, for 
whereas our sculptural conventions 
require us in representing the virt- 
ues to approach as nearly as may 
be the Hellenic standard, the figures 
of the sins may properly partake of 
the defects of their qualities. A visibly 
overfed actress is not on that account un- 
suitable as a model for Gluttony, while 
Envy may without impropriety be as ema- 
ciated as SARAH BERNHARDT or as one of 
M. Ropnrs “Prisoners of Calais.” If all 
the actresses who think they have as good 











a right to be commemorated in silver as the 
actress who is assured of such a com- 
memoration can incline their managers 
and their admirers to the same view, 
ahd get themselves heroic statues in 
silver, the silver question will soon be 


a thing of the past. The less popular and 


flaunting soubrettes may not be able to 
secure themselves statues nor be fit to pose 
for colossal cardinal virtues or heroic dead- 
ly sins, but there must be many a one of these 
whose clientage is extensive enough to jus- 
tify her in aspiring to a statuette of her- 
self as @ peccadillo. Clearly the delegates 
to Brussels might better have staid at 
home and concerned themselves with ex- 
tending the uses of silver in the arts, in 
connection with the dramatic profession of 
their native land.

MANUFACTURERS AND THE TARIFF, 

Since the very great extent of the victory 
won for tariff reform became entirely plain, 
we have learned of opinions expressed by 
a considerable number of manufacturers 
regardihg the future of their business. In 
each of some twenty cases these gentlemen 
were engaged in what have been known as 
highly ‘protected ” industries, and those 
precisely such as, according to the predic- 
tions of the Republicans before the election, 
would be ruined by tariff reform. In two 
instances they were members of combina- 
tions which relied on high tariff duties to 
give them the control of the American mar- 
ket. In the other cases they were fair rep- 
resentatives of the general body of Amer- 
ican manufacturers—successful, prosper- 
ous, and, save in one instance, honestly 
protectionist in their political beliefs. The 
exception was an extensive manufacturer 
of goods heavily taxed who was, neverthe- 
less, @ cordial revenue reformer, and who 
was regularly exporting his goods to the 
foreign lands from whose competition Mr. 
McKINLEY insisted on “ protecting” him. 

In every instance the views of these gen- 
tlemen, so far from being gloomy and de- 
spairing, were marked by that manly cour- 
age, that cheerful self-reliance, that eager 
desire to face competitors and confidence 
in their ability to give a good account of 
themselves that are the real characteris- 
tics of American business men, as they are 
of American soldiers and statesmen when 
fairly put to the test. This, indeed, we ex- 
pected quite apart from the probable effect 
of impending tariff reform. But this was 
not all. Several of these manufacturers 
declared that they looked to a reduction of 
the tariff with positive relief; that they had 
been harassed by the uncertainties of the 
situation, since they felt that the change 
must come, and that such artificial condi- 
tions could not be maintained indefinitely. 
They had also become convinced that in 
the indiscriminate distribution of tariff 
rates they had been hindered on the one 
hand by increased cost of materials and 
on the other by the restriction of their mar- 
ket through the arbitrary raising of prices. 
Some of them took another view, and 
frankly said that, while the reduction of 
the tariff would expose them to severer 
competition than they had had in the past, 
it would force them to meet that competi- 
tion by improved processes, improved ma- 
chinery, and especially by greater care, 
system, and economy in the management of 
their business. As one of them put it: 
“We've got to earn what we get, and we 
shall do it.” 


We have no donbt that this is a very fair 
indication of the temper in which the mas- 
ters of American industry, even among 
those who have heretofore relied on the 
tariff, are prepared to face their future. 
And we make not the slightest question 
that in the long run they will find that 
they are very much better off than they 
were under the miscellaneous and confused 
tariff. We cannot predict for them that 
they will be always successful or free 
from the consequences of their own 
errors or from the vicissitudes of gen- 
eral business) We no more expect 
fiscal legislation in the direction of 
freer trade to accomplish all this than we 
have believed that fiscal legislation in the 
direction of restricted trade would do it. 
But we do expect that the removal of the 
artificial supports to some and the artificial 
obstacles to other industries will give 
greater steadiness and, therefore, greater 
security to all. And we are, moreover, 
confident that when Americans are put 
upon their mettle, when they are at once 
free to use and forced to use the resources 
and energies that they can command, they 
have nothing to fear from any competitors 
that can present themselves.

MEXICAN ORES 


The New-York TJribune has begun to 
point out serious defects in the McKinley 
tariff, which it has so many times de- 
scribed as “the bravest and wisest of tariff 
bills yet framed.” Itrecently asserted that 
the makers of this tariff were guilty of ‘‘un- 
businesslike ” conduct in framing that part 
of this “wisest” of all tariff laws which 
relates'to reciprocity, so called, and to the 
duties on certain products of Mexico. The 
defective character of this part of the law 
has “embarrassed” and “hampered” our 
Minister to Mexico in his attempts to nego- 
tiate a commercial treaty. 

We notice that in its complaint the Trib- 
wne says nothing about the duty on silver- 
lead fluxing ores. We should like to know 
what the 7ribune’s opinions on this subject 
are this month. We know what they were 
last month and what they were at various 
times in the last two or three years, but 
unfortunately they have not been char- 
acterized by that uniformity which is 
to be desired in the treatment of such a 
topic. If our neighbor had always been 
guided by the facts and opinions set forth 
in the letters of the trusted staff corre- 
spondent whom it sent to Mexico, it would 
have been consistent and truthful in its re- 
marks about one of the worst jobs in that 
“wisest and bravest” of tariffs. But at 
times it has flatly repudiated him and his 
works and has published some of the wild- 
est stuff with respect to this question that 
has been seen outside of Colorado and Mon- 
tana. ; 

The imposition of this duty and the con- 
troversy about the interpretation of the 
old law have been very influential in die- 
couraging the negotiation of any com- 





mercial treaty with Mexico, The duty was 
imposed for the enrichment of a little 
group of owners of mines in this country 
which yield fluxing ores like those which 
were brought from Mexico. The purpose 
of these men in procuring this legislation 
was to make their ores more valuable, atthe 
expense of the owners of mines yielding dry 
or refractory ores, and they wete success- 
ful. Asa result of the new legislation the 
cost of smelting these dry ores was in- 
creased in this country, and the leaders of 
the Colorado carbonate ring sold their 
mine to a London syndicate for a large 
price with a sworn statement showing that 
they been making very large protits at the 
time when their organs were asserting that 
the mine had been closed because the int- 
portation of Mexican ores would not per- 
mit it to do a profitable business. 

While the owners of mines yielding dry 
ores suffered, Mexico gained a new and im- 
portant industry through the agency of the 
McKinley tariff, and much capital was 
transferred from this country to Mexico for 
investment in that industry. The heavy tax 
on Mexican ores, which had been shipped to 
and used by our smelting factories, caused 
the owners of some of those factories to set 
up extensive plants on the other side of 
the boundary, and now there are large 
and thriving smelting works in Mexico. 
These works are a product of the McKinley 
tariff, that ‘‘ wisest and bravest of tariff 
bills yet framed,” and Minister Ryan’s 
own State has suffered by the transfer of 
capital and plant from its territory to the 
Mexican mining districts. It is now re- 
ported that if our duty on silver-lead flux- 
ing ores should be removed, the 
Mexican Government would retain the 
ores for the now smelting works by 
imposing an export duty. We have 
lost something which we cannot regain, 
but the members of the ring are doing 
well and appear to have received compen- 
sation for their generous contributions to 
the Republican campaign fund in the last 
days of the campaign of 1888. Any dis- 
cussion of the conditions affecting our 
trade with Mexico is incomplete that does 
not include the history of this job, and we 
hope the Jribune has not forgotten what 
its staff correspondent said about it.

THE DANNREUTHER RECITALS. 

Mr.and Mrs. Gustav Dannreuther are to be cred- 
ited with having accomplished a most commend- 
able labor of love in the direction of musieal 
art culture in the series of Beethoven recitals 
projected by them, the third and last of which 
was given at the Gerlach lastevening. With 
the work of Mr. Dannreuther as the first violia 
of the popular Beethoven Quartet Club this 
public is thoroughly familiar; with the further 
fact that Mrs. Dannreuther is a pianist worthy 
to take rank with her talented husband the 
people privileged to partake of the hospitality 
of Mrs. Loomis in setting apart her drawing 
room forthe purposes of the recitals have been 
happily made acquainted. Mrs. Dannreuther 
plays with the spirit and the understanding 
also, her technique is well-nigh faultless, her 


tone resonant and full, and the piano sings 
under her fingers as that much-abused instru- 
ment responds only to the hand of a maater. 

In setting before the gatherings of society 
people who have been interested listeners at the 
recitals the ten sonatas of Beethoven for violin 
and piano, Mr. and Mrs. Dannreuther have 
brought to the attention of their hearers a set 
of compositions the majority of which are but 
slightly known. In the sequential arrangement 
of the programmes the first comprised Opus 12, 
comprehending No. 1, in D major, No. 2, in A 
major, and No. 3, inE fiat major, and Opus 23, in 
Amilnor. At the second recital the selection in- 
cluded opaa 24, in F major, and Opus 30, em- 
bracing No. 1, in A major, and No 2, in OC minor. 

There remained, accordingly, for the third 
and concluding recital, Opus 30, No. 3, in G 
major; Opus 47, in A major, and — 96,in G 
major. he second of these, the famous 
“ Kreutzer,” the favorite of concert players 
and music lovers, and whieh glows with pas- 
sionate life and luxurious sensuousness, made 
its accustomed impression, not less because of 
ite inherent irresistibleness than the superlative 
excellence of its performance. All the num- 
bers met with enthusiastic and well-merited 
recognition.

A Memorial of George William Curtis. 
From Harper's Weekly. 

The regard in which the memory of Mr. Curtis 
is held by the people of Staten Island, among 
whom he lived and moved, is amply testitied 
to in a substantial manner. The people who 


knew Mr. Curtis willever remember him as a 
type of both man and scholar, and though to the 
younger generation he ~y:! be but a dim mem- 
ory of the past, yet the thought of him will be 
associated with the school days of many coming 
men and women. A public sehool in West New- 
Brighton is now known as the Curtis School, 
oat another institute of learning is to erect a 
charming memorial to him. 

The Staten Island Academy, founded in 1884, 
and attended by the boys and girls from all 
parte of the island, was ever an object of inter- 
est and sympathy with Mr. Curtis from the time 
of itsinception. Outgrowing its present and 
original quarters at Stapleton, a new buildin 
has been made necessary, and in connection wit 
this will be the Curtis Memorial Hail. The acad- 
emy Will be situated at New-Brighton, the central 

oint along the cast and north shores of the 

sland. The building is to be fashioned after the 
Tudor style, the schoolrooms occupying the 
central main portion, which is to be flanked on 
either side by projecting wings. 

The west wing constitutes a great lyceum, and 
this ia to be known as the Curtis Memorial. It 
is connected with the school, butcan be shut 
off and put to ny treed use, having two outside 
entrances. The interior will contain the neces- 
sary dressing or reception rooms, and about the 
hall a baleony is to be built. A large gymnasi- 
um and cloak and recreation rooms for boys 
will be in the basement. 

The opposite wing to the Curtis Hall is to be 
used for the Arthur Winter Memorial Library, 
founded in 1886 by Mr. William Winter, the 
poet and scholar, and his wife in memory of 
their son. Mr. Winter is the President of the 
Board of Trustees of the academy, and his asso- 
ciation for many years with Mr. Curtis makes 
these memorials of love peculiarly appropriate.

NEW-BNGLAND’S TRANSFORMATION 


PROF. HYDE AND EDWARD ATKINSON 


DISCUSS THE SUBJECT. 


The Nineteenth Century Club met last even- 
ing in the white-and-gold ballroom at Sherry’s 
to listen to a disoussion on tho “‘ Bignificance of 
the New-England Transformation,”’ in two pa 
pers read by President William De Witt Hyde 
of the New-England Institute and Edward At- 
kinson of Massachusetts, the famous economist. 

Mr. Horace E, Deming, the President of the 
club, introduced Prof. Hyde and the subject 
matter under disoussion. Mr. Hyde’s view of 
the transformation of New-England was nota 
cheerful one. He insisted that it had deteriv- 
rated, and thatit was not the New-England of 
the Puritans modernized, but a land of foreign- 
ers, where tlie descendants of the English set- 
tlers were in the minority, and the country fast 
losing its wholesome characteristics. 

“The farmer,” said Prof. Hyde, “leaves his 
plow, the small merchant his store, and their 
ambitions lead them into polities, into specula- 
tion. The factory girl strives for something 
that she thinks will improve her social 
position and becomes a typewriter. The places 


on the farm, in the country store, and in the 
factory are being rapidly filled with foreigners. 
The Irish, Germans, French Canadians, and 
even Italians and Jews are being identified 
with New-England, while the old-time Yankee 
is becoming a type of the past. 

“In 1640 New-England was more English 
than England. Pe 1800, 0 per cent. of the pop- 
ulation were of English descent, now there are 
only 40 per cent.” 

The cause of this degeneracy to Prof. Hyde, 
was the want of religion. Although Prof. 
Hyde did not exactly say it, he attributed the 
present transformation to the agnostic prinei- 
ples which seem to have gained such an as 
cendency over the New-England mind He 
suggested aremedy in a more perfect union 
with religion. The remedy will be, to use his 
words, in “a new Puritanism based on the 
teachings of the old.” 

Mr. Atkinson took almost the oppo site view. 
He admitted a great change over New-England, 
but he thought it was one decidedly for the 
better. He welcomed the foreign element into 
the country. They were industrious, econom- 
ical, and in time assimilated with the 
native population and made excellent citizens. 
The New-England public schools have been 
divested of much that was extraneous, and 
were model institutions. Manual training was 
introduced in them, and mechanics, workmen, 
> agra were being graduated by the hun- 

reds, 

My. Atkinson-attributed much of this to what 
he called progressive religion—a faith not of 
forms, of prayer meetings, or experience 
gatherings, but a religion in which men wor- 
shipped their God without so much exterior 
piety. Indeed, Mr. Atkinson said, the highest 
type of religion frequently dwelt in men who 
made no pretense, but who practiced the great 
broad gospel of humanity. 

He referred to Boston as an Irish city whieh 
had just built a large publio library and a 
magnificent home for art. Mr. Atkinson wanted 
less of selfishness, less of narrowness, and 
more of broad mindedness, These qualities, 
which were developing rapidly in New- 
England, were doing away with that 
old Puritanical spirit which was a menace to 
all progress. He concluded by showing that 
New-England was progressing, and prouressing 
rapidiy, through the very means which Prof. 
Hyde seemed so deeply to deplore. . 

Prof. Hyde replied in a short address defend- 
ing Andover Seminary, which, he said, was send- 
ing young men out to New-kEngland towns to 
atir up religion in the hearts of the people by 
forming clubs, establishing reading rooms, and 
trying other means to induce men and women, 
particularly young people, to come back into 
the fold by trying to interest and amuse them.

UNIVERSITY SETTLEMENT. 


WORK PLANNBD BY THE NEW-YORK 
SOCIETY OUTLINED BY DR. COIT. 


The University Settlement Society held ita 
annual meeting last night at the Buok- 
ingham Hotel, Fiftieth Street and Fifth 
Avonue. Mr. Henry Holt presided. 
The chief feature of the evening was an address 
by Dr. Stanton Coit, the founder of the move- 
ment out of which the present society has 
grown. 

Dr. Coit became interested in the work while 
studying in London, and lived for a time at 
Toynbee Hall, the greatest “ university settle- 
ment” inthe world. When he returned to New- 
York he established the first “ university 
settlement” in this country under the 
name of the Neighborhood Guild. He was 


soon after called to England to accept the 
ee m of lecturer to the South Place Ethical 

ociety in London, but the work here had 
been 60 well atarted that it moved right along 
untilit reached its present proportions. The 
Neighborhood Guild gave place to the Univer- 
sity Bettlement Society, and its affairs were un- 
dertaken by such men as are now on its list of 
officers. 

But the work has only been begun, and that 
it might be pushed in earnest the society re- 
cently induced Dr. Coit to come back here from 
London aia take charge. 

At the meeting last night Dr. Coit outlinea his 
plansforthe future. It isthe intention of the so- 
ciety to put upa model building for ita purposes 
somewhere in the tenement district, though at 
present the means are not immediately at hand 
for the purpose. But to push the enterprise 
properly Dr. Coit said such a building should be 

ut up. 

7 In the meantime, however, he proposes to go 
ahead with the means at his disposal. He said 
he would agitate for the erection of public baths, 
either at the expense of the municipality or of 
private charity, as the members of the society 
might determine. He would also bring about 
the establishment of eo-operative stores, the 
erection of ‘‘ wash houses,’ where the women of 
the tenements could do their washing Instead 
of doing if in their narrow, crowded quarters as 
at present. 

en he intended to found as many “thrift 
societies ” as possible, so thatthe people could 
invest their savings at the rate of 10 or 
15 ecents & wee in such a& manner 
that they would be enabled to draw 4 
relief fund of $5 or $6 a week in case 
they should fall sick. In other _ ways, 
also, the docter said he intended to carry the 
work forward, and he meant to appeal for vol- 
unteers to help him, 

Previous to Dr. Coit’s address the routine 
business of the society was disposed of. Mr. A. 
C. Bernheim, the Treasurer, reported that the 
following ten persons had bound themselves to 
secure $300 each for the enterprise during the 
coming year: Seth Low, Henry Holt, Mra, 
Henry Villard, Samuel Untermyer, A. T. Enos 
J. @ Apgar Frank J. Goodnow, A. O. Bern- 
heim, R. bowser, and Spencer Trask. The 
estimated revenue for the year, including the 
$3,000 promised by the ten people méntioned, 
Mr. Bernheim said, was $4,790; the estimated 
expenses were $5,600, leaving a deficiency of 
$900 to be met by private donations. 

Five members of the Council were elected to 
fill terms expiring this year. Joseph B. Gilder, 
Alanson T. Enos, Join B. Pine, and P. J. Mo- 
seuthal were chosen to succeed themselves, and 
Hamilton Mabie was elected in place of Mra. 
Henry Villard, who declined to serve any 
longer.

SUSPENDED FROM THE PRESBYT 


MINISTRY UNTIL HE RECANTS. 


Presbytery, by a vote of 31 to 27 as unofficially 
reported, has silenced one of its brightest achol- 
ars until such time as he shall agree to renounce 
his views upon inspiration and cease to teach 
them. 

It was late in the afternoon when the debate 
on the degree of punishment was ended. The 
majority of the committee favored a rebuke, but 
by the vote already given the decision was in 
favor of his suspension from the ministry. 

To-morrow morning the Presbytery will meet 
for the purpose of approving the record and of 
passing sentence upon its convicted member. 


The form of the sentence to be pronounced 
+ the Rev. Dr. Henry P. Smith is as fol- 
ows: 

“ Dr. Smith is suspended from the ministry of the 
Presbyterian Church until such time as he shall 
make manifest to the satisfaction of the Presbytery 
his renunciation of the errors he has been found te 
hold and his solemn purpose no longer to teach or 
propagate them.” 

The acquittal on the first charge and the close- 
ness of the vote on the other eharges and on 
the sentence are taken as good reasons why 
Prof. Smith should appeal { the Ohio Synod 
and to the General Assembly, but on the other 
hand itis said the known views of the Synod 
are such that an appeal would be vain, except 
as a step toward reaching the General Assem- 


bly. 

There is deep feeling in the Presbyterian Church 
over the result of this trial Many see init the 
opening wedge for a divided Church. One mem- 
ber of the Presbytery said after the sentence 
had been agreed upon: 

“TI cannot foretell the end.of this matter. The 
good Lord did not see fit to endow us with the 
power to reach belief without the use of our 
reason, and I cannot see how the yote ofa 
Presbytery can settle questions for us that we 
must decide by reason.” 

Prof. Smith said to-night {at he did not in. 
tend to let the matter rest. He will appeal the 
case to the Synod which meets next Septem- 
ber. Meantime he will continue in his chair at 
Lane Seminary. 





JAPAN'S POLITICAL CONDITION.

DIFFICULTY OF CONSTRUCTING AN EFFI- 
CIENT JAPANESE NAVY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec, 13.—The steamship 
Peru arrived to-day from China and Japan. 
The present state of political parties in Japan 
is said to be one of great seriousness, At Kag- 
oshima last month several collisions oocurred 
between members of different parties, in which 
@ number of men were seriously wounded. 

Count Itagaki, leader of the Jiyute party, has 
published an article treating of the extension of 
the Japan Navy. He holds that Japan must? 
abolish her present form of limited defense of 
the country as a whole. 

To construct fortifications at various points 
of the coast, or maintain several naval head- 


quarters, he considers is incompatible with the 
general geographical construction of the coun- 
try. He estimates that to construct men-of- 
war to the extent of 100,000 tons would cost 
$00,000,000 and the period of completion would 
be ten years. 

Were these vessels ordered from abroad about 
$5,000,000 would flow out of the country each 
year, but, as the industries of the country in- 
crease in volume every year, Count Itagaki 
takes the view that the balance between ex- 
ports and imports would not be upset. 

Fire on Nov. 16 destroyed 600 houses at Tokio.

INDIANAPOLIS, Deo. 13,—Preparations are 
being made for the National Encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. The following 
officers have been elected: Eli Tilly, Chairman; 
D. P. Train, Vice Chairman; William Fortune, 
Executive Director; Allen Hendricks, Secre- 
tary; Albert Gall, Treasurer. 

The Executive Board is composed of the 
Chairmen of the thirty-two committees and 
thirty other prominent citizens. There are 


ouew 3,000 members of the different commit 
ces. 

The occasion will also witness the dedication 
of the Soldiers and Sailors’ Monument, one of 
the grandest structures of its kind. The indioca- 
tions are that the attendance wil! be the largest 
ever known, and preparations will be made to 
care for upward of 350,000 people. 

Among the features outlined are sham naval 
battles between the Monitor and Merrimac, an 
exact model of the Kearsarge, a night of war 
pageantry,and electric and natural gas displays, 
a night of fireworks, and an Indiana day, when 
all the soldiers from this State will maroh in 
review with their old commanders and assem- 
ble about the new monument, besides the usual 
entertainments and receptions, and a grand re- 
view and parade of the Grand Army.

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CINCINNATI, Ohio, Deo. 13.—The Cincinnati ; 
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BILLS FINALLY PASSED TO COR- 
RECT A GREAT WRONG, 


ONLY THE PRESIDENT’S SIGNATURE NOW 
NEEDED TO TAKE BOTH MATTERS 
TO THE COURT OF OLAIMS—THE 
POSITION OF THE SECRETARY OF 
STATE. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 13.—Two bills, nearly iden- 
tical in language, the one relating to the famous 
La Abra Company claim and the other to the 
claim of Abraham Weil, were to-day passed by 
the House. Both bilis had been passed at the 
last session of the Senate. 

The history of these cases runs back to 1868, 
when, by a treaty with Mexico, the United 
States secured awards from Mexico aggregating 
about $4,000,000. In the case of La Abra BSil- 
ver Mining Company $683,041 was awarded for 
alleged damages inflicted by the closing of a 
silver mine. In the Weil case there was an 
award of $187,819 for cotton, the property of 
Abraham Weil, seized by Mexican troops 
between Laredo and Piedra Negras. In 1877 it 
became apparent to the United States Govern- 
ment that these claims were suspicious, and 
evidence of fraud was submitted in both cases. 
Before the payments were suspended, however, 
$240,683 had been paid to La Abra claimants 
and $171,889 to the claimants in the name of 
Abraham Weil. 

The industry of the Jobbyists of the claimants 
has been so great that Congress has been de- 
tained from advancing the bills which have just 
passed. In the measures adopted, and which 
need only the signature of tho President, pro- 
vision is made for reference of the cases to the 
Court of Claims If that court finds that the 
awards were procured by frand and perjury, 
and were an imposition upon the United States, 
the portions of the awards not distributed are 
to be returned to Mexico. If, on the other hand, 
it is found that there was no fraud, the awards 
are to be distributed among those entitled to 
them. Provision is made for an appeal by 
etther side to the Supreme Court of the United 
Btates. 

The odd fact in thie matter, it has been sug- 
gested, is that before the cases are disposed of 
it is not impossible that the Secretary of State, 
who has been a prosecutor of,claims against the 
Government, may turn up in the Court of 
Claims as the bounsel of the Mexican Govern- 
ment in ite attempt to prevent the payment of 
these scoundrelly awards. That will not be an 
unworthy occupation, but it may not strike 
everybody as exactly a cood example. Mexico 
is taking no part in the matter, the question not 
being one between the two countries. It is 
merely a decent domestic effort to correct an 
imposition upon the United States by some of 
its own greedy and crafty citizens. 

———- 
A QUESTION OF PROPRIPFTY. 

Persons about the House of Representatives 
who are always looking for rows encouragod 
the belief for a few days that there was to bea 
very unpleasant quarrel between Messrs. W1Il- 
son (Dem., W. Va.,) and Dockery (Dem., Mo.,) 
because the first had introduced for reference 
to the Ways and Means Committee, and the 
second for reference to the Committee on Ap- 
propriations, a resolution for an inquiry into 
and report upon the condition of the Treasury 
and its probably needs. 

This resolution went to the Committee on 
Rules, and then the disturbing reports were 
circulated. The Committee on Rules has done 
— what might have been expected. [ts mem- 

ers have authorized the Ways and Means 
Committee to make the inguiry and to report to 
the House. The Ways and Means Committee is 
the revenue-raising committee. There was all 
propriety in asking that committee to make tie 
inquiry, as upon the information that it obtains 
must be based the recommendations for the 
raising of the revenue that the Committee on 
Appropriations will then be at liberty to au- 
thorize the expenditure of. 

Mr. Dockery would have entered into the in- 
quiry with a great deal of energy, and his re- 
port would have enabled the Appropriations 
Committee to act with greater certainty and 
less delay ifitocoulid know how much money it 
would have to spend before undertaking to say 
how mucnd or little may be expended. To at- 
tribute to him any serious annoyance about the 
decision of the Rules Committee would be to as- 
sume thathis long experience and knowledge 
of the business of Congress had amounted to 
nothing in the way of preparing him for a log- 
ical verdict.

FRAUDULENT PENSION PAYMENTS. 

The necessity for some law by which the Gov- 
ernment will be able to recover money fraud- 
ulently obtained on first pension payment 
formed the topio of diseussion in the House 
Committee on Invalid Pensions to-day. 

The reports of the various Commissioners of 
Pensions show that large amounts are obtained 
yearly in this way, and Commissioner Black 
estimated the loss on account of fraudulent, 


illegal, or excessive payments.of pension money 
@t $1,000,000 a year. 

Secretary Noble, it is said, favors some plan 
by which a portion of the pension can be heid 
by the Government, 60 as to reimburse it in case 
the pension is found to be fraudulent or illegal. 

The committee seems to take this view of the 
matter and inclines to favor a billnow before it, 
which provides that the Secretary of the In- 
terior be authorized and directed to treat, in 
his discretion, all improper, illegal, or excessive 
payments of pension money to pensioners, 
whether caused by fraud or misrepresentation 
on the part of pensioners, or by mistake either 
of fact or of law on the part of any ofticer of the 
Bureau of Pensions, as prepayments that shall 
be charged, in any case, against the current 
pension, and the same shall be done with a view 
to reimbursement of the Government and to 
either the readjustment or the equalization of 
current pensien payments.

MILITARY CAMP AT CHICAGO, 

Senator Mitchell (Rep., Oregon,) to-day intro- 
duced a bill in the Senate to establish a tem- 
porary camp for military instruction of the 
army and volunteer forces at Chicago during 


next August. 

The bill authorizes the President to accept as 
volunteers in the United States service for in- 
struction not exceeding 50,000 men for fifteen 
days. All of such volunteers must be offered 
as organizations of the regular commissioned 
and enlisted men of the State. The President 
is further authorized to notify the Governors of 
States and request them.to inform him before 
May 1 of the number of organizations and mep 
that will volunteer for service, and if the num- 
ber exceed 50,000 be shall apportion the num- 
ber to be accepted as he may deem proper. 

The secretary of War shall make the neces- 
gary provision for establishing the camp, and 
shall detail an army officer to have charge of it. 
The method of mustering in, transporting, and 
pquipping the troops shall assimilate as ¢ osely 
pe posasibie to those used in cases where Stato 
troops are called into actual service. The bill 
appropriates $1,500,000 for the camp. 


THE SENATE’S DISCUSSIONS. 

The joint resolution for the appointment of a 
commission to make an agreement with the five 
civilized Indian tribes for allotments of their 
lande in severalty and for opening the Indian 
Yerritory to settlement was discussed in the 
Senate to-day during the morning hour, and 
then went over without action till to-morrow. 


Its reference to the Committee on Indian 
Affairs was advocated by Mr. Jones (Dem., 
Ark.,) and Mr. Platt (Rep., Conn.,) the latter 
Senator taking a rather advanced position in 
favor of putting an end to the existing anomal- 
ous condition of things in the Indian Territory 
by the establishment of a regular Territorial 
Government there.

Flower as a reward for his workin aid of the 
schemes of David B. Hill.

Whereas, The term of office of said Isaac H. May- 
nard expires on the 3lst of December, 1892, and it 
is understood that said Isaac H, Maynard is a can-

Resolved, That, notwithstanding the failure of the 
Legislature to remove the said Maynard, the reasons

This will 
give the members of the association who sup- 
port Judge Maynard an opportunity to be 
heard should they so desire.

An adverse decision of the Pennsylvania 
court would not dispose of the Massachusetts 
case absolutely, although a decision by that 
court would have great weight, being a con- 
struction of a Pennsylvania will.

He said that the union of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons with 
Columbia was a great thing for both institu- 
tions. The first-named institution not only 
brought to Columbia property worth nearly 
$1,750,000, but it brought the prestige of an 
excellent medical school and the fellowship of 
& very influential clientage. 

Before the consolidation, said President Low, 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons was 
hampered by the necessity of being self-sup- 
porting. Now the medical department of Co- 
lumbia College was as independent of the fees 
of the students as any other department of the 
college. It was the aim of Columbia to give the 
best education possible in all branches. whether 
itpaid ornot. While the Trustees and Faculty of 
Columbia have been planning for a new home 


they have not neglected the educational depart- 
ments. 

“It is unusual for a college President to re- 
ort an unexpected gift of money to his col- 
ege,” said Mr. Low,” “and I therefore am 

going to do something unusual. I received yes- 
terday $10,000 to be applied to our library. 
One-half is to be expended for books on biology, 
and the other half for books on history.” Presi- 
dent Low refrained from mentioning the donor's 
name. 

Other addresses were delivered by Prof. J. H. 
Van Amringe, Austen G. Fox, whospoke for Har- 
vard; Mr. MacGrane Coxe, who spoke for Yale, 
and William B. Hornblower, who spoke for 
Princeton. 

Mr. Coxe said ip his address: “ When Elijah’s 
mantle fell upon Elisha, I have no doubt that as 
he wrapped its folds about him he heard sound- 
ing in his ears the whispered comments of his 
fellow-men: ‘Great Scott, what a bad fit!’ 
That was my feeling when, this afternoon, I 
was informed that our famous after-dinner cen- 
tre rush, Dr. Chauncey M. Depew, who had in- 
tended and hoped to be present to respond to 
this toast, finding his rang blocked, had 
suddenly passed the ball to me. ‘This, I might 
parenthetically say, is the only ‘pass’I ever 
received from Dr. Depew. 

“T took it more because [ liked its looks than 
because I knew what to do with it,and now, 
finding thatitis too late either to dodge or to kick, 
I am compelled to run with it until [ am, as the 
phrase goes, ‘downed.’ [t is somewhat reas- 
suring to feel thatin this presence, wherever I 
may fall I will fall in pleasant places, far pleas- 
anter than either the ‘Sands of Princeton’ or 
the chilly waters of the Charles, where in recent 
years the wild thyme and the slow time have 
seemed to tind a home. 

“JT am sorry that Mr. Depew could not have 
spoken to you to-night. Some of you, perhaps, 
have not heard of him, and some again, per- 
haps, have only heard his voice shrieking like a 
lost spirit through the tunnel which runs past 
your doors. I am sorry that, while he has daily 
shaken you to your foundations with that 
branch of his eloquence, he should not have 
been able now to move your souls with the har- 
monies of his softer tones. 

* Notthat the former has not moved you. 
Indeed, I understand that you are moved even 
to the extent ef changing the seat of your uni- 
versity; put my regret is that you should not 
have the greeting of Yale extended to Columbia 
in oratory worthy of the theme. 

“It is nota hollow greeting that we give you, 
such as we have, most of us, seen in the little 
notes we now and then receive, which begin, 
‘The People of the State of New-York to —-. 
Greeting,’ and then proceed to insist on your 
performing all sorts of disagreeable duties, but 
a greeting hearty, sincere, fraternal. 

“Though we claim another Alma Mater, and 
though, in allegiance to our own we yield to 
none, yet with all of us the name ‘Columbia’ 
touches that higher chord of pride which we, as 
eitizens of this State and of our common coun- 
try, feel in the dignity, the resources, and the 
splendid honors of the university that bears the 
pname—pride in her as a great national institu- 
tion, always in the front rank in the march of 
education; pride in her as the university of our 
own State, and pride in the record of her sons 
in all departments of learning and of civic 
duty.” 

Mr. Coxe then alluded briefly to some of the 
achievements of Columbia, and closed by a few 
touches of local interest in the college world.

BIR JOHN BERNARD BORKE. 

Sir John Bernard Burke, Ulster King of Arms, 
Registrar, and Knight Attendant on the Most 
Illustrious Order of 8t. Patrick, died yesterday 
at his residence, Tullamore House, in Dublin. 
He was the author of ‘“‘ Burke’s Peerage,” the 
genealogical and heraldic dictionary of the 


peerage and baronetage of Great Britain and 
ireland, and of other works on similar subjects. 

Sir Bernard Burke was born in London in 
1815. He received his education at Caen, and 
was cailed to the bar at the Middle Temple in 
1839. In 1853 he was appointed Ulster King of 
Arms, Knight Attendant of the Order of 8St. 
Patrick, and was knighted the next year. The 
honorary degree of LL. D, was conferred on 
him by the University of Dublin in 1862. In 
1867 he was appointed Keeper of the State 
Papers of Ireland, and a year later was created 
a Companion of the Bath. In October, 1874, he 
succeeded Lord Chief Baron Pigott as a Gov- 
ernor of the National Galery of Ireland.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE UNION OF 
CONSERVATIVE ASSOCIATIONS IN 
SHEFFIBLD—IN FAVOR OF THE RE- 
TURN OF LABOR CANDIDATES TO 
PARLIAMENT. 


Lonpon, Deo. 13.—The Union of Conserva- 
tive Associations held its annual meeting in 
Sheffield to-day. The attendance of delegates 
from all parts of the kingdom was very large, 
over 1,000 representatives from the various 
associations being present. The first business 
proceeded with was the election of officers of 
the union for the ensuing year. The Earl of 
Scarborough was elected President. 

Mr. Charles Stuart-Wortley, member of the 
House of Commons for the Hallam Division of 
Sheffield, made the opening address. He de- 
clared that the whole Conservative Party would 
support the burden of rejecting the Liberal 
gerrymandering Electoral Reform bill and the 
Irish Home Rule bill, which latter measure, ho 
said, menaced the unity of the empire. 

The conference adopted a resolution declar- 
ing in favor of the return to Parliament of can- 
didates of the Labor Party. 

Mr. Howard Vincent, member of Parliament 
for the Central Division of Sheffield, moved 
that the conference reaffirm the resolutions 
adopted at the last conference, which declared 
in favor of the restriction of the arrival of 
pauper aliens, and of preferential fiscal ar- 
rangements between England and her colonies. 
Mr. Vineent, in speaking to his motion, com- 
plained that the Tory leaders ignored the voice 
of the conference. Mr. Charles Murdoch, who 
formerly represented Reading in the House of 
Commons, denounced the protectionism advo- 
cated by Mr. Vincent and moved the previous 
question. This led to a long and exceedingly 
animated debate. Col. Vincent’s motion was 
adopted by a large majurity. 

The Hon. Arthur J. Balfour addressed the 
conference at length, principally concerning the 
labor question and its relations to the State. 
He deprecated hasty legislation as regards 
factory regulation, old-age pensions for work- 
ingmen, &c. Hasty legisiation on intricate 
social questions was harmful in itself, and like- 
%, to lead to the opposite of the resuits desired. 
The advanced labor party was giving much at 
tention to the distribution of weaith, while 
utterly neglecting the production of wealth 
which was an incomparably more important 
subject. 

In the evening Mr. Balfour addressed a vast 
Mass meeting on the home-rule question. He 
criticised severely Mr. Moriey’s action in Irish 
aifairs, and denounced the mode of procedure 
adopted by the Evicted Tenunts’ Commission. 

Considerable interest is manifested as to the 
course the conference will pursue in regard to 
the question of protection. The general opinion 
in Liberal circles is that it wili dodge the issue 
by adopting resolutions protectionist in spirit 
but veiled inform. The adoption of an out-and- 
out protectionist plank in the party provramme 
would enable the Liberals to sweep the country 
at the next general election, and the Conserva- 
tives are well aware of the fact. It is, there- 
fore, thought that the conierence will pursue a 
middle course and declare in favor of reeiproc- 
ity principles.

TO BE 
‘*MISSING WORD” COMPETITION 
OF CERTAIN LONDON PAPERS. 


LONDON, Deo. 13.—For a considerable time past 
certain weekly papers in this city have been 
carrying on what are termed ‘‘ missing word” 
competitions. The modus operandi was to pub- 
lish ashort poem or a sentence with the last 
word missing. People were invited to supply 
the missing word, each guesser to forward a 
shilling with his or her guess, and then the pro- 
ceeds were divided among those who were fort- 
unate enough to select the proper word. 

These competitions soon assumed the form of 
@ craze, and 80 great was the demand for shil- 
lings that that coin began to disappear from the 
usual channels of trade. The opponents of 
gambling took the matter up, holding that the 
competitions were games of chance, while the 
newspaper proprictors held that they were 
games of skill, not chance. The question was 
taken into court through a summons for violat- 
ing the Gaming act issued against the proprie- 
tors of Pick-Me-Up, a journal that has devoted 
considerable space to the scheme. 

The case was heard by Sir John Budge in the 
Bow Street Police Court, and his decision, if 1t 


is upheld, will bring the oraze toanend. Sir 
John held thatthe use of the word “ competi- 
tions” in the invitations to take part in the 
games was an infringement of the Gaming act, 
and he, therefore, imposed a fine of ls. each 
upon the defendants. Notice of appeal was at 
once filed, and the decision of the higher court 
is awaited with considerable interest. It is the 
general opinion in legal circles that Sir John 
Budge's decision is good law.

LIEUT. SEGONZAC RETIRED. 


GAMBLING. 


THE 


HIS FAILURE TO ACCOUNT SATISFAOTO- 
RILY FOR A COMPANION’S DEATH. 


Paris, Dec. 13.—Lieut. Count Rene de Segon- 
zac has been placed on the retired list, in conse- 
quence of his failure to give a satisfactory 
account of the death of Lieut. Paul Quiquerez, 
his companion in an exploring expedition on 
the ivory coast. The results of the investiga- 
tion into Segonzao’s conduct are not yet known. 

The death of Lieut. Quiquerez took place on 
the ivory coast ope year ago last May. Imme- 
diately after his return from the expedition, 
fegonzac reported that the expedition was at- 
tacked on the San Pedro River by the Pains, 
that he himself was wounded and fainted; that 
on recovering consciousness he found Quiquerez 
delirious with fever, and that in a few hours he 
expired, his body being buried in the sand near 
the river, 130 miles from the coast. 

Subsequently it was learned that Mr. Will- 
iamson, an English merchant, exhumed the 
body and found that death had resulted from 
the ball of arevolver; also that natives heard 
the shot, that they were not allowed to ap- 
proach, but that they afterward saw the body. 

Segonzac then acknowledged that his account 
was untrue, the faot being that Quiquerez 6 ht 
himself in a fit of delirium tremens. He pleaded 
that he was anxious to spare the feelings of the 
family, but confessed that he ought not to 
have misied his superior officers. He explained 
the direction of the shot in the head, which was 
thought inconsistent with suicide, by Qui- 
querez’s right hand having been disabled by a 
wound, s0 that he fired with his left.

ELEVATED RAILROAD DIRECTORS. 





A COMMITTEE, WITH J. PIERPONT MOR- 
GAN. AT ITS BEAD, APPOINTED

WITH POWRR TO NEGOTIATE FOR 
“FURTHER FACILITIES AND EX- 
TENSIONS” OF THE SYSTEM. 


There wasafull meeting of the Directors of the 
Manhattan Railway yesterday and George J. Gould 
was elected President of the company without a 
dissenting vote. Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan made a 
little speech in which he referred to Mr. Jay Gould’s 
long identification with the elevated railroad system 
and Mr. George Gould's familiarity with the details 
of its mauagement. He regarded young Mr. Gould 
as perfectly competent to fill the office of President. 

A resolution was adopted authorizing the Presi- 
dent to appoint a commitiee of five, which, with the 
President as an ex-oflicio member, shall “take into 
consideration what further facilities and extensions 
are needed by this company to enablefit to operate 
its lines to the best advantage, as to extent and 
economy, and thus moet the obligations of this com- 
pany to the public in the fullest degree for a satis- 
factory rapid transit within the city limits.” 

The committee was also given power to confer and 
negotiate officially on behalf of the company with 
the Rapid-Transit Commissioners, the officers of the 
City, aad any other necessary authorities in relation 
to the desired extensivun of facilities. 

President Gould appointed the following commit- 
tee: J. Pierpont Morgan, Chairman; Kuesell Sage, 
Samuel Sloan, George Bliss, and RK. M. Gallaway. 
These gentiomen, as well as the other Directors of 
the committee, were uncommunicative when asked 
the meaniug of the comprehensive scope of the 
authority bestowed upon them. ‘They were not dis- 
posed to teil what “iturther facilities and exten- 
sions” were desired. 

Various propositions have been under considera- 
tion by the Directors lor some time, and engineers’ 
opinions have been snvmitted regarding some of 
them. There is uo deniai of the fact that a speedy 
increase of faciliiies fr carrying passengers is 
necessary. As a makeshift it is proposed to 
lengthen the present station platforms in order that 
trains of seven cars may be run. The present ele- 
vated structure has been pronounced sufiiciently 
strong to bear such trains safely. Itis probable 
that no time will be lost by the Manhattan Directors 
in petitioning for permission to Jay additional tracks 
and to acquire additional terminal facilities. itis 
not unlikely that the Battery Park loop scheme will 
bob up again. 

From the coldly calculating Wall Street point of 
view the young President of the Manhattan Kail- 
way has accomplished a very shrewd thing in getting 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan to take so prominenta part 
in the company’s affairs.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE CHANGES. 


HEARING BEFORE A COMMITTEE—SENA- 
TOR CULLOM’s AMENDMENT. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—An important meeting of 
the Senate Inter-State Commerce Committee will 
ve held to-morrow, when the subject of pooling’ will 
be discussed and representatives of leading railroads 
imterested will be heard. The results of the meet- 
ing are of importance to tie railroad companies who 
have tc meet competition in azy form. 

The representatives who have come here to be 
heard by the committee, or who will be here by to- 
morrow worning, are in favor of the repeal of the 
fifth section of the act to regulate commerce. This 
section has given the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missioners considerable trouble, aud isa source of 
dissatisfaction among railroad managers. The sec- 
tion prohibits the pooling of freights among com pet- 
tog or other lines. Llils, as outlued in the interview 
with a railroad man published in THE TIMEs’s dis- 
patches irom this city of sunday, does not serve any 
purpose except to retard business. Railroad men 
gay it does not benetit the public and interferes 
with a successiul management of freight lines. 

The genUlemen who wid appear to-morrow will 
urge an amendment of the fifth section 80 as to per- 
mit a system of pooling under the supervision of tle 
inter-State Commerce Commission. Some of the

Depew seemed to be of the opinion that 
the defects in the present inter-State commerce law 
would svon be remedied. 

Senator Cullom, by request, to-day proposed an 
amendment to the inter-State commerce law which 
is designed, in a measure, to meet the recent Coun- 
selman decisicn, The amendment proposes to permit 
tratiic contracts between railroad companies under 
certain restrictions, reserving the right to the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission, howéver, to cancel 
them if they produce unreasonabie rates or discrimi- 
nation; 1o make corporations subject to prosecution 
under the law; to do away with the imprisonment 
penalty, and to give witnesses immunity from the 
resuits of their testimony, and thus meet the effect 
of the Counseiman decision. 

The fuil text of the amendment is as follows: 


Amend Section 5 of the aotoft Feb. 4, 1837, so as 
to read as follows: 
Section 5. That it shall be lawful for any com- 


mon carrier subject to the provisions of this act to 
enter into contracts or ugrcements with other com- 
mon carriers, having for their object the eatablish- 


ment ani maintenance of just and reasonable rates 
and the prevention of unjust discrimination; such 
agreements may provile lor the apportionment of 


tratlic or of «arnings, and shall be enforceable be. 





tween the ariies therete. Copies of all such 
agreemonts shall be filed with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission at least ten days before 


the same become eflectual. The commission shall 
have power, after hearing the parties interested, to 
order the cancellation of any such agreement be- 
tween different and competing railroaa companies, 
the purpose or eflect of which shall be to establish 
transportation charges above rates which are rea- 
sonable and just, or to cause unjust discrimination 
between persons, localities, or different descriptions 
ot trafiic, or which shall be otherwise in contraven- 
tion of any of the provisions of this act. The fore- 
going provisions of this section shall not be con. 
atrued torelieve such common carriers from other 
provisions of this act, por to affect the jurisdiction 
or authority of (he commission or of the courts con- 
ferred by this act. 

Add to Section 10 of the same act tne following 
clause: Whenever any common carrier subject to 
the provisions of this act is a corporation, such cor- 
poration may be prosecuted as for & misdemeanor 
under any of the foregoing ce: of this section, 
and upon conviction shall be subject for euch 
offense to a fine of not exceeding $5,000. 

That 80 much of said section 10 as provides for 
punishment by imprisonment is hereby repealed, 
aud po person shali be excused from testifying in 
any criminal case er proceeding under this section 
under the ground or for the reason that his testi- 
mony might tend to criminate or implicate himse 
but such person shall not be prosecuted or subjected 
10 any penalty or forfeiture for or on accountof any 
transaction, matter, or thing concerning which he 
may thus testify; except that this provision shall 
not exempt such person from prosecution and pune 
ishment for perjury committed in testifying as alore- 
said.

There is Httle reason for wonder that the West- 
ern-Southern Trotting Circuit is popular with own- 
ers of trotters and pacers in the East and that that 
combination of owners of trotting tracks is rapidly 
getting allthe best horses for its races.

EFFICIENCY oF THE VESUVIUS. 
A TEST OF THE DYNAMITE CRUISER’S 


VALUE IN THE NAVY. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The so-called dyna- 
mite cruiser Vesuvius will be subjected to an- 
other trial with a view to showing the efficiency 
of her fixed pneumatic weapons. The trial will 
nottake place in Narragansett Bay, as was 
originally intended, but at Port Royal, 8. C. 

It was eighteen months ago that the unique 
guns of this ship were tested with empty shell 
near Fortress Monroe, and the fall benefit of a 
test was denied by the disabling of one of the 
Vbree guns and the use of mock projectiles in- 


stead of shell loaded with dynamite or gun cot- 
ton. The report of the board of officers left a 
doubt existing regarding the value of the sys- 
tem, while the Chief of Ordnance concluded 
from the results that it was highiy improbable 
that the guns were effectively ucourate, taking 
into consideration the effect of the movements 
of the gun platform or of a strong cross wind 
blowing. 

Commodore Folger makes no reference to 
the vessel in his latest report, but he has 
previously recommended that the Vesuvius 
be converted into a torpedo cruiser. To 
do this it would be necessary to remove 
the fixed guns and to place @ baseeer for 
fore-and-aft tire, supplementing the larger 
calibres of rapid-fire guns with a number of eix- 
pounders. As she is at present, she is looked 
upon asa weak and almost defenseless i 
partly owing to her indifferent steering quall- 
ties. It is tigured out that two torpedo boats of 
the Cushing type, armed with an automobile 
torpedo and with rapid-fire guns of smaller 
calibre, would bejmore than a match for her. 

The test at Port Koyal will decide the value 
of the ship and probably determino her place in 
the navy. Thereisa good deal of doubt sur- 
rounding the ability of the manipulator of the 
preumatic gun to hit a target while the ship 
and the target are at rest, and the possibility of 
striking anything when both target and ship 
are in motion is more remote. Another duty is 
the ascertainment whether the guns are able to 
fire high explosives. Some naval officers go 80 
far as to say these guns, with their uncertainty 
of operation, cannot be depended upon to dis- 
oharge anything more deadly than unfilled 
projectiles. The high explosive to be used at 
Port Royal will be guncotton. The results of 
the test will be awaited with more than ordi- 
nary interest in and out of the navy. 











TREATMENT OF THE INSANE. 





THE STATE BOARD MAKES RULES FOR 
THEIR SAFETY AND COMFORT. 


ALBANY, Deo. 13.—The State Commission in 
Lunacy has made an order defining the rules 
which must be observed by Superintendents of 
State hospitals, by all county, city, and town 
officials, and by relatives and friends when un- 
accompanied by a public officer, in the removal 
of insane patients to State hospitals and in 
their transfer from one State hospital to an- 
other. 

The orders are very stringent and are intended 
to protect the health and rights of these un- 
fortunate people. Patients must not, under 


any circumstances, be taken from their resi- 
dences to a poorhouse for the purpose of exam- 
ination as to their sanity, but such examination 
must be made at the patient’s residence. The 
provisions of the statute which require that a 
woman shall accompany women patients to 
State hospitals must ve strictly complied with. 

Another Important provision of the order ia 
that, if it becomes necessary to remain over 
night orforanumberof hours at a station on 
the route, patients must not be taken toa jail 
or police station. 

The commission is now engaged in the work 
of securing the names of ali patients sent to 
State hospitals upon the order of a County Judge 
or Superintendent of the Poor, whose mainte- 
nance is paid for in full or in part by relatives. 

The commission has also issued an order 
which is of much interest to the medical profes- 
sion, providing for clinical teaching regarding 
insanity in the State hoaepitals for the insane. 
The commission thinks that citizens of all classes 
could not fail to derive benefit from the diffu- 
sion ofa more practical knowledge of the sub- 
ject among the members of the medical profes- 
sion, and in the erder issued to-day says: 

‘As there are large numbers of patients in the 
public hospitals for the insane who would offer no 
objection to the giving of clinical instruction to 
students of medicine in their presence, the commis- 
sion would earnestly recommend that the Boards of 
Managers of the several State hospitals attord to 
medical colleges situated in their vicinity, as well as 
to practicing physicians who may desire to avail 
themselves of the privilege, such facilities for the 
Clinical study of mental diseases as in the judgment 
of the medical Superintendent may be deemed wise 
and proper.”

Florist Lescano Decamps. 

HEMPSTEAD, L. L, Dec. 13.—A number of 
Hempstead business firms havea large money 
deficit caused by the sudden disappearance 
yesterday of Florist C. G. Lescano. 

Lescano started as a flower grower in Hemp- 
stead two years ago with August Pflug as a 
partner. Pflug is out $850 by his partner's 
tight. The town is flooded with cheoks drawn 
on the Hempstead Bank, where Lescane had 
no balance, and at least ten firms are known 
to be the sufferers by having cashed the 
ohecks, aggregating $2,000. Jacob Sidenburg 
who held a chattel mortgage on the bulbs an 
plants in Lescano’s establishment, finds they 
are nearly all sold. Lescano is reported to 
have gone to the Weat Indies, where he has 
relatives. 





Glassblowers on Strike, 
BRIDGETON, N. J., Deo. 13.—There is a strik 
in seventeen of the .shops of the Cumberland 
Glass Works. The blowers went out this morn- 
ing because they want the manufacturers to 


turn the works into the union. There is no 
claim for an increase of pay. The men are ap- 
parently satistied with their pay, but they want 
the shops to become union shops. About 10U 
nen and boys went out this morning. The 
factories are running as usual, as all of the wen 
have not joined the union, and enough remain 
to run the works. The firm asserts that it will 
never become a union concern, being opposed 
to the union.

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MAY GET SOME OF THE FORTUNE. 
a ed 


MR. GOULD MAY HAVE FAVORED THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NEW-YORK,. 


There seems to be little doubt now that the 
late Jay Gould had in mind at one time some 
plan of a public bequest, and that as a 
result one educational institution will profit 
oy itto some extent. Those in a position to 
speak with authority on the subject are inclined 
to be reticent in regard to the matter. Mr. 
Russell Sage alone vouchsafes anything that 
borders on definiteneas. According to Mr. Sage, 
the University of New-York is likely to be bene- 
ited materially. 

According to a story industriously circulated 
yesterday, Jay Gould not long before his death 
wrote a letter, said to be the longest autograph 
letter he ever penned. In it he is said to have 
expressed his sympathy with the efforts of 
struggling youths who aspire toa college edu- 
pation. The story goes further, and has it that 
In the letter Mr. Gould suggested $1,000,000 as 


probably the proper amount that would be 
heeded to endow a preparatory institution, sueh 
as he had in mind, with the object in view of 
pitting young men for college. So far as could 

© learned, there seems to have been no better 
reason for men y the figure at $1,000,000 than 
that Mr. Gould was known to deal in millions, 
using that asa convenient round number as a 
basis of calculation. it was said, however, that 
the proposed benefaction was designed for the 
University of New-Yor¢. 

When Mr, Russell Sage was questioned in re- 
gard to the matter, he said: ** Now, I think this 
newspaper talk is unfortunate. It may defeat 
the very object Mr. Gould had in mind. But 
then I don’t know anything aboutit. I never 
faw the letter referred to. But I know that 
Chancellor MacCracken had talked with a num- 
ber of men, Mr. Gould among them, about his 

laps for the university. I know that be and 

r. Gould were very friendly, and that Mr. 
Gould was interested in his plans, and I have 
no doubt that the university will get some- 
thing.”’ 

When he was asked whether $1,000,000 was 
the probable figure that would go to the inati- 
tution, he said: “Oh, that is mere exaggera- 
tion. All that is conjecture. But I cannot go 
into this matter. I don’t think it wise to discuss 
it. itis premature—all this talk.” 

Chancellor MacCracken said: “I can’t dis- 
cuss the subject. I will say, however, that I 
have no letter in my possession written by Jay 
Gould in which any such sum as $1,000,000 is 
wentioned. But then I don’t care to disouss 
the subject, at least not at present.” 

Judge John F. Dillon was equally guarded. 
“ji don’t know anything about it. I never 
heard of this letter before to-day, All I have to 
say about the entire matter is that 1 have noth- 
ing to say.”’ 

George Gould and Edwin Gould refused to be 
seen. it was said that, while the plan is not 
mentioned in the will and no provision is made 
for ite carrying out, the matter was left with 
George Gould. But this, like all other reported 
details of the plan, seems to be a matter of 
conjecture. All that is admitted by those whose 
admissions are of any value is that Mr. Gould 
had some intention of bequeathing some part 
of his vast ebtate for the benefit of the Univer- 
sity of New-York, and that his wishes, what- 
ever they were, will be carried out,

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PROF. BRIGGS OPENS FIRE 
QE ANSWERS IN HIS OWN DEFENSE 
BEFORE THE PRESBYTERY. 





JEJECTIONS TO ARGUMENTS OF THE 
PROSECUTION NOT PERTINENT TO 
THE CHARGES—WHEREIN HE PRO- 
POSES TO SHOW THAT HIS DOC-- 
TRINES ARE SOUND AND ORTHODOX. 


During the past half dozen sessions of the 
Briggs heresy trial, before the New-York Pres- 
bytery, in the old Scotch Presbyterian Chureh, 
Fourteenth Street, near Sixth Avenue, while 
the members of the Prosecuting Committee 
have been making what seemed jto the untu- 
tored lay mind to be incontrovertible argu- 
ments against the distinguished theologian who 
occupies the Chair of Biblical Theology in 
Union Seminary, Prof. Charles Augustus Briggs, 
has listewed attentively, but with a smile indi- 
coating amused contempt to his arraignment. @ 

Yesterday afternoon, when the Presbytery re- 
convened, it was to hear as much of Prof. Brigge’s 
reply as he could make in three hours. He put 
in enough of the answer in that time to prove 
the claim of his friends that he hasamind as 
keen in dissection as a surgeon’s knife, a eonfi- 
dence in himself and his teachings that has not 
been shaken in spite of the severe test to which 
they have been put, anda sarcasm that never 
descends to invective. 

While he argued there was a smile on the 
faces of the Prosecuting Committee, but it was 
nota smile of amused contempt, as was that 
which Prof. Briggs’s countenance had worn dur- 
ing the days when the committee was doing the 
talking. It was rather one of those fixed smiles 
that almost became a frown whenever a par- 


ticularly sharp thrust directed at the comwmit- 
tee by the accused met with a responsive, sup- 
pressed laugh from the VPresbyters and the 
crowd of men and women in the valleries. 

prof. Briggs bas followed a wise course in the 
preparation of his defense. Nearly everybody 
supposed that Col. J. J. McCook of the Prose- 
curing Conmaittee had hit the nail squarely on 
the head when he had argued thatit made no 
ditterence whether the opinions of Prof. Briggs, 
on which he is being tried, were logical or true, 
but thathe must be convicted of heresy be- 
cause those Views were contrary to the stand- 
ards of the Presbyterian Church. New, how- 
ever, Prof. Briggs does not deny that conclu- 
sion, but he nullities its force by denying the 
premises on which it is based. In other words, 
he says that the Prosecuting Committee does 
not know what the standards of the Presby- 
terian Church are. Nor does he mince his words 
in assesting this: In that portion of his answer 
that he put in yesterday he said in part: 

‘I stand before a court of the Churoh where 
the saine general principles of jurispradence 
govern the procedure as those which are fol- 
lowed in the civil courts, but where there are 
circumstances and usages which make the ad- 
ministration of justice eomplex and difficult. 
You are accustomed to sit as a deliberative 
body and as an executive body. You are ac- 
customed to sit as a judicial body. It will be 
necessary for you to iree your minda of every 
feeling of party, every prejudice of opinion, 
every anxiety as to supposed perils to the 
Church, any and every thing that might infiu- 
ence your decision apart from the merits of the 
caee; and you should concentrate your atten- 
tion upon the charges which have been offered 
Yor probation, the evidence that has been ad- 
duced by the prosecution and the defense, the 
arguments which are made to prove and dis- 

rove the charges, and the rulings of the court 

teelf, and make your verdict on these grounds 
aud on these alone. 

“The theory of Presbyterianism is that you 
are now sitting as acourt of Jesus Christ, that 
eur King Messiah is present with us by His 
Bpirit, to guide you in your decisions. Let me 
beg you to open your minds and your hearts to 
His gracious influence, and so make an equi- 
table decision which will voice your conscien- 
tious convictions, and will show to the world 
that the Presbyterian theory is no mere illusion 
and delusion, but an expression of the expe- 
rience of the Churcb in reality andinfact. The 
defendant would welcome the voice of Jesus 
Christ even if it should condemn him and bum- 
ble him to the dust—for the Master's decision 
could be no other than a heavenly discipline. 

“Let me firet call your attention to the argu- 
ment of the prosecution, and remove from the 
case a wass of irrelevant material which has 
been introduced into it. We shall then be pre- 
pared to consider the real case. Dr. Birch gave 
youan opening address of more than three 
hours’ duration. I listened attentively to it and 
saw that the speaker was honest, sincere, and 
fervent, and that he was laboring under the im- 

ression that he was doing God service. I 

ave read it and found astonishing exegesis, 
unintelligent reading of lexicons, an amusing 
resort to heathen oracles, unlimited assertions 
of dangerous errors in the writings of Prof. 
Briggs, but I cannot find in it apy serious at- 
tempt to prove the charges. 

“Mr. McCook gave you an argument of more 
than two hours, which was forceful, plausible, 
and specious, but which for the most part 
soaredin the regions of abstract thought, far 
above and beyond what the prosecution, to use 
the language of an eminent member of the 
court, ‘were putup todo.’ I Jistened to the ar- 
gument with the closest attention. Its subtie 
analyses of hypothetical premises, its simple- 
minded substitution of interences from the ian- 
guage of the defendant for that language itself, 
its delicate balancing upon imaginary lines 
stretched from speculative piers, the cool as- 
sumption of its logic, and the condensed heat 
of its rhetoric, all remind us of the inteilectual 
processes of a scholastic theologian rather than 
of s lawyer ora man of aftaira. This argument 
will receive the attention 1t deserved. 

“The prosecution, judging from their argu- 
ment, have made a very unfortunate mistake 
in the selection of the charges which they sub- 
mittedior probation. They tell us of far more 
serious charges than those contained in the six 
tharges they were directed to prove. The Pres- 
bytery will remember in the preamble to the 
original charges they asserted that the teach- 
ngs of the inaugural! address ‘ respecting mira- 
sles, the original condition of man, the nature 
of sin, race redemption,and Dr. Briggs’s scheme 
pf Biblical theology in general are notin har- 
mony with the Scriptures and are calculated to 
weaken contidence in the Word of Godand to 
pneourage presumption on the clemency and 
long-suffering of God,’ and they also claimed 
that ‘the erroneous and ill-advised utterances 
of Dr. Briggs in the inaugural address have 
seriously disturbed the peace of the Chureh.’ I 
objected to their statements in my response of 
ov. 4, 1891. The General Assembly sustained 
thie formal objection. 

“Apd now what do we see? The prosecution 
have wisely refrained trom making any such 
statements in connection with the amended 
charges, but they renew them in an offensive 
avd a more extended form in iheir argument. 
js that fair? Isit candid! Is ithonorable thus 
to try to prejudice the court by assertions of se- 
rious errors which they do not propose to 
prove! To any one who reads with attention 
the argument of the theologian who a in 
Mr. McCook it will be evident that he is not 8o 
much concerned with the errors named in the 
charges a8 with other alleged errors of a still 
more serious character. It is not the Holy 
Scripture ior which he is concerned or the West- 
minster Stundards, but the system of dogma of 
his schoo! of theology, which he apprehends the 
Biblical theology vf Prof. Briggs will surely 
destroy unless the Fresbyterian Church can be 
persuaded to discredit Prof. Briggs. 

“See how naively he assuines that I am at- 
tacking the citadel of Christianity when I said 
in the inaugural: ‘Criticism is at work with fire 
and knife. Let us cut down everything that is 
dead and harmful, every kind of dead ortho- 
doxy, every species of etfete ecclesiasticiem, all 
merely formal worality, all those dry and 
brittle fences that constitute denominational- 
ism, and are the barriers of Church unity.’ 

Poorman! Is his life so steeped in a dog- 
matic faith that he knows not the important 
difference between the three things—Bible, 
creed, and system of dogma? Are the Bible 
and creed summed up to him in the scholastio 
forms of a system of dogma? I pointed out 
this difference in the letter of acceptance of the 
Edward Robinson Chair, which | read tn evi- 

dence, but he ignores it. Those things which 
are to me dead orthodoxy, effete ecclesinsticiem, 
formal morality, denowinationalism, are to him 
Presbyterianism and Christianity. He deubt 
Jess agrees with a recently-uttered opinion @hat 
*Dogma is more important than religious ex- 
perience,’ and if he were forced to choose, 
‘would deliberately choose dogma rather than 
bristian life. 

" “| shall not take the time of the judicatory by 
calling attention to the insinuations and state- 
ments of larger errors which pervade the argu- 
ment of Mr. McCook, but your attention is 
called to the closing section of that argument 
in which an attempt is made to explain ail the 
errors imputed to the defendant by the root 
error of Naturalism, which it is said, *in the 
hands of a more logical writer than Prof. Briggs 
‘would be pushed to far more radical cenclusions 
—and will soon leave you about as muck ex- 
clusiveness as Christians, in having the oracles 
of God, as Mobammedans or Brahmins have. 

“If the prosecution are serious in this state- 
ment of the case they are convicted out of their 
own mouth of gross neglect of duty. If they 
have bere struck at the root of all the errors of 
Dr. Briggs they certainly ought to have put it 
in @ charge. If they made a mistake in the 
formulation of the original charges, why did 
they not confess their mistake, abandon the old 
oase, and bring in pew charges under a new 
case? That would have been honest, that 
wvuuld have been manly, that would have 


welcomed by the defendant and all 
cdl men. But to bring such 4 
serious accusation into an argument to 
prove other charges, which have been 
zed as suilicient for probation, is to 
wrong the defendaut and to presume u - a. 


ence and induigence of the court. 
ene is utterly and absolutely false. It was 
forged inthe brain of its author. It was in- 
vented ina diseased mind. You kave no right 
as @ court to consider it. The laws of evidence 
in all courts, civil and eeclesiastical, require

argument of Dr. Birch, he of Holy 
Scripture and the standards for the very pur 
pose you ruled he should not use them, for he 
used them to show that his interpretations of 
the utterances of the inaugural were dangerous 
errors; but he neglected to use them for the 
purpose you directed him to use them, namely, 
to prove thatthere are essential doctrines of 
the Holy Scripture and the standards of our 
Church which the alleged errors of Dr. Briggs 
contravene. So far as the argument of Mr. Mo- 
Cook is concerned, Holy Scripture is conspic- 
uous by its absence; and what need has specu- 
lative dogma of the Westminster standards? 
The prosecution by this procedure have put 
themselves in awkward circumstances. 

“ They have used Scripture and Coafession in 
& way it was ruled by the court they should not 
use them. Therefore their entire argument on 
Holy Scripture and all of their argument from 
the standards, with a very few exceptions, should 
be ruled out of court. The argument of Dr. Birch 
thus shrivels up tnto nothingness. Whathe tried 
to prove he had ne right to prove, and, accord- 
_ to the ruling of this court, you cannot con- 
sider it. 

‘* By neglecting to use Scripture and Confes- 
sion to prove that the doctrines alleged to be 
essential and necessary articles of the Confes- 
sion are truly such, these essential doctrines 
are not proved, and if they are left destitute of 
proof the essential premises of the. charges aro 
unpreved and the prosecution have no case. 
You have made your ruling, and if you follow 
it, as you mustif you do your duty as Judges, 
you must throw all the charges out of court as 
unproved in their chief premises. 

“ After listening to the preliminary objections 
of the defendant, the court directed the Prose- 
cuting Committee to strike out Charges 4 and 
7. Dr. Bireh obeyed the direction of the 
Presbytery and made no argument upon these 
charges. But Mr. McCook disobeyed the direc- 
tion of the Presbytery and made elaborate 
arguments in proof of both these charges. This 
must be evident to most of those who heard the 
argument. 

** Mr. MoCook calls your attention to the fact 
that I have not retracted any statements made 
in the inaugural address. Why should I? No- 
body has yet been able to show that there is 
anything wrong iu that inaugural. When any- 
body can eo prove I will retract, and not before. 
It ig intimated ghat the defendant's teachings 
are beyond toleration. The defendant has 
not asked for toleration. Heclaimes the rightto 
teach, under the constitution of his Church, 
everything he has ever taught. 

“If this were a civil court [ would now ask 
you to dismiss the case, or if it were a court of 
last resort I would submit it without further 
argument; but this I cannot do, as itis evident 
that the prosecution has been all along prepar- 
ing its case for a higher court. 

“TI gball waste no time in an attempt to ex- 

ound the doctrines which have been invented 

y the prosecution and wrongly attributed to 
me, but | shall proceed to the main question in 
hand, namely, whether the doctrines which I 
truly bold, that ‘the Reasen is a fountain of Di- 
vine authority’ and ‘the Church is a fountain of 
Divine authority,’ are contrary to the essential 
doctrines named in the charges, or to any other 
doctrines of Holy Scripture and Confession. I 
shall show you that they are not contrary to, 
but in strict accordance with, the Westminster 
atandards and Holy Scripture. 

“My doctrine is that ‘the reason is historical- 
ly a great fountain of Divine authority.’ Dol 
contradict the Westminster Confession when I 
take this position?! Some of you think that I 
do. But you overlook some very important 
statements in the Confession of Faith of our 
Church. Itisa very happy ciroumstance that 
in the inaugural address itself I detined the rea- 
son in the use I made of it. The prosecution 
recognized my definition when they quoted it in 


their original charge. I said in the in- 
augural that I was ‘using reason in a 
broad sense to embrace the meta- 


physical categories, the conscience, and the 
religious feeling.’ It seems probable tnat the 
prosecution do not keep this definition before 
them when they make inferences from the 
statements which they cite from the inaugural. 
This probability amounts almost to a certainty 
when we observe that they have omitted this 
definition from the list of extracts from the in- 
augural given in the new charge; for! hesitate 
to impute to a committee of Presbytery an up- 
wortby motive for this omission. This court 
should notice this omission, and beware lest 
you make it yourselves. You should keep in 
mind constantly that the reason as I use it em- 
braces the conscience and the religious feeling,” 
Prof. Briggs will continue this afternoon. 





M’ PHILLIPS DEAD,

FATAL RESULT OF AN INJURY TO GIS 
KNEE—HIS SUCCESSOR. 


Sheriff John J. McPhillips of Hudson County, 
N. J., died in Jersey City last evening. He in- 
jured his knee while getting into his carriage 
afew daysago. The iron step at the carriage’s 
side is said to have cut into the flesh. Blood 
poisoning set in, and since Sunday night he had 
been unconscious. 

Sheriff McPhillips was thirty-four years old 


and leaves a widow and threechildren. He was 
first employed in the Hudson County Register’s 
office underJames M. Brann. When Cornelius 
J. Cronan was elected Sheriff he took him into 
his office, and by his attention and skill in the 
discharge of his functions McPhillips rose to be 
Under Sherift. Heserved in that capacity under 
Bheriffe Heintze and ‘*Bob” Davis, and at the 
expiration of Davie’s term he was given the 
nomination for the Shrievalty, against P. F. 
Wauser, now Mayor of Jersey City. 

It was understood that the ring had selected 
him as their candidate, and a strong fight was 
made against him, but he succeeded in saving 
himself by aslim majority, and assumed the 
position. 

His term, had he lived, would have expired. 
next Fall. The law requires thaton the death 
of a Sheriff the Judge of the County Court of 
Common Pleas sball certify the fact to the Gov- 
ernor, who shall thereupon appoint a successor 
to hold office till the next general election. 
Meanwhile William N. Parslow, the oldest Coro- 
ner in point of service in the county, will offi- 
ciate as Sheriff.

FRANK W. ROEHL PLACED ON TRIAL 
BEFORE JUDGE MARTINE. 


The trial of Frank W. Roehl for the murder, 
on Sept. 29, of Frank Paulsen, ap aged war vet- 
eran, who lived at 139 Hester Street, was be- 
gun before Judge Martine in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions yesterday. 

Paulsen lived in a emallroom alone. On the 
evening he was murdered he was visited by 
Roehl. Other tenants in the house heard a 
souffie going on in Paulsen’s room. Roehl soon 
after left the premises and later, when the vet- 
eran’s room was entered, Paulsen’s body was 
found in a chair. 

Koebl was arrested the same evening. He 
had been endeavoring to sella lotof jewelry in 
saloons. The jewelry was identified as having 
belonged to Paulsen. When Roehl was arrested 
a hatchet was found in his possession covered 
with blood stains, and the hatchet, it was 
learned, belonged to the family with whom 
Koehl boarded in Hoboken. 

The prosecution will finish its case to-day. 
The defense will be insanity. Assistant District 
Attorney McIntyre ia conducting the prosecu- 
tion, and Roehl is defended by Lawyers Mc- 
Laughlin and Goldberg.

MORE TALK ABOUT WIRES. 





SOME POINTS THAT WERE NOT MADE 
CLEAR TO MAYOR GRANT. 


The hearing Mayor Grant gave yesterday to 
the question of overhead wires was 8 curious 
one. Ex-Judge Kelly, who represents the 
Thomson-Houston Company, and who talked 
about blackmail on Saturday, was expected to 
follow matters up in that vein yesterday, but 
he didn’t. Commissioner Walton Storm of the 
Board of Electrical Control was on hand to say 
that there wasn’t any blackmailing going on, 


and that he was very indignant that any such 
thing should have been eaid. 

There have been #0 tiany hints at scandals in 
reference to the electrical business lately, 80 
much talk of favoritism and unfairness, that 
Mayor Grant did not know but that yesterday's 
hearing would develop some points and give 
him something tangible. 

E. E. Dexter, Superintendent of the Thom- 
son-Houston Company; Edward May and Ju- 
lius A. May, President and Vice President of 
the Mount Morris Company; William H. Brown, 
the general manager of the United States Illu- 
minating Somer and other electric-light 
men were waiting for the hearing to begin, but 
8. 8. Wheeler, the electrical expert of the Board 
of Electrical Control, and Commissioner Storm 
were an hour late in arriving, and the hearing 
did not begin until 12 o’clook, instead of 11 
o’olock as scheduled. 

At the beginning of the hearing, Expert 8. 8. 
Wheeler read a long letter denying what ex- 
Judge Kelly. had suid on Saturday. The letter 
went on toexplain how the Thomson-Houston 
Company had been violating the rule of the 
board. r. Wheeler charged t§at the Thomson- 
Houston Company has bad more complaints 
against it for illegal, improper, and dangerous 
wires strung overhead without permits from 
the board than any other electric-light com- 
pany. The company, he said, is occupying 
avout one-half less of subway room than any 
other company. Mr. Wheeler charged that the 
Thomson-Houston Company had loops of wires 
swinging in the streets, and that in East Twen- 
t) -fourth Street, between Firat and Third Ave- 
nues, it bad put up street lamps on its wire- 
| a ge poles to prevent the wires being taken 

own. 

So much technical talk followed Mr. Wheeler's 
report that the Mayor got tired and said he 
couldn't understand a word of it. He told Chief 
Inspector Brown to go with Superintendent 
Dexter of the Thomson-Houston Company and 
point out the violations of the rules to him. He 
wanted toseeif things could not be set right 
without cutting the wires. In the meantime 
the Mayor said that he would put a temporary 
stop to the cutting of the wires. 

The disputed wires of the Mount Morris Com- 
pany were referred to Mr. Wheeler for further 
examination. 

Ex-Judge Kelly raised the point that no Board 
of Electrical Control permits were necessary for 
housetop wires. The Mayor thought this claim 
abeurd. He asked Superintendent William A. 
Anderson of the Board of Underwriters about 
the inspections made by that board before 
granting permits for housetop wires. Mr. 
Anderson’s reply was not definite enough tosuit 
the Mayor, who said, ‘“‘ If you don’t know what 
inspections are made or whether your rules are 
complied with, you had better stop issuing per- 
mits.” The Mayor then bethought himself that 
ex-Judge Keliy had been making complaints, 
and, turning to Mr. Kelly, he said: 

‘* Now, if you are being badly treated, as you 
have claimed, make a specific compluint, and [ 
can assure you that it will be thoroughly inves- 
tigated.”

WANTS THE FRANCHISE REVOKED. 


—— 
CONTROLLER AFTER THE NORTH AND 
EAST RIVER RAILWAY COMPANY. 


Controller Theodore W. Myers wants to have 
the franchise of the North and East River Rail- 
way Company declared forfeited, because the 
company never has paid acent tothe city for 
the franchise. The franchise waa bought at 
auction under the Cantor act in May, 1887, and 


was for an electric atreet railway running 
through Fulton and West Streets and connect- 
ing the Fulton and Chambers Street Ferries. 

The company agreed to pay the city 35 per 
cent. on its gross receipts. The road has been 
in operation as a horse railroad. The company 
has sought relief from the big taxation it im- 
posed upon itselfin the Legislature, but with- 
out result. 

The city has never been able to collect a cent 
from the company, and the Controller is now 
suing on the twenty-thousand-dollar bond which 
the company gave at the time it obtained the 
tranchise. 

Yesterday the Controller sent a communica- 
tion to the Board of Aldermen asking that the 
franchise be revoked on account of the failure 
te pay. Alderman O’Beirne objected to any 
action being taken, because he did not know 
anything about the company. After some dis- 
cussion the matter was laid over for one week. 





RAIN TO FOLLOW THE SNOW. 





FORECASTER BAUER ALSO PREDICTS 
GALES AND FOGS OFF THE COAST. 


Loeal Forecaster Bauer of the Weather Bu- 
reau, when asked about the storm which started 
shortly after noon yesterday, said: 

“The general storm developed on the coast 
of Texas and moved in a northeasterly direction. 
Its area covered the country from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the great lakes and from the Atlan- 
tic coast to Kansas, where the snowfall was 
heavy. The storm will pe joined in the lake 
region by another from Montana, and together 


they will move through the §t. Lawrence Valley 
and out to sea. 

“The snow in this part of the country will 
have turned to rain by to-morrow morning and 
the rain will continue until Thursday, when the 
weather will probably become elearer. It is 
probable also that there will be severe gales ac- 
companied by dense fogs along the New-Eng- 
land and Middle States’ coasts on Wednesday. 

“There has been arise in the temperature in 
all parts of the country except in the extreme 
Southwest, where it is unusually cold. The 
heaviest fall of rain to-day is in Tennessee, 
where about five inches were registered.”

MANY FAVORABLE REPORTS RECBIVED 
FROM SHIPMASTERS. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 13.—The Naval Hydro- 
graphic Office continues to receive favorable 
reports of the use of oil on occasions of high 
seas.- This practice has been urged upon 
mariners by the Hydrographic officers and a 
record is kept of the different methods pursued 
at sea during storms. 

Capt. Olsen of the Norwegian bark Wilhelmine 
writes to the department: “ Several times have 
I used ofl bags to calm the sea in rough weath- 
er, andalways with good effect. In one storm 
recently the heavy southerly gales had caused a 
high and boisterous sea. Our voyage was from 
Appalachicola to Belfast, andso we kept before 
wind and seas. Used bags made of sail cloth, 
filled with a kind of animal oil, hung from the 
oathead. Not long after the bag was out the 
woather side of the deck became dry, while the 
seas had washed over it before and did so again 


when the oll was used up, so that it was pot 
necessary to haul the bag in to see if it was 
empty, for it told itself. The vessel was cranky 
and shipped much water on the lee side, so I 
tried the oil there, too, but with no effect. I 
shallbe glad to give you more and better in- 
formation about this at some future time, for it 
is a great thing on the sea.” 

Capt. Jenkins of the British steamer Fran- 
cisco, in a voyage from Hull, England, to Bos- 
ton, encountered westerly gales which prevailed 
for several days, causing a heavy sea to run. 
He says: “As we did not wish to go any 
further to northward, we stopped the engines 
and lay-to for four hours in the trough of the 
soa, Wind and sea about three points abaft the 
beam. Stuffed oakum into the pipes of the for- 
ward and midship closets and filled them with 
oil, which had a marvelous effect upon the 
sea. Along the ship’s side for a good long range 
to windward the sea became quite smooth, the 
big waves seeming to melt away to nothing, 
and not a drop of water came aboard.” 

The second officer of the British steamer 
Nessmore writes of a succession of heavy gales 
which were evcountered on their cruise from 
Boston to London. He says: *‘ We ran before 
the seas, using oil from the forward closets and 
from spars projecting ten feet over the rail at 
the fore riggivge. In this way the oil bags 
towed in the water and spread the oil better 
than when close alongside. Later the wind was 
west by south, with mountainous seaa follow- 
ing in our wake; an oll bag was towed over the 
taffrail and proved a great success, as for two 
hours previously nearly every sea had broken 
on board aft. The good result was immediate; 
we shipped no more water during the gale. At 
tirst we used fish oil, then a mixture of fish and 
colza oils, the latter being much more effect- 
ive.”’ 

The Captain of the German steamer Teutonia 
reports gales and stormy weather on his voyage 
from Hamburg to Havana, and says that, pre- 
vious to using oil, the ship rolled violently, and 
took many breakers on deck. While running 
before the gale be used oil forward and amid- 
ship on both sides, and got good results in calm- 
ing the sea and preventing heavy breakers. 

The Captain of another German steamer 
calined the seas, which had been stirred up by 
hurricane gales on his voyage from Hamburg to 
Boston, by using a tin can perforated so as to 
discharge lamp oil. 

The Captain of the British steamer Prodano, 
one night when there were heavy squails anda 
very high westerly sea, prevented the water 
from shipping over the side of his ship by tow- 
ing oil bags containing raw linseed oil. 

Areport comes from the Belgian steamer 
Noordland of the rescue, one midnight. when 
the sea was high and breaking, of the Captain 
and crew of a Norwegian bark. While lowering 
the boat and taking the crew aboard oil was 
used from both sides of the ship with “‘ good 
success.” 

In describing a “heavy, cross, and much- 
broken sea” encountered by the British Empire, 
the officer of that ship says: ‘* Used oil for half 
a day while rupning before the gale. It was 
dripped through the weather forward waste 
pipe, and with a remarkably good effect. We 
shipped no heavy water, and comparatively 
little spray came aboard.” 

Capt. Smith of the American steamer Rebecca 
N. Walls reports encountering a strong gale on 
the ocean. He says: * For eight hours we used 
a canvas bag filled with oakum saturated with 
fish oll, which kept many seas from breaking on 
board. No one, without the experience, would 
believe what effect a few drops of oil have ona 
breaking sea.”’ 

The Captain of the German steamer Virginia 
poured ojl through oakum from the weather 
side of his ship during a heavy three days’ 
storm on a voyage from Baltimore to Hamburg. 
He used animal oil, but could not “observe any 
peculiar success, because the ship sailed before 
the wind very quickly.” 

The Captain of acattle ateamer encountered 
much heavy weather during a recenttrip. He 
used oil on two occasions with good results, 
losing none of his live stock, although the pass- 
age was rough and | 

The Captain of the British steamer Lord 
O'Neill met heavy gales on a voyage from Bal- 
timore to Dublin. . He says: ** While hove to we 
used storm oil and colza with good results. Had 
oil not been used more damage would have oo- 
curred, for at times avery high and ugly sea 
was running.”

EvMIRA, N. Y., Dec. 13.—The $1,000 which it 
is stated is necessary to secure the release of 
Robert J. Knox and his wife, the Americans 
who are incarcerated in Bolen Prison, Mexico, 
has been raised, and the amount in gold will be 
forwarded to Mexico at once. It is believed 
here that a settlement will be effected and that 
Knox and his wife will be released. 

Since being contined in prison both have lost 
their beaith. Dr, E. A. Reilly, Heeltb Oiticer of 
Elmira, who has just returned from the City of 
Mexico, and who saw Knox and bis wife in 
prison, declares that Mrs. Knox cannotlivea 
month longerif not released. The prison, he 
says, isdamp and unhealth{ful, aud is overrun 
with all manner of iusect life. 

Knox showed Dr. Reilly where his neck was 
literally raw with vermin bites. He waa so 
weak that he could not stand up.

MONEY FOR THE BEATEN STRIKERS. 





THE FEDERATION OF LABOR MAKES 
THREE APPROPRIATIONS, 


PHILADELPHIA, Dev. 13.—At to-day’s session 
of the American Federation of Labor President 
Gompers read a communication from Congress- 
man Amos J. Cummings, who had received an 
invitation too late to be present. In writing 
on the struggle of labor he sald: 

“The darker aspect of the struggle which law has 
not remedied is seen in the Homestead incident. 
That plant had been conducted likes republic. Sud- 
denly it was changed tos monarchy. ‘the autocrat 
presented a scale and demanded submission under 
penalty of exile. His own violent resources failed 
to establish his despotism and the State nad to come 
to his aid. Whoever instigated the viblence. it had 
to be crushed out at the claims of public order.” 

A report was read from the Committee on 
Celebration of Homestead Day. It was recom- 
mended that $1,000 be appropriated from the 
Tunds of the federation for the defense of the 
accused employes of the Carnegie Company now 
awaiting trial. 

Several delegates opposed the appropria- 
tion on the ground that the amount could 
be used to the better advantage of the Home- 
stead people if contributed for some other pur- 
pose. It was also argued that the call for as- 
sistance Was a request for individual donations. 

A substitute was offered in accordance with a 
suggestion in the President's report, that a col- 
lection be taken among the delegates for the 
purpose in view. 

After some discussion -President Weihe of 
the Amalgamated Association was called on to 
enlighten the delegates as to the situation at 
Homestead, and recited the result of the tight 
up tothe present. In conclusion, he said that 
the association would make every effort in de- 
fense of its acoused members. 

The substitute was finally defeated and the re- 

po t adopted unanimously. 
A tp og a to contribute $500 additional 
for the non-union men who struck in sympathy 
with the Homestead members of the Amalga- 
mated Association caused some discussion. It 
was argued that the tiret duty of the Amalga- 
mated Association was to these supporters, 
and thatevery cent for their relief should be 
contributed through the hands of the Amalga- 
mated officials. 

Delegate Carney made a vigorous defense of 
his organization and its treatment of the labor- 
ers wbo assisted in the struggle. He declared 
that the assoviation had expended immense 
sumsinthe cause, and was only compelled to 
ask for ald through the desertion of some of its 
menibers, who had been guilty of the basest in- 
gratitude, and who had caused the Amalgamat- 
ed men a loss of $100,000, 

An amendment was offered to place $500 in 
the hands of the Homestead General Relief 
Committee of the Amaigamated Association, 
but a wotion to indefinitely postpone the ques- 
tion prevailed by a vote of 20 to 18. Reoon- 
sideration was moved, and carried by a large 
majority. On a second ballot a heavier vote 
was polled, but the postponement was again 
carried by a vote of 38 to 36. Roll call was then 
demanded. . 

As on the yeas and nays the members voted 
according to a unit basis proportioned to their 
representation, the motion to postpone was de- 
feated by a vote of 1,086 to 946. The $500 ap- 
propriation passed unanimously, as all those in 
the minority decided to change their votes 
when they found their proposition defeated. 

Another appropriation of $500 was granted 
for the defense of the Coeur D'Alene miners, 
and $500 more to the Tennessee miners de- 
fense, despite protests that the treasury could 
not stand these repeated demands. President 
Gompers and others contended that a wrong 
course hai been pursued in undertaking to 
make donations for which there was no financial 
provision. At the close of this discussion the 
convention adjourned until to-morrow.

Suit for Loss of His Family. 

FRANKLIN, Penn., Deo. 13.—An action in 
trespass has been entered in the Venango Coun- 
ty courts against the Eclipse Lubricating Oil 
Compauy by a merchant whose wife and ohil- 
dren were burned to death in the great fire and 
flood at Oil Clty. 

It is alleged that the Eclipse Works owned the 
large tank of benzine and gasoline situated 
above Oil City on the banks of Oil Creek, which 
was undermined by the flood, and the contents, 
estimated at many thousands of barrels, thrown 
upon the water and coming in contact with 
tire, caused the explosion and conflagration in 
which the plaintiff’s wife and ohildren were 
burned to death. 

Nogligence is alleged on the part of the de- 
fendant, and the suit is to recover damages. 
This is buta preliminary oase, and, should tho 
plaintiff win, others who sustained loss wil! en- 
ter suits. The outcome is looked forward to 
with much interest. 





Ballot-EBox Stuffers’ Plea for Pardon 
TRENTON, N. J,, Deo. 13.—A committee of the 
Court of Pardons met atthe State prison last 
evening and spont several hours in examining 


the thirty-two ballot-box stuffers confined there 
regarding their previous careers. It was found 
that only one had been previously convicted 
ofacrime. Most of the men had been resi- 
dents of Jersey City fora long time, some as 
long as forty ay Several made statements 
as to the condition of those dependent on them 
for support, and all deolared they bad been 
sorely punished for their offense. 

The committee met again to-day, but ad- 
journed after a brief consultation to meet again 
next Tuesday and will then namea day when 
the cases will be considered and disposed of.

THE STORY TOLD BY JOHN WELCH TO 
JUSTICE VOORHIS. 


Another of the four Rhode Island paupers 
who were landed in New-York by the Stoning- 
ton Line Saturday and given 50 cents each, 
gave himself up at the West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street Station Monday night.

ENGINES OF THE WAMPANOAG 
AND THE CHARLESTON. 
—— 

ENGINEER HOLLIS SHOWS THAT LITTLE 
HAS BEEN GAINED EXCEPT IN SAV- 
ING WEIGHT IN THE MACHINERY 
—CURIOSITIES OF THE COAL-EAT- 


ING MONSTERS OF THE NAVY. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 13.—A naval engineer has 
been delving into the old records and has dis- 
covered some interesting and significant facts. 
Passed Assistant Engineer I. N. Hollis, who 
recently delivered a series of lectures on steam 
engineering before the student officers at the 
Naval War College at Newport, has compared 
the old ship Wampanoag, condemned in 1869, 
with the Charleston and Cruiser No. 13. The 
comparison has to do, of course, only with the 
machinery of the vessels, that of the Wampa- 
noag having been designed in 1863 by Chief En- 
gineer B. F. Isherwood, now on the retired list, 
& resident of New-York City and still a valued 
contributor to the technical magazines. 

“The contrast between the old and the new,” 
said Mr. Hollie, in referring to the growth of the 
marine engine, “is very striking when we stop 
to consider it. The old-fashioned engine jogged 
aiong comfortably at thirty or forty revolu- 
tions, with twenty-five pounds of steam in the 
boilers, occasionally needing a push to get over 
the centre. Now the engines are models of 
beauty and speed. They go, apparently with- 
out effort, at any numberof revolutions up to 
100, employing steam prossures above 150 
pounds. It is but natural that the change should 
come mainly from the merchant service, where 
competition rendered great speed a necessity, 
regardieas of cost of running. We have followed 
their lead, and commerce destroyers of small 
size have been built upin the vain hope of ex- 
ceeding the speed of the mail steamers by put- 
ting into light hulls many tons of machinery. 

“There is a remarkable exception to our un- 
successful chase after merchant-ship speed in 
the case of the Wampanoag. The report of the 
board which condemned thai ship presents some 
interesting points, in the light of later develop- 
ments of the navy. The Wampanoag was con- 
G@emned because, as stated in this report, it was 
‘utterly impracticable to render her a vosael of 
War worthy of ournavy.’ She was calmly set 
aside ‘asa source from which important les- 
Sons could be drawn.’ I know of nothing more 
useful than the lesson to be learned to-day from 
&® comparison between this ship and the 

Charleston, of about her tonnage. The former 


steamed 16.71 knots for thirty-seven hours, a 
performance which would do credit to the best 
ship in the navy to-day, or to any man-of-war 
alloat, and at thattime far in excess of any 
merchantman. . 

“Teannot help admiring the courage of the 
man who designed this machinery at a time 
when we had no iron hulls, when materials 
Were poorly suited to the purposes, and ma- 
chinery for construction was almost inade- 
quate. The result achieved is enough te make 
any engineer's fame, although the ship as a 
whole was predestined to failure as a man-of- 
war. Tho only change we succeeded in making 
since 1565 is in reduction of weights, as will be 
seen. 

“The Wampanoag had a displacement of 4,370 
tons, with draught of 19 feet 2 inches; length, 
355 feet; breadth, 45 feet 2 inches. The Charles- 
ton has a load displacement of 4,165 tons; 
draught, 20 feet 1 inch; length, 321 feet; 
breadth, 46 feet Z inches, 80 that they are prac- 
tically the same. 

“The main engines of the Wampanoag made 
only 31 revolutions a minute, and the screw 
63.7 on the trial trip. The boilers carried a 
pressure of 32 pounds per sequare inch. There 
Was no improved steel, and all parts had to bo 
made very heavy, and the boilers built up of 
wrought iron plates cut toemall size. Notwith- 
standing these drawbacks, the weight of coal 
brought the total for propulsion by steam up to 
2,010 tons, or .46 of the displacement. 

“The Charieston has compound engines, with 
low-pressure cylinder of 85 inches diameter and 
— stroke of 3 feet. and large cylindrical 

oilers carrying 90 pounds pressure. The total 
weight of machinery and boilers is 732 tons, 
which the coal will bring up to 1,492 tons for 
propulsion, or .36 of the displacement. 

“The Wampanoag was actually condemned 
for excessive weight of machinery and coal 
and some other deficiencies, possessed equally 
by the Charleston, whose sea speed is probably 
notso great. The exact gain intwenty years 
is represented by a saving in welght of ma- 
chinery equal to one-tenth the displacement. 

“The Wampanoag was condemned in 1869 
for various reasons, among them the following: 
‘Excessive weight of machinery and coal.’ 
Cruiser No. 13 has 3,971 tons devoted to this 
purpose, about the displasement of the Wam- 

anoag. * Knormous coal consumption.’ She 

urned 136 tons a day, while our latest cruiser 
will burn 360 tons for her sustained speed. 
*Because her grate surface was 153 times the 
midship section. Carried 2.6 months’ 
provisions forthecrew. * Relative length 
to breadth said to cause inordinate roll- 
ing and dangerous straining of the ship.’ The 
later cruiser has abeut the same relative di- 
mensions and a lower coefiicient of fikences. 
*Carried coal enough to last only five or six 
days at maximum power.’ The cruiser has the 
6ame endurance. * Four-bladed screw nullitiod 
the use of the canvas. * * * The substitution 
of a two-bladed screw recommended and the re- 
moval of several boilers for the purpose of giv- 
ing her full sail power.’ Her later sister car- 
ries no sails atall. Her speed was superior to 
that of most of our cruisers, and we have 
gained between two and three knots by building 
a ship twice her size. Nobody thought of the 
factthat she had no water-tight subdivision 
and would fill from one hole in her side or 
bottom. 

“There is no question of the superiority of 
the modern ship, but it springs entirely from 
the improved materials placed in the hands of 
the naval constructor and engineer, and in no 
way from higher mechanical ability. We have 
yearned now that we must pay if we want a 
high-classed ship and there is no grumbling over 
the coal account. Sails are no longer thought 
of for fast ships and ironclads. Twin and triple 
screws may be thanked for the feeling of secur- 
ity under steam power alone. The water-tight 
subdivisions, with double bottoms, has been in- 
troduced within the memory of the youngest 
pfiicers. The great reduction in weight of ma- 
shinery bas made room for the crew and pro- 
visions, but the whole shipis practically given 
pp to machinery.” . 

Mr. Hollis has figured out some rather quaint 
equivalents regarding the machinery of the new 
Cruiser No. 13. Her low-pressure piston, which 
is 92 inches in diameter, has an area of 46 
pquare feet,a very comfortable six-by-eight- 
foot stateroom on board ship, and this piston 
bas an initial load of 100 tons, equal in weight 
to three locomotives. The mean piston speed at 
maximum power will be eleven miles an hour 
and the maximum speed sixteen miles an hour. 
The tips of the propeller blades will movethrough 
the water at the moderate rate of seventy-five 
miles an hour. The condenser tubes, if placed 
end to end, would form a tube thirty-three miles 
long, and if flattened out, would cover about 
two-thirds ofan acre. Thecooling water passed 
through these tubes will be equal to 36, ,000 
gallons per day, enough to supply a large city 
with water. 

The main boilers, if placed end to end, would 
form a tunne! 156 feet longjand large enough for 
atrain of cars to pass through. Ifdivided up 
Into rooms, they would supply a hotel with six- 
teen fair-sized bedrooms. he heating surface 
is equal to one and one-eighth acres, The grate 
surface, if arranged ov one grate, would equal 
aemall town lotof 20 feet front and 70 feet 
depth. The boiicr tubes, placed end to end, 
would be thirteen and one-half mileslong. The 
blowers are capable of supplying 84,000,000 
oubic feet of air an hour, which would supply a 
good-sized yacht with a ten-knot breeze. The 
coal uired for a ful)-power ruu across the 
Atlantic would supply 150 families for one year 
in New-York State. 

With her 20,000 horse power, she would lift 
herself (7,500 tons weight) to the Brooklyn 
Bridge in three minutes, if hoisting ropes were 
coiled around drums on ¢he shafts. If the en- 
gines wore set up on shore and used as a cata- 
pult, they would throw a three-hundred-pound 
weight with such velocity that it would go off 
into space entirely clear of the earth’s infiu- 
ence. If the steam used on the vessel in 
the course of aday were condensed out in the 
open air, it would cover Broadway from the 
Battery to Union Square with a fog so thick 
that one could not see across the street. Mr. 
Hollis very properly adds: “The fictions of 
Jules Verne sink into insignificance by the side 
of this coal-eating monster of the nineteenth 
oentury.”

THE STATE CANVASS. 


FIGURES IN THE KINGS 
COUNTY RETURNS. 


ALBANY, Dec. 13,—Under the law the State 
Board of Canvassers must meet on Thursday 
and conclude their laborsaon Monday. The new 
law provides that nothing but the total vote of 
all persons voted for greater than a county offi- 
cor be canvassed by the State Board. This 
does away with the certifying of the tabulated 
vote by counties. This tabulation, however, 
has to be performed, in order to get the totals. 

The new mode, while it will show nothing 
put tetals, entaila more work than the 
old way, and is of no value to the 


general public who like to study election 
tigures. The clerks in the office of the Secretary 
of State finished the tabulation as far as the 
returns will permit this evening. Three coun- 
ties are still lacking, Allegany, Kings, and Ul- 
ater. The two former are expected to-morrow, 
but those from Ulster will not come slong be- 
fore Thursday morning. Because of the legal 
actions attempted vet George H. bush, the can-

vassers of Ulster ourned until to-morrow. 

The story about the Capitol to-day was that 
Kings County figures on the Constitutional 
amendments hada suspicions look. In the ab- 
sence of any official returns the figures printed 
in the New-York and Brooklyn papers aro 
taken. These show that out of a total of 16,000 
but 300 to 400 votes are credited in opposition 
to the amendments. In support of the theory 
that there was some chicanery with the figures, 
itis asserted that Kings County was in favor of 
the increased number of Supreme Court Judges 
proposed. Little Putnam gave nearly a8 many 
votes in ogpennee as Kings did, and New-York 
gave nearly balf as many in opposition as the 
number veted in favor of the amendments. If 
the figures printed are authentic they certainly 
have a strange look. 





KENTUCKY DISTILLERS. 


AN EFFORT TO BE MADE TO FORM A 
STATE ORGANIZATION. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 13.—At 3 o'clock this 
afternoon the preliminary meeting of the Louis- 
Ville distillers and wholesale men was held at 
the Union National Bank. At this conference 
the work of to-morrow’s State meeting, which 
has been called at the instance of the twenty- 
three local whisky tirms to form a protective 
distillers’ organization, was mapped out ina 


general way, and the meaning and bearing of 
the proposed consolidation made apparent to 
the general trade. 

The ideais to consolidate the various Ken- 
tucky distillers and ig dealers in a State 
society, whose basia shall be a mutual benefit 
and co-operative advantage against ill-advised 
and hostile State and national legislation. The 
proposed organization is to be in no sense of tho 
term a ‘‘trust.” Four years ago there was in 
existence in this city just such an organization 
or society, which finally fell to pieces, apparent- 
ly because the rivalry between the Keatucky 
distillers makes them the hardest body of men 
in the world to organize. It isa matter of spec- 
ulation as to just what success to-morrow’s ef- 
forts toward a State organization will bring. 

The movement was originated by the J. B. 
Wathen & Brother Company. Representatives 
from the twenty-three Louisville distilleries and 
wholesale whisky people will attend, and a 
large number of representatives from the in- 
terior of the State will also probably be present. 
Alter the ———_ organization has been ac- 
complished the meeting will consider such 
topics as the increased internal revenue tax, 
the recent unprecedented advance of high 
wines, &c. Nothing could be ascertained about 
the constitutional basis of the contemplated 
organization nor of the order of business for to- 
morrow’s meeting.

“WEAK AND YIELD EASILY” 


WORDS THAT ARE GETTING WEIGHT 
IN THE GRAY-SHEPARD OASE, 


THE COLONEL CLOSELY PRESSED IN 
CROSS-EXAMINATION —DENIES  IN- 
TENT TO BRIBE FRENCH AND 
M’CLAVE—THE CHARACTERIZATION 
MEANT FOR ADVERTISING AGENTS. 


Tho suit of Frank S. Gray, formerly general 
manager of the Matl and Express, to recover be- 
tween $18,000 and $19,000 in cash from Elliott 
¥. Shepard, the owner of that paper, for breach 
of contract, was continued yesterday before 
Judge Parker in Part IL of the Supreme Court. 

Col. Shepard resumed the stand. In the 
course of his testimony he said that he knew 
Police Commissioners French and McClave to 
be reputable citizens, entirely above receiving 
the bribe which Gray had alleged the witness 
had offered them to give the Mail and Ezpress 
the contract for the election printing. 

Juror No. 3, Julius Gutman, fixing his eye 
sharply on Col. Shepard, said: ‘Colonel, I 
would like to know what you meant by saying 
in your memorandum, ‘They are weak and 
yield easily.’”’ 

“ «They are weak and yield easily’?’’ said the 
Colonel, repeating the words to himself aloud. 
“Oh, yes; Iremember. Well, (with some hesi- 
tancy,) Gray told me that the advertising agent 
who controlled the contract would jump at a 
large commission.” 

“And he was weak,” said Col. Ingersoll, 
breaking in. 

“Yes,” said Col. Shepard, “ he was weak.” 

Juror No. 3—Oh, yes; I see; he was weak. 

Shepard—And would yield easily; yes. 

Juror No. 3—Do you mean he would yield 
very easily at a very big commission? 

Col. Shepard—Yes. They would naturally 
yield easily at a big commission. 

Col. Shepard was cross-examined by Col. In- 
gersoll, who at once began to probe him on the 
subject of the Bar Harbor memorandum. 

“ What was the name of the advertising agent 
who controlled the Police Board advertising ?’’ 
he asked. 

“ Gray told me the name, but I didn’t recog- 
nize it and have forgotten it.” 

“You didn’t say anything about the adver- 
tising agent to Gray at Saratoga?” 

“No, Bir.” 

“If Gray got the election advertisement to 
whom did you expect him to pay the check ?”’ 

“To the advertising agent.” 

“Was it your intention to make the city pay 
the commission on tho advertisement ?”’ 

To this question, put several times, Col Shep- 
ard’s only answer was that he wanted to get as 
much as possible for the advertisement. He did 
not intend to cheat the city. 

“Now, did you not intend to cheat the city 1’’ 

“No, you’re going into a process of reasoning 
not in my mind,” said Col. Shepard. 

**T see; you might not be at home there,” was 
Col Ingersoll’s rejoinder. 

Col. Shepard said that the suggestion to Gray 
to have the commission added to the bill was a 
purely confidential one to Gray. 

* Did you ever know a bid that did not name 
a price?”’ 

** Sometimes.” 

Col. Ingersoll again quoted from the mem- 
orandum: ‘*‘They are weak and yicld easily.” 
“ What does that mean?” he asked. 

“The advertising agents.”’ 

“ And you put them in the plural, did you?” 

“‘T thought they were a firm.” 
re aay didn’t say so in your direct examina- 

on?’ 

“The idea was indefinite in my mind,” 

“Are advertising agents weak?” 

. “You'd think so if you’d seen as many as I 
ave.” 

“When you said ‘they are weak and yield 
easily,’ didn’t you mean Commissioners French 
and McClave?” inquired.Col. Ingersoll. 

“No Bir; under no circumstances.” 

“Do you mean to swear to that?” 

“IT do, emphatically.”

“I didn’t care particularly until Gray began to 
threaten me. It was my private ana personal 
memorandum, and not his, and he had no right 
to keep it.” 

* But why were you anxious for the paper?” 
persisted Col. Ingersoll. 

“IT wasn’t afraid of it. I'm not afraid of the 
truth. This scoundre] threatened to blackmail 
me, and I wanted to protect myself.” 

Col. Shepard acknowledged, when pressed, 
that he was anxious to get back the memoran- 
dum and check at the Saratoga meeting with 
Gray long before the latter had made the al- 
leged threats. it was his custom, he eaid, to 
send undated and unsigned notes to his em- 
ployes. 

: * Ly were willing to keep Gray after his vil- 
ainy ” 

“ Yes, Sir, I was,” fairly shouted Co]. Shep- 
ard, ape f from his chair and waving his arms. 
** With all his faults, I loved him still.” 

Col. Shepard told Col. Ingersoll that he 
blamed Gray for not espying the wicked acros- 
tic and keeping it out of the paper. 

Juror Guttman asked the Colonel if he meant 
to say that it was the place of the business 
manager to read everything in the paper in 
proof. The Colonel replied in the affirmative. 

Several of Shepard’s employes testified as to 
the row between Gray and Harroun. 

Gray, in rebuttal, denied that he had ever at- 
tempted to blackmail) Shepard, or had given out 
the story for publication, or had been guilty of 
any of the things charged against him by 
Shepard. 

He swore that he had seen Shepard “ com- 
fortably full” at his house on Fifth Avenue, 
and had seen the Colonel “ loaded ” outside the 
house. After the colored meeting at Cooper 
Union in celebration of the Emancipation Proo- 
lamation, over which a presided, Gray 
said, he got in Shepard's cab and they stopped 
at the Everett House, where Shepard took two 
big drinks of whisky. 

Gray further swore that Shepard, in talking 
to him about the Bar Harbor memorandum, 
said: “I had a similar thing happen to me be- 
fore, but I got back the letter.” 

Gray admitted that, in an interview with 
Shepard after his discharge, he had told Shep- 
ard if he didn’t pay him the $15,000 he owed 
him he would make public the Bar Harbor 
memorandum on the trial.

ELIZABETH HOME FOR GIRLS, 


—_—_—_>_——. 
FORMAL OPENING OF THE HANDSOME 
QUARTERS IN TWELFTH STREET. 


Tho Elizabeth Home for Girls, recontly taken 
possession of by the Children’s Aid Society at 
307 East Twelfth Street, was formally opened 
yesterday and dedicated to the purposes for 
which it was designed by the donors. 

A tablot on the wall of the main corridor bears 
the inscription, “This building was erected for 
the Children’s Aid Soelety by Mary B. Wheeler, 
Mary B. Oeccarini, and Emily B. Wheeler in 
memory of Elizabeth Davenport Wheeler, 1492.” 
The home has taken the place of the girls’ 
Lodging House, formerly in St. Mark’s Place. 

The handsome structure was designed as a 
home and training school for destitute girls, and 
is well adapted to the needs of the inmates. 
The building is of pressed brick with sandstone 
trimmings. It is four stories high, with a cellar 
containing a trunk room, storage room, hot- 
water furnace, and pumping apparatus to sup- 
ply water. The basement contains two dining 


rooms, kitchen, girls’ laundry, lavatory, and 
drying room, together with a large ironing, 
washing. aud drying room for custom work, two 
bathrooms, and closets. 

On the first floor the rooms in which the ex- 
ercises of yesterday were held are set apart for 
Sypewstns and sewing-machine classes, and 
the one in the rear as a reception room for vis- 
iters and the patrons of the institution. Here 
there are also the office, a reading room, fitting 
room for the dressmaking department, and 
waiting room for applicants. 

On the second floor are the matron’s apart- 
ments, girls’ —s room, two dormitories, and 
two bathrooms. The third floor is divided into 
the dressmaking workroom, five small bed- 
rooms, one dormitory, and three single rooms, 
lavatory, and bathroom. Five dormitories, two 
small bedrooms, and three single rooms com- 
prise the quarters of the story beneath the-roof, 
which is 80 arranged as to be available for gar- 
dening purposes or as a lounging place on Sum- 
mer evenings. 

The dedicatory exercises were begun with the 
singing ofa hymn by the young women of the 
laundry, and then the Rev. Dr. George Alexan- 
der spoke briefly of the purposes of the gather- 
ing and delivered a prayer. 

The President of the Children’s Aid Society, 
D. Willis James, in accepting the gift, spoke of 
the influence of women in promoting the work 
of the society. The statistics of the home 
showed thatin the last year 22 girls had been 
trained in the dressmaking department, 99 
in the machine room, 24 in the laundry, and 35 
in housework, while 108 had been sent to 
situations, 28 to employment, 44 returned to 
friends, and 44 to various institutions. 

Short addresses were made by Mrs. Bain- 
bridge, who made a plea for spiritual training; 
by Miss Grace Dodge, who argued that the 
training in the ‘“‘ geometry and physiology of 
dressmaking,” as she termed it, and the meth- 
ods and management of the housewife, were 
prime eseentials; by Vice President Whitehead, 
and by the Rev. Mr. Davenport. 

Among those present were Mrs. Anson Stokes 
Phelps, Mre. Loring Brace, Mrs. Dr. Booth, 
Mrs. Haxton, Mrs. Churles L. Brace, Mra. 
Wheeler, the Misses Wheeler, Mrs. Croswell, 
Mrs. D. Willis James, Mrs. Charles E. White- 
head, Miss Alexander; and Miss E. A. Allyn.

NATIONAL CONTROL URGED 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE REPORT 
ON QUARANTINE. 


DR. JENKINS NOT COMPETENT. 


CONCLUSIONS OF THE SPECIAL COM- 
MITTER AND THE MEDICAL AD- 
VISORY BODY—A RECORD OF MIS5- 
TAKES AND MISMANAGEMENT IN 
THE RECENT FIGHT TO KEEP OUT 
CHOLERA—LACK OF PREPARATION 
FOR HANDLING CASES—THE EX- 
PERIMENT ON THE ISLANDS AND 
AT CAMP LOW-—ACTION ON THE 
REPORT POSTPONED BY THE CHAM- 
BER. 


National quarantine is demanded by thenceds 
of the country; Dr. Jenkins is not a competent 
Health Officer of the Port of New-York. These 
are the conclusions reached by the Special Com- 
mittee on Quarantine of the Chamber of Cém- 
merce after a long and thorough investigation. 

The report of this committee was submitted 
yesterday at a special meeting of the Chamber. 
With it was given a collection of letters, tele- 
grams, and reports from the advisory committeo 
of eminent physicians who were invited by the 
Chamber to co-operate in the work of passing 
upon the methods employed to keep out the 
cholera last Fall, and to assist in determining the 
best system to be followed in the future. The 
whole forms a nearly complete history of the 
fight to keep out the cholera, and a record of the 
faults developed under the system then pur- 
sued. 

Comparatively little of the mattor submitted 
by the special committee had been made public 
before the report and its appendices were set 
forth at yesterday’s meeting. On the whole, 
they tell asorry story. They reveal a state of 
affairs which both the committee and the ad- 
visory physicians do not attempt to gloss over. 
The investigators report deficient arrango- 
ments, confusion where order should have ex- 
isted, inadequate facilities, needless suffering, 
insufficient onergy, faulty methods of disinfec- 
tion, and a lack of provision for isolation of pa- 
tients. Medical men and laymen agree in saying 
that they iook forward with grave concern to 
the coming year, with its possibilities of rep eti- 
tion of the blunders of a few months ago. 

Ina national quarantine the committeemen 
see the best way to remedies for existing evils. 
They hold that the Fedoral authorities could be 
quick in action where State officers have boen 
slow, could do away with conflicts of authority 
and the weakening effects of officiad jealousy, 
could command an amount of expert co-opera- 
tion far beyond the resources of a State, could 
command the services of trained men, could se-- 
eure consular help in quarantine operations, 
and could aid materially in bringing about in- 
ternational supervision of contagious diseases. 

So far as Dr. Jenkins is concerned, a para- 
graphina letter from the Medical Committee 
summarizes the situation as the investigators 
see it. This letter says: 

“We foel it our duty in response to your questions 
definitely to state what we believe to be an unmis- 
takable and just inference from our report, namely, 
that in our opinion the present Health Officer has not 
shown sufficient executive ability nor suflicient 
knowledge of sanitary science to warrant the belief 
that he can in the future manage quarantine allairs 
in a satisfactory and safe soanner.’”’ 

The special meeting of the Chamber received 
the report, but postponed action on tho resolu- 
tions appended to it. Two or three speakers 
deprecated hasty action, the leader in the 
movement for further consideration being J. 
Edward Simmons. He, like Dr. Jenkins, is a 
Tammany man, but that fact did not prejudice 
his hearers against his viow of the case. Very 
little opposition was shown to his argument 
that the members of the Chamber should bo al- 
lowed time to study the report, and that course 
was adopted. 

Seth Low, Chairman of the special commit- 
tee, offered the report, which was the only bus- 
iness before the meeting at which Vice Presi- 
dent Alexander E. Orr presided. Mr. Low’s 
associates on the committee were Mr. Orr, 
Samuel LD. Babcock, J. Pierpont Morgan, and 
Austin Corbin. All of them signed the report 
except Mr. Corbin, who had not been heard 
from up to the time of assembling. 

“The committee,” said Mr. Low, “realized 
that they had a difficult task in preparing a re- 
port to the Chamber. On tne one hand they 
were unwilling to attack a public officer for 
what was done in a great publio crisis, yot it 
was their duty to call attention to the defects in 
the existing quarantine. Besides, the committee 
received information in the course of its in- 
vestigation which belonged to the public and 
yet could not be given to the press then, oreven 
until after the election, lest the charge might 
be made thatthe committee was working for 

political ends.” 

Mr. Low read thereport and partof tho cor- 
respondence appended, and moved the adoption 
of the resolutions submitted by the committee. 
A. Foster Higgins wanted copies of the report 
sent to members of Congress, health officers, 
and State authorities, and called attention to 
an “added motive” for national quarantine. 

“The better New-York as a State carn admin- 
ister quarantine,” said Mr. Higgins, ‘‘the more 
it will work to create a prejudice against her in 
other States, which a national quarantine would 
prevent. Already we hear objections to the 
methods recently pursued at this port. Canada 
is represented to be ready to make concessions 
to draw travel and trade from us. Should she 
succeed, complications would inevitably arise 
for the States on the Canadian border. Such 
troubles a national quarantine would obviate.” 

J. Edward Simmons urged delay. “This re- 
port,” said he, ‘‘has been very carefully pre- 
pared and displays great scholarly and busi- 
nesslike ability. 1t has undoubtedly taken the 
committee a long time to arrive at all the con- 
clusions reached. Now the Chamber is called 
here to act upon this report at once. Noue of 
us have had a chance to examine it with the 
oare and attention it demands. 

**T see in the report a reflection on tho ability 
of the Empire State to take care of her own af- 


‘fairs. Itseems tome that this great State is 


certainly able to do that. Butin this report we 
practically say: ‘We can’t take care of our- 
selves; we can’t establish proper quarantine 
regulations.’ 

“It may be thaton investigation we will all 
agree with the committee's report. But it isa 
matter which interests every one of us, and it is 
therefore my opinion that, as the report is in 
type, a copy should be sent to each member in 
order that it may be duly weighed and consid- 
ered. No hasty action should be taken. I think 
itisdue to me, to every member, to consider 
this question before we are called upon to give 
a verdict. Iimove that action be postponed to 
the next monthly meeting.” 

F. B. Thurber seconded Mr. Simmons’s motion. 
Careful study of quarantine matters was need- 
ed, he saia. It might be a mistake to give the 
United States Government contre] of the afiairs 
of this port. In ports where there were no local 
facilities the Government might properly take 
charge, but as to other ports it was an open 
question. Government ofiicers at Washington, 
to whom points in dispute would have to be re- 
ferred, were not always alive to the require- 
ments of commerce. 

John F. Henry opposed delay. Speedy action 
in Congress was necessary, ho urged. ‘The com- 
mittee’s work had been done carefully. It was 
thoroughly reliable, and there was no better 
time than the present to act upon the report. 

Mr. Low said that the committee was willing 
to give timo for due consideration by the cham- 
ber, but he advised that the report be avted 
upon ata special meeting next Tuesday. This 
suggestion, putin the 1orm of an amendment, 
was adopted, and the mecting’s business was 
completed.

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE’S REPORT ON 
THE EXISTING FAULTY SYSTEM. 


To the Chamber of Commeree: 

The Special Committec on Quarantine, ap- 
pointed on tho 9th of September, 1592, beg 
leave to submit their report. In connection 
therewith they submit also certain documents, | 
marked respectively Exhibits A, B, C, and "» | 

Exhibit A consists of the correspondence be- | 
tween the commitice and the Health Cilicer of 
the Port, Dr. William T. Jenkins.

for funds, its statement as te the sanitary con- 
dition ef the city, and a statement of accounts, 
with the funds collected. 

Referring to these documents for the record 
of their action, yourcommittes believe that 
they will render the greatest service to the com- 
munity and the country by discussing the recent 
quarantine at this port, and by expressing their 
conclusions drawn therefrom, rather than by 
giving in detail the story of their own doings. 
They chose this course in order to shew the 
grounds forthe recommendation they prepose 
to make tothe Chamber to declare itself in 
favor of a Bational quarantine. it should be 
stated at once that the committees are inclined 
to. admit the contention that the Health 
Officer of the port is not te be held 
wholly responsible for the inadequacy of 
New-York’s preparations to cope with the 
cholera when it appeared in this port on the 
Moravia, Aug. 30, 1892; though they are 
bound to say the plea would be stronger if thore 
were any evidence to show that he haa made 
persistent effort to increase the eyuipment and 
had failed becauso of his inability to arouse 
either the authorities or the community to a 
sense of the danger and the need. He might 
not have succeeded, but it seems to the 
committees that it was clearly his duty to 
have tried. It is net unreasonable, how- 
ever, to claim that the equipment actually 
on hand should have been in a state of ut- 
most readiness. This equipment consisted 
of Hoffman Island and Swinvurne Island, 
the former, capable of lodging eight hundred to 
@ thousand people, being meagrely supplied 
with apparatus for bathing and with a not 
wholly satisfactory apparatus for disinfection, 
and the latter being a, hospital island. By a 
reference to the report of the Advisory Com- 
mittee of Physicians appointed by this commit- 
tee, it will appear that Lloffman Island was ina 
scandalous condition of untitness for the use to 
which it was to be put, and it remained so long 
after the emergency demanded the utmost 
use of its resources, although it is not clear 
to your committee whether the Health Officer 
or the Quarantine Commissioners are to blame. 
The Quarantine Commissioners, it is believed, 
have charge of the material plant; but presuma- 
bly they act on the instance of the Health Ofti- 
cer. For the criticisms on the administration 
of Hoffman Island, contained in the same re- 
port, the Health Officer clearly is accountable, 
tor by the appointment later of & suitable per- 
son as his deputy on the island, Dr. Wilbur B. 
Marple, an immense changes forthe better was 
speedily brought about. 


THE STORY OF, QUARANTINE. 

Taking up the story of quarantine, then, with 
the arrival of the Moravia, it is instructive to 
see what happened. On thelst of September 
the President issued his order, imposing a 
twenty-days quarantine on ail vessels bringing 
immigrants sailing after that date. Instead of 
welcoming this order as the harbinger or a 
happy relief to the strain of the situation, the 
Health Officer was reported as declining at first 


to recognize the authority of the President to 
interfere. Happily he speedily changed his atti- 
tude. Tho same tendency to strained relations 
was exhibited subsequently with reference tothe 
use of Camp Low. Fortunately, the Seoretary 
of the Treasury, Mr. Foster, subordinated 
everything to the public welfare. Gov. Flower 
threw his influence in the same direction, and 
s0 the evil results were reduced to a minimum. 
The bare statement of the facts, however, shows 
that all quarantine arrangements should be 
under one authority. As the United States Gov- 
ernmentis an indispensable factor in every 
crisis, aud as the interests atstake are national, 
not local, that single authority ought to be the 
Federal Government. 

Your committee call attention to another 
argumentin favor of a rational quarantine, 
drawn from our recent experience. On Friday, 
Sept. 9, the first measurements were taken for 
the construction of Camp Low at Sandy Hook. 
On Saturday morning, Sept. 17, the camp was 
completed. This camp consists of three pavil- 
ions, containing 209 staterooms, besides nine 
other buildings or rooms necessary for the ad- 
ministration of such acamp. There were also 
100 wall tentsin place and available for use. 
The camp was able to accommodate more 
than 1,000 persons, many of them with a 
much greater degree of comfort than can be 
had upon shipboard. It is true that much of 
the preliminary work of laying foundations and 
the like was found ready to hand, but it stands, 
nevertheless, as a notable achievement that, 
within eight days, » camp, fully oquipped, 
capable of accommodating so many porsons, 
could have been made ready for use. This 
achievement was possible only because the 8ec- 
retary of the Treasury, under whose orders the 
camp was constructed, was able to call on other 
departments of the Government for neves- 
sary co-operation. Tho War Department 
furnished tents and soldiers to erect 
them. The Navy Department furnished 
boats for the transportation of sup- 
plies, and subsequently for the patrol by 
water of the. quarantine grounds. ‘The Navy 
Department also furnished marines to maintain 
the quarantine on land. ‘The Marine Hospital 
service of the Treasury Department was called 
upon to furnish the necossary medical superin- 
tendence—the camp being constructed under 
the direction of Gen. Jonn B. Hamilton, surgeon 
in that service. When Dr. Hamilton wished to 
be relieved, another surgeon was immediately 
at hand to assume his duties, and when 
this successor wished to be relieved, Sur- 
geon Hutton was without delay assigned 
to duty at the camp, and administered it suc- 
cessfully as long as the emergency existed. It 
is clear fromthis statement that the Federal 
Government is equipped for meeting an emer- 
geney as no State board can hope to be equipped. 
Every man assigned to duty in this connection 
was a man who had had special training to fit 
him fortbe duty to which he was assigned. 
Nothing depended upon chance, and the result 
was in every respect satisfactory. Cholera, un- 
fortunately, broke out in the camp, but owing 
to the prompt and intelligent precautions taken 
by the Government officers in charge no second- 
ary case occurred therefrom. 

EVILS OF A STATE ADMINISTRATION, 

This statement illustrates clearly the compara- 
tive disadvantage under which a State admin- 
istration of .quarantine must always labor. 
When the Health Officer found himself oom- 
pelled to face this unusual crisis he had no War 
Department or Navy Department or Marine 
Hospital Service to which to turn. He did ap- 


point several additional assistants, but he was 
obliged to take his chances as to whether they 
would prove to have the necessary qualifi- 
cations for their new and unexpected duties. 
Days of invaluable time were lost before any 
meouns were at hand to remove passengers from 
the ships. The Stonington was subsequently 
placed at his service by a private citi- 
zeu and the New-Hampehire by the Navy De- 
partment. Had the matter been in the hands 
of the Federal Government it is probable 
that vessels enough would have been at the 
disposal Ofthe quarantine oflicer to meet the 
utmost need, inless time than was consumed 
by the Health Officer in making up his mind to 
ask tor the New-Hampsliiire. By a reference to 
the report of the Advisory Committee of Phy- 
sicians, it will be perceived that the Stonington 
wus wholly neglected for three days after she 
was finally quitted by the cabin passengers of 
the Normannia. 
she was available again for use, and then she 
Was used as a measies hospital, in which chil- 
dren from the Scandia and the Bohemia were 
promiscuously mingled, although the children 
from the Bohemia had been removed from a 
ship on which cholera had recently shown 
itself. This atate of facts shows, in the first 
place, poor administration, and in the second, 
that the physician to whom the care of the 
Stonington as a measles hospital was commit- 
ted proved to be totally untit for the service 
suddenly devolved upon him. 

Several weeks after the arrival of the Mora- 
via the Health Otfticer associated with himself 
threo experts—Lieut, Col. Georgo M. Sternberg, 
M. LD., Surgeon United States Army, as consult- 
ing bacteriologist; Dr. J. J. Kinyoun of the 
United States Marine Hospital Service, as disin- 
fector of ships, and Dr. Wilbur bh. Marple, as his 
deputy on Hottman Island. In order to secure 
the services of Col. Sternberg and Dr. Kin- 
youn it was necessary for Dr. Jenkins to apply, 
in the one case to the Kecretary of War, and 
in the other to the head of the Marine Hos- 
pital Service, to have these gentlemen as- 
signed to duty in co-operation with him. Dr. 
Marple was not in the Government service, 
but he hag previously had a large experience 
in the management of immigrants, which 
fitted him for the work at Hoffman Island. In 
other words, suoh expert service as was event- 
ually brought to bear on the quarantine prob- 
lem came in fact largely from menin the serv- 
ice of the Federal Government. No argument 
ie necessary to show how much more promptly 
this solution of affairs would have been reached 
if the Federal Government had had direct con- 
trol of Quarantine, instead of an officer repre- 
senting the State of New-York. 

AN ANTIQUATED SYSTEM. 

Your committee dees not wish to enter upon 
a direct criticiam of the recent quarantine at 
New-York. They are familiar enough with the 
difficulties that had to be contended with to un- 
derstand now hard it would be to he entirely 
just. They are obliged to point out, however, 
to what circumstances it may have been due,

Sucha quarantine would re- 
move passengers from infected ships instantly, 
and separate them into groups: adopt 
inspection

coinmeros after a complete disinfection of both 
ship and cargo, assuming proper appliances to 
be at command, within an interval of from two 
to ten days, according to the sizo of the vessel 
and the character of the cargo. Your commit- 
tee claim that this standard ought to have been 
reached, for nothing short of the best is reason- 
able in connection with the first city of the

NEEDS FOR THE FUTURE. 

In view of the extreme probability of @ re- 
newal of the cholera visitation in the Spring, 
the Chamber ought to demand that in the moan- 
time the Quarantine establishment at New-York 
be equipped and organized so as to be ready to 


deal adequately with any emergenoy. Tho 
quarantine authorities, whether State or Fed- 
eral, will justly be held to a strict account if @ 
second time the quarantine at this port-falls 
shortof the highest scientific standard. The 
comfort and, perhaps, the lives of many thou- 
sands of people, unfold lossesin the interzup- 
tion of business, and the good name of the 
United States before the civilized world all are 
involved. 

In the recent quarantine the last passengers. 
released were the steerage passengers of the 
Scandia and the Bohemia. These were the only 
passengers as to whom Hoffman Island was 
used as a clearing house. Before Dr. Marple’s 
advent, Hoffman Island had been used chtefiy 
as @® place for human storage. It was used also 
to give steerage passengers a chance to be 
bathed and to disinfect their clothing. In some 
cases persons who had been washed and 4isin- 
fected on Hoffman Island were returned to their 
ships to be exposed to fresh outbreaks of 
cholera On shipboard. It is true that the death 
rate in port was very much smaller than the 
death rate at sea. On the other hand, the 
proper standard of comparison is with what 
took place upon land. Cholera appeared both 
at Camp Low and at several placesin the City 
of New-York itself. In both places it was:dealt 
with 80 vigorously that in no instance did» 
secondary case follow an original attack. 


ARGUMENTS FOR FEDERAL CONTROL. 
Your committee, therefore, are clear that the 
recent quarantine experience of New-York 
points with singular emphasis to the importance 
of a national quarantine. They would sum up 
the arguments in its favor, as drawn from this 
experience, as follows: 


1. The Federal Government being an indis- 
pensable factor in every quarantine crisis, it is 
only by giving to the Federal Government com- 
plete control that conflicts of authority and the 
weakening effects of official jealousy can be 
avoided. 

2. The Federal Government, in every crisis, 
through the various arms of the public service, 
is able to command an amount of expert co- 
operation entirely beyond the reach of a State 
department. 

3. The rederal Government has at seommand 
the trained men who have to be summoned to 
the help of the State in time of peril. It is bet- 
ter to have tho Federal Government directly 
responsible, instead of indirectly. 

4. To these may be added the further censid- 
eration that the co-operation of Consuls with 
the quarantine officials is a matter of growing 
importance. The Health Officer complains that 
he failed to receive the aid from this quarter to 
which he was entitled. It is clear that these of- 
ficeors would be less likely to beat fault as 
toward Federal ofticials. 

®& An international supervision of infectious 
diseases is a probable and a very desirable out- 
come of recent experiences. Such an outcome 
= itself would necessitate a national quaran- 

ne. 

It may be pointed out that the Federal Goy- 
ernment already has control of quarantine on 
the Pacific coast and at certain points on the 
Atlantic. 

Bo far as tho harbor of New-York is con- 
cerned, the spit of Sandy Hoek seems to 
offer every facility for an ample and effective 
quarantine under the administration of the 
United States Government. 


RESTRICTIONS ON IMMIGRATION. 
Before closing this report your committee de- 
sire to express their high appreciation of the 
prompt action of the President of the United 
States in virtually suspending immigration fop 
the time being into the port of New-York. This 


staying of the continuous importation of cholera 
from infected European ports while we were in 
an unprotected and somewhat chaotic condi- 
tion was of inestimable service, as it gave 
opportunity to stamp out that whioh had already 
reached us before it obtained a foothold. Bugs 
this indorsement is not intended to place the 
Chamber in the line of opposition to continued 
immigration. 

Your committee fully realize its unquestion- 
able benefits in the past, and the possible ad- 
vautages it oan bring to us in the future, pro 
vided it is surrounded now with such protective 
elements as the magnitude and peculiar chare 
acter of the movement of the present period 
warrants. Heretofore there has been little dia- 
crimination; quantity, irrespective of quality, 
has been the rule, until finally the intelligence 
of the American people is beginning to consider 
the question, Wili not continual indiscriminate 
immigration be a constant menace to the wel- 
fare of the country? The subject is a grave 
one, and shenld receive the careful considera. 
tion of the Government at an early day. 

Your committee desireto place on record 
their high appreolation of the valuable services 
freely rendered by the Advisory Committee of 
Physicians appointed by them. These gentle- 
men, ail of them professional men, gave of their 
time and ripe judgment forthe public benefit 
without stint. The modest narrative of their 
doings reveals at once their activity and the 
value of their recommendations. They richly! - 
deserve the thanks of this Chamber and of the 
community. Mr. William R. Hurst, also, by 
placing the Vamoose at their disposal, has 
earned our thanks, as have also the officers and 
crew of that vessel for their willing service. 

The attitude of Gov. Flower during the whole 
crisis, and of the Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. 
Foster, ontitles them to the thanks of their fel- 
low-citizens throughout the country. 


AN APPEAL TO CONGRESS. 
Your committee offer the following -resolur 
tions: 


Resolved, That the Chamber of Commerce memo- 
rialize the President and the Congress of the United 
States to enact as speedily as may be a suitablo law 
placing the control of Quarantine at New-York and 
at all other places under national control. 

Resolved, That the atiention of Congress is re- 
spectfully directed tothe injurious intinences that 
continued indiscriminate immigration may have 
upon the welfare of this country, in the hope that - 
careful investigation relative thereto may be 
promptly had. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Chamber be ex- 
tended to the Advisory Committee of Physicians for 
their invaluable services in connection with the re- 
cent quarantine at New-York. 

Resolved, That the President of the Chamber of 
Commerce be requested to convey to the Governor 
of the State, his Exceilency Roswell P. Flower, and 
to the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States, the Hon. Charlies Foster, the high sonse ef 
appreciation in which this Chamber holds their 
active, intelligent, and public-spirited services dur- 
ing the recent quarantine.

WHAT SHOW. 


RECORDS OF THK WORK TO SECURE A 
BETTER QUARANTINE. 

Exhibit A covers the correspondence between 
the committee and the Health Officer of the 
Port, the first letter noting the appointment of 
the committee and the advisory body and urg- 
ing the use of Sandy Hook as a quarantine 
camp. Dr. Jenkins replied, under date of Sept. 
10—one day after the letter from the Chamber— 
saying that he would be glad to use Sandy Hook, 
and adding that he had seoured the Stonington 
from Mr. Morgan and the New-Hampshire 
from Secretary Tracy. He would be pleased to 
meet the medical men. 

On Sept. 13 Vico President Ors asked Dr. 
Jenkins for areply to four questions— whether 
merchandise from Europe would be disinfected, 
whether coming from infected porta or not; 
whether merchandise on vessels with clean bills 
of health would bo treated in the same way as 
goods on infected ships; as to what method 
oargoes were to be disinfected; and If it was pos- 
sible to treat parts of cargoes by different 
methods, Dr Jenkins answered on Sept. 23 
that goods from non-infected ports did not rée- 
quire disinfeotion unless first shipped from an 
infected and transhipped from a non-infected 
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port; that a bill of health from a port known to 
be infected was not to be tranted. as of any 
value; that methods of disinfection depended 
upon the nature of the oa: and that different 
methods would be used with different parts of | 
= cargo, to prevent destruction of merchan- 


80, 

Seth Low, for the committee, wrote to Dr. 
Jenkins on Sept. 17, saying: 

“The Chamber of Commerce committee have been 
troubled by the reports they get of the Stonington. 
Oue difficulty appears to them to be that in the mul- 
titude of your cares you are obliged to call upon the 
steamship companies to do the needful, a process 
necessarily slow and almost certain to be unsalis- 
factory in its results. As we understand the situa- 
tion, 1t would seem to us wise to appoint some one to 
have this matter definitely in charge. We send these 
ines by Mr. M. ©. Reynolds, at present Superin- 
tencent of Rockaway Park, whom we believe to be 
4 wan well titted to lift this first of your arduous 
duties off of your shoulders, if you care to have him. 
He can, of course, help you with the New-Hamp- 
shire also, if that be desirable. Mr. Reynolds is in 
Mr. Corbin’s employ, but he can be availed of by you 
for the time being. 

“ Referring to statements in the papers that the 
Normannia’s passengers were placed upon the 
Stonington without any physician in charge, our 
committee beg to say that in our judgment a phy- 
sician should be appointed to the use of each ship 
upon which passengers may be heldin quarantine, 
evenif they are there only for a shorttime. We 
understand that the statement of the papers may be 
inaccurate, but we refer to it because ot its impor- 
tance. 

“Gov. Flower stated to our committee the other 
day that his telegram to you was still in force, by 
which he authorized you to spend any money that 
might be necessary to deal with this emergency 
thoroughly. We assume that all these things will 
be paid for ultimately by the State, but the Chamber 
of Commerce committee are ready to stand in the 
gap asto anything which they or their Advisory 
Committee of Physicians recommend. Nothing that 
ought to be done should be delayed a moment for 
lack of money, and we confidently rely upon your 
turning to us in case of need.” 

Again on Sept. 28 Mr. Orr wrote: 

“The committees of the Chamber of Commerce 
have noticed with mingled regret and indignation 
the new outbreak of cholera on the Bohemia. 

“You havehad at your command for many days, 
available to enable you to remove these people from 
the Bohemia, an infected ship, if you had wished to 
do 80, Hotfman’s Isiand, Fire island, the Stoning- 
ton, the New-liampshire and Camp Low. The most 
reliabie expert testimonyin the country, including 
Drs. Welch and Biggs, in whose judgment you have 
expressed confidence, have given it as their opinion 
that the first duty of the Health Officer is to re- 
more well people from infected vessels. You 
have chosen, in the face of all this testimony, to con- 
tinue to purse the opposite course of striving to 
stamp out the cholera on infected ships while still 
inhabited, a course which these experts have pointed 
out is likely tobe 60 much more costly, both in the 
sacrifice of huinan life and in the delay of vessels. 
In the name of humanity, and in the name of the 
vast interests involved in the health of the city and 
the commerce of New-York, we protest against the 
continuance of your past policy for another day. 

“ We have offered to work with you in every pos- 
sible way; we have omitted to do nothing that either 
you orvur Advisory Committee of Physicians have 
suggested, but we feel that our efforts are being 
pullitied by youradherence to a policy condemned in 
every quarter by those competent to judge. 

“There may be some explanation of your course 
not apparent to the commitice. We shall be glad to 
give due weight to anything you may Care to say.” 

The next day Dr. Jenkins replied that he con- 
curred in the importance of removing well per- 
sons from infected ships, and he denied that 
he had pursued the other course. When 
removal was impracticable he had made every 
effort to eradicate the infection on shipboard at 
once. Hoffman Island, he declared, was fully 
occupied; Camp Low was not ready until the 
evening of Sept. 27, Fire Island was purchased 
at nis request fer cabin passengers only; the 
Stonington was in use as an isolation hospital 
tor eases of measles, and by advice of the 
Committee of Physicians he had sent the New- 
Hampshire to Ellis Island. Finally Dr. Jenkins 
declared that he had no policy in opposition to 
that recommended by the Advisory Committeo 
and sanitarians generally. 

Exhibit B gives the Jetters from the special 
committee to Drs. Alfred L. Loomis, A. Jacobi, 
FE. G. Janeway, Stephen Smith, R. H. Derby, J.

THE DOCTORS AT WORK. 

The first supplementary report of the Ad- 
visory Committee is as follows:

The Medical Advisory Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce was organized on Satur- 
day, rept. 10, isv2, and consisted of Drs. 
Stephen Smith, A. Jacobi, E. G. Janeway, A. L. 
Loomis, R. H. Derby, Allan McLane Hamilton, 
and TI. Mitchell Prudden. To their number was 
subsequently added Dr. H. M. Biggs. 

The original committee, on Sunday, Sept. 11, 
visited (uarantine and had a short interview 
with the Health Officer of the Port. The pur- 
pose of the committee at this interview was to 
tender its service and counsel to the Health 
Officer, and to further ascertain whether, and in 
what way. the aid of the Chamber of Commerce 
would be acceptable to him in the emergency. 
There appeared in his response to this teyder 
to be no way in which either the service or the 
counsel of the Advisory Loard could be at that 
time of use to the Health Officer. The profes- 
sional, clerical, and other service at his com- 
mand seemed to him ample for the emergency. 
The possibility of co-operation and aid 
on the part of the Chamber of Commerce in 
procuring a ship, or ships, to which the 
detained passengers might be transferred, was 
suggested by the committee, but the Health 
Officer was of the opinion that such aid was un- 
necessary—he was already himself negotiating, 
he said, for the Stubbenhuk, a freight ship with 
little or no accommodation for passengers. At 
this time the Moravia, the Normannia, the 
Rugia, the Wyoming, and the Scandia were at 
anchor at the lower (juarantine. All these were 
thought to be infected ships, and all had their 
paasengers on board save the steerage passen- 
gers of the Normannia and Rugia, which had 
been transferred to Hoffman Island. The cabin 
passengers of the Normannia bad been trans- 
ferred on the preceding day to the Stonington. 

The committee then visited Sandy Hook, 
where the most vigorous measures were under 
way by the order of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for the establishment of a quarantine 
camp. The importance of arranging the camp 
for an isolated grouping of its inhabitants was 
urged upon the officer in charge. 

The committee met on Monday, Sept. 12, to 
determine as fully as possible upon its policy 
and what outlook there seemed to be for useful 
effort on its part. It seemed evident to all the 
members of the committee who shared in its 
deliberations that the only way in which we 
eould hope to be useful was in quietly making 
certain recommendations tothe Health Officer 
of a technical pature; in urging immediate 
action whenever a definite purpose was reavied 
by him, and in the attempt quietly to har- 
monize the various helpful agencies which the 
critical situation had evoked. 

The propriety of wholly ignoring for the mo- 
ment whatever in the immediate past in the 
conduct of the quarantine might, under other 
circumstances, have seemed to the committee 
to justify either criticism or censure, was 80 evi- 
dent as to need no diseussion. To make such 
suggestions to the Health Officer and to recom- 
mend such action on the part of the special 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce as 
would seem to promise relief in the situation of 
afiaira which each day presented was the pur- 
pose with which we entered upon our work. 

On Monday the second attempt was being 
made to land the Noruiannia passengers at 
Fire Island. The New-Hampshire was anchored 
in the lower bay, and it was believed that the 
rabin passengers of the Rugia would be trans- 
ferred either to this ship or to the Stonington, 
as soon as she could be cleaned and made ready. 
We felt it unwise at this moment in any way to 
distract the attention of the Health Officer from 
the fulfillment of these most imperative duties 
to the Normannia and Kugia cabin passengers. 


CONFERENCE WITH THE HEALTH OFFICER. 

On Tuesday morning, Sept. 13, the committee 
met and received a message from the Health 
Officer, stating that he would be pleased to con- 
fer with them at any hour on this day or the 
next, but preferably on this day, and to con- 
sider any suggestions which they might have to 
make. The committee at once visited the 
Health Officer at Quarantine, with the primary 
purpose of learning from an official source the 
exact condition of affairs. At this interview 
we learned, with such details as were at the 
Immediate command of the Health Officer, tho 


exact condition of each quarantined ship and 
its passengers, and the purposes, 60 far as they 
were tixed upon, which the Health Officer 
seemed to have in view for the relief of the sit-

The committee met in the evening on its re- 
turn to New-York, and sent a communication to 
the Chamber of Commerce advising that steps 
be taken to procure a ship for the immediate 
transfer of steerage passengers, and another 
which would afford immediate accommodation 
for cabin passengers in case of an emergency 
in which the Fire Island accommodations should 
be in use, or the weather prevent their imme- 
diate transfer. 


AN EXPERT FOR HOFFMAN ISLAND. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 14, the committee met 
again, having in the meantime seoured the serv- 
ices of Dr. W. B. Marple in superintending the 
changes to be proposed on Hofiman IsJand. Dr. 
Marple, in whose expert knowledge and ad- 
ministrative capacity the committee placed the 
utmost reliance, had consented at great person- 


al sacrifice to immediately leave his own affairs 
and assume the duties and responsibilities in- 
volved. 

Atthis meeting the following recommenda- 
tions Were made and transmitted to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Health Officer: 

“The Medical Advisory Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce, in view of the data 
which it now has in hand regarding the existing 
conditions at (juarantine, recommends: 

“ First—That some person whom this commit- 
tee considers to be competent shall be imme- 
diately placed in charge of the disinfection and 
isolation systems on Hofiman Island, and that 
such changes be at once made as shall render 
possible a more perfectisolation of the detained 
emigrants into groups, personal cleanliness, 
and the disinfection of clothing and effects. 
For this ofiice we suggest Dr. W. B. Marple.” 

The primary reason for this recommendation 
has been given above, and its wisdom will be 
evident when the account is given of the visit 
of the committee to Hotfman Island on Sept. 15. 

“ Second—We recommend that a bacteriologist 
shall be appointed who shail be freed from all 
other imperative duties, in order that he may be 
able to attend promptly to the bacterial ex- 
aminations so frequently necessary under ex- 
isting conditions, upon the promptitude and 
certainty of whose results often depend the 
personal “welfare and the lives of hundreds of 
persons.” 

The recommendation No. 2 was made in 
view ofthe fact that the Wyoming, with ail her 
passengers, was still in detention at Lower 
Quarantine, where she was sent on account of 
the suspicious nature of certain deaths which 
had oceurred on board after she had passed 
Quarantine, as we were informed, five days be- 
fore. 

Since under ordinary conditions the biological 
examination should show within three or atthe 
utmost four days with great certainty whether 
suspicious deaths were or were not due to 
Asiatic cholera, ana yet no definite report 
seemed to have been received, it seemed possi- 
ble to the committee that the physicians at 
Swinburne Island, where the bacterial work 
was done, might be so busy as to be unable to 
attend to all the duties of the situation. In any 
event, it seemed wise*to secure in the fullest 
Ineasure Wise counselin such an important 
matter. 

“* third—The committee urges the importance 
of the immediate adoption, wherever it may be 
possible, among detained passengers, of a more 
strict isolation in groups, and counsels the im- 
mediate arrangement in all detention places, on 
shipboard or on land, of proper barriers and 
facilities for caring for the detained in abso- 
lutely isolated groups.” 

This recommendation was made and urged in 
view of the fact that no actual application of 
the grouping system among the detained—ex- 
ceptin acrude and, as will be seen, ineflicient 
way on Hotiman Island—was evidently in view. 
The separation of detained passengers into 
groups as small as practicable is one of the re- 
sources of modern quarantine, which gives 
promise of a speedy release of a large propor- 
tion of the detained persons, even should chol- 
era have made its appearance in some of the 
isolated groups, since all those in the other 
groups would have been protected against the 
possibility of fresh infection, and could go free 
at the end of the incubation period. 

In view of the complex and technical nature 
of many questions which would evidently pre- 
sent themselves in the immediate future—disin- 
fection problems involved in passengers’ bag- 
gage, merchandise, and infected ships—the 
Conference Committee asked the special com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce to request 
the presence and counsel on asubsequent day 
of the following distinguished experts: 

Walter Wyman, M. D., Supervising General of 
the United States Marine Hospital Service. 

Prof. William H. Welch of the Johns Hopkins 
University. ; 

Dr. E. A. Bhakespeare, Health Officer of the 
Port of Philadelphia. : 

Dr. J. J. Kinyoun, Assistant Surgeon United 
States Marine Hospital Service. 

Dr, George M. Sternberg, Lieutenant Colonel 
and Surgeon United States Army. 

The movements of the committee were great- 
ly facilitated at this time by the generous action 
of Mr. William R. Hurst, who placed at its dis- 
posal the steam yacht Vamoose. 

On Thursday, Sept. 15, the committee visited 
the Heaith Otticer at Quarantine and obtained 
his specitic promise to adopt each of these above 
recommendations. He stated that the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Sternberg as Consulting Bacterivlo- 
gist was already made, and arrangements were 
completed with Dr. Sternberg to assume at once 
the duties of this position. 

At the request of the committee, the Health 
Ofticer promised that he would notify the com- 
mittee of his intention to send any of the infect- 
ed ships up to the docks in time for conference 
on the matter. 

DEPLORALBLE CONDITION OF 
AND. 

In company with the Health Officer, the com- 
mittee now visited Hoffman Island. We found 
Hoffman Island greatly overcrowded with the 
steerage passengers of the Normannia and the 
Rugia, with some of their crews. We found an 
incomplete separation of the people into two 
groups by a fence, which divides the island into 
two parts. The drinking water, which 18 


brought to the island by boat, is stored in sev- 
eral cisterns beneath that part of the asphalted 
surface of the island on which the detained peo- 
ple are kept. The mouthe of these cisterns are 
protected with iron covers, which are furnished 
with padlocks. One of these covers, about 
which the *“‘suspects” were closely grouped, 
was unlocked, and could have been raised by 
any of them, exposing the water. Another of 
the covers was s0 worn that several openings 
were found, through which, at any time, in- 
fected material from the clothing or persons of 
the detained passengers could easily have fallen 
and dangerously polluted the water supply. 

We found that the only dining room on the 
island for the quarantined persons was in that 
part fenced oif on the south side. This was 
wholly inadequate, in the opinion of those in 
charge and in the opinion of the committee, 
for the accommodation even of the people in 
this group. 

We {pund that the only laundry on the island 
for the use of detained persons was also on the 
south side. Part of the floor of this laundry was 
tlooded with water, and the number of set tubs 
was wholly inadequate to the needs of the large 
numberof persons confined in this precinct. We 
found that the faucets from which drinking wa- 
ter was drawn were set so low and 60 near to a 
long trough or sink beneath, into which refuse, 
food, &c., was occasionally thrown, as to sug- 
gest the possibility of dangerous contamination 
of the water as it was drawn. . 

We found a wholly inadequate privy accommo- 
dation on both sides of the island, but new 
structures were building on both sides. 

While the condition of affairs on the south 
side of the island was extremely ungatisfactory, 
owing to its overcrowding, and the lack of a 
suificient number of employes, and the other 
neglected conditions just described, the north- 
ern side wasin a state so deplorable and un- 
sanitary thatitis difficult for your committee 
to describe it in temperate language. In the 
first place, as there was no dining room, the de- 
tained persons, over 400 in number, as w® 
were informed, received their food directly 
frem the distributing vessels brought from 
the kitchen, and were obliged to eat it 
either on the asphalted pavement outside, or in 
the dormitory crowded with cote, bedding, and 
such of their effects as they had been permitted 
to retain. Under these circumstances it is not 
strange, considering the class of people so large- 
ly represented among those here contined, that 
we should have been informed that it was a 
practice among many of them, which the au- 
thorities could not prevent, to stow away uL- 
used portions of food among their bedding or 
about their clothes. 

So far as we could learn, there was absolutely 
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no place for the large numberof persons cou- 
fined on this side of the isiand to wash tueir 
clothing, except by standing op the rocks bor- 
dering the island and using sea water. Inas- 


privy accommodations had been wholly inade- 
quate, these rocky borders of the isiand were in 
a wost filthy condition. Furiher, since the | 
privies, both old and new, discharged directly | 
into the water close to the shore, itis evident | 
that, aside from the utter lack of proper 
facilities for washing, these people wers 
forced, if they made any attempt at | 
cleanliness at all, to do so under condi- 
tions which were «lways filthy and disgusting, | 
and might at any moment be traught with dan- 
gor ol iresh infection. In other words, between 
four and five hundred persons were obliged, as 
wasb their clothing, if 


hundred feet iong, directiy upon which, or in 
the water within a few feet of which ali the ex- 
crement of these hundreds of people was de- 
posited. 

Your committee saw one of the “suspects”’ 
coming from the rocks close beside one of these 
privies, Whose refuse full into the sea water 
within a few fees of the shore, bringing a gar- 
ment washed in this water up to the area for 
drying. In view of this condition of affairs, it 
is interesting to note that new cases of cholera 
continued to appear among the passengers and 
crew of the Normannia and Rugia, as we were 
informed, for several days after their isolation 
on the island. One case, which was pronounced 
cholera, did, in fact, occur among the people 
whose sanitary condition we have just de- 
scribed after their transfer to the camp at 
Sandy Hook. ; 

In this connection, as will be seen later in this 
report, itis worthy of note that after the cor- 
rection of the most glaring of these sanitary 
enormities, not a single case of cholera occurred 
among the Scandia passengers, who, after re- 
moval from their ship, remained eight days 

| under observation here, and up to this date we 
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We were A Med Superintendent of 
the island that inside and the floors of the 
dormitory north side had not 
been thoroughly washed, r with or without 
disinfectants, since the ee had been 
placed there several days before. Tho observa- 
tions of the committee gave them no grounds 
for doubting this statement of the Superintend- 


ent, 

When illness occurred the person was re- 
moved from his bed and the immediate sur- 
roundings were treated with sublimate. But a 
thorough washing or disinfection of the whole 
region was impracticable, it was stated, on ac- 
count of the dampness of the situation and the 
danger that the passengers would take cold. 
We found that there was actually no available 
suitable room to which a person suddenly at- 
tacked with cholera or any other suspicious ill- 
ness could be removed pending his transfer to 
the hospital on Swinburne Island. The room 
which had been used fer this purpose was Low 
— occupied && @ storage room for cleansed 
mmigrants’ clothing and bedding. Moreover, 
the adjoining sulphurio-acid disinfecting cham- 
ber was found to be in communication with this 
room by cracks in the wali, so that the fames 
ofthe disinfectant, if the chamber were em- 
ployed, would prevent the occupanoy of the 
ete 5 tm A isolation room. In fact, such persons 
had been temporarily nage in a hallway in 
one of the buildings while awaiting removal. 

While this committee in this hasty inspection 
could not pronounce an absolute opinion on the 
efficacy of the steam and hot-air disinfecting 
chambers and wished to obtain later expert 
opinion on the matter, it still seemed to them 
that some changes might be made in its con- 
— aa which would insure more reliable re- 
sults. 


GENERAL LAXITY IN ADMINISTRATION. 
There appeared to be an absolute lack of dis- 
cipline and order among the detained passen- 
gers, and no attempt to follow any system such 
as modern quarantine methods embrace look- 


ing toward the speedy freeing of the people. It 
was a system of simple human atorage under 
decidedly unfavorable sanitary conditions 
which was being practiced. 

It seemed to the committee that certain 
changes in the administration building would 
greatly improve its sanitary condition, notably 
the replacement of cocoa matting on the stairs 
and hallways by oilcloth or linoleum, the build- 
ing of  aphesaryd by which the stored provisions 
might be kept apartfrom the common passage- 
ways, the clearing away of an old and cumber- 
some disintecting chamber to give much-needed 
room, the repair of an unused boiler, and its 
connection with cooking and disinfecting or 
heating apparatus outside. 

It seemed to the committees that there was a 
penenes laxity in administration which revealed 

tselfin nearly every feature which we exam- 
ined. The partial attempts at grouping of the 
passengers and their exciusion from the admin- 
istration grounds of the island did not seem to 
be efficiently carried out, since some of the gate- 
ways were of opened meshed wire netting, 
others were unguarded. There seemed to be no 
assurance on the part of those having this mat- 
ter in charge beyond the mere fact that the or- 
der had been given that every passenger or- 
dered a bath had actually bathed from head to 
foot. “I can’t watch every one of them myself, 
can I?’ was the tinal answer of the Superin- 
tendent to our inquiry regarding this vital mat- 
ter. In any event, the ss of the bath 
was apparently left to the whim of the passen- 


ger. 

This statement embraces only the more im- 
portant points noted in our inspection. 

The committee was informed during this visit 
to Hoffman Island, as it was in its subsequent 
observations of the treatment of detained pas- 
sengers in quarantine with what seemed to be 
a feeling on the part of those in charge that 
these people all might justly be treated very 
much Tike cattle, because the natural condition 
ofmany of them was that of desperate unclean- 
liness, and because many of them were accus- 
tomed to being herded like brutes. 

Two facts seem to have been largely ignored, 
first, that there were among these uncleanly, 
brutal foreigners a not inconsiderable number 
of American citizens, or of cleanly, respectable 
immigrants, and, second, that enforced cleanli- 
ness and salubrity of surroundings are essential 
to the successful management of a modern 
quarantine detention. 

The administration which we found was one 
which seemed content to hold all to the level of 
the lowest rather than one which strove to 
raise all to the level of the highest among the 
steerage passengers. 

THE COMMITTEE’S DIFFICULT TASK. 

In this condition of affairs two courses lay 
open to the committee: It could make public 
the deplorable inadequacy of the island in its 
present condition for the purposes of a quaran- 


tine, and the evidences of neglect of primary 
sanitary precautions against the spread of the 
cholera among the detained persons, and try to 
secure improvement through public clamor. 
This, it seemed to the committee, would be a 
very hazardous step to take, in view of the pos- 
sible immediate appearance of the cholera in 
New-York, and the panic which was likely to 
ensue, and the great mental uneasiness and 
damage to vast commercial interests which 
such a panic would be likely to bring 
about. Such a course was, moreover, 
not in harmony with the police with 
which the committee had _ entere upon 
its work. On tbe other hand, the committee 
had received definite assurance that the Health 
Officer would take immediate steps to inaugu- 
rate such improvements as it might suggest. 
We therefore decided with little hesitation that 
the wisest course lay in the attempt to bring 
about animmediate reform by the aid of the 
Chamber of Commerce through the proper 
official channels. This course seemed especially 
promising, since the change would, it was be- 
lieved, be made under the direction of Dr. Mar- 
ple, whom the Health Officer had promised to 
place in charge of Hoifman Island. 

Accordingly, the committee recommended 
that the sea wail be immediately surrounded 
by astrong high wire netting, s0 that the peo- 
ple could not defile the rocks about the island; 
that school sinks be immediately placed under 
all the closets, so that all discharges might be 
received into disinfectants and remain there 
some time before being deposited in the sea; 
the immediate repair of the laundry on the 
south side, and the building of a laundry build- 
ing on the north side; the immediate 
construction of a dining room on the 
north side; such changes in the admin- 
istration building as should look toward 
the improvement of itg sanitary condition and 
the utilization of its space, boiler facilities, &e. 
The propriety of replacing all wire gates with 
sheet iron was suggested. The immediate em- 
ployment of a large corps of workers was 
urged; also the immediate construction of 
tight temporary wooden covers for the cis- 
terns; the erection of an isolation pavilion far 
“suspects” awaiting transfer to Swinburne 
Island. The question of a rurther provision for 
grouping the people in smaller numbers was 
considered, but the details of this matter it was 
thought wise to defer until the more absolutely 
urgent affairs were attended to. 

The committee, accompanied by the Health 
Officer, now visited the Stonington, which, 
through the generosity of Mr. Pierpont Morgan, 
had been placed at the service of the Health 
Officer in the great emergency. Neither the 
Stonington nor the New-Hawpshire had up to 
this time been thoroughly inspected, he said, by 
the Health Officer. Our visit to the Stonington 
was made three days after she had been vavated 
for the second time by the Normannia’s passen- 
gers. We found on board a policeman, a colored 
steward, one or two mechanics, and a few mis- 
cellaneous persons, Who seemed to be without 
function, as they were without facilities for 
work. The dishes last used by the Normannia’s 
passengers were piled in heaps on the floor un- 
washed; meat in the refrigerator was spoil- 
ing and oilensive; heaps of table and bed 
linen were piled or scattered about. Several 
passengers’ trunks were lying about the cabin. 
Life preservers, marked ‘‘ Normannia,” were 
also seen in the cabin. There was, it was said, 
only about a gallon of water left on board. 
There had been no water for washing the dishes 
and no service under orders either to wash the 
dishes, or in any other way to clean up the ship. 
The range was out of order and was said by a 
mechanic (engineer or fireman?) to be unsafe 
trom lack of tirebrick. The water pumps did 
not work, the lighting facilities seemed inad- 
equate, and the whole aspect of allairs was one 
of deplorable neglect. 

Aside from the obvious necessity of cleaning 
the ship and repairing the mechanical defecta, 
the coumittee suggested to the Health Officer 
the advisability of removing the carpets and 
all hangings and covering the tloors with oil 
cloth, 80 that it might be possible to more effi- 
ciently cleanse the ship after occupancy. 

The impression which the cominittee gained 
from this visit was that this generous gift of 
Mr. Morgan was an added resource to the im- 


! mediately available facilities ef the New-York

The committee then visited Sandy Hook, 
making a hasty tour of the as yet uncompleted 
Camp Low and finding & most encouraging en- 
erey manifested in the preparations there. 

In view of the expectation that Camp Low 
would be ready on the following day, or the 
next, for the reception of the detained steerage 
passengers and crews on Hollman Island, and in 
view of the unsatisfactory condition of the ial- 
and and of the disinfecting pliant there, the com- 


' mittee thought that it would be a most wise 


precaution to bathe and reclothe the people who 
were to be transferred before they left the isl- 
and, disinfecting as well as might be their own 
clothing and forwarding it to them afterward. 
The Health Officer, though not apparently 
approving this plan, consented to have it car- 
ried out. Accordingly, before Camp Low was 
ready to receive its refugees, the special com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce had pro- 
cured and forwarded to ere nearly 
1,000 suits of clothing. While the committee 
advised the use of this extra olothing in the 
Way suggested, it felt that it was wiser to 
finally leave the decision of the question 
whether it should be used for this purpose or 
for a similar purpose with the people who 
should next be brought to Hoffman Island from 
the ships, to the Health Officer and Dr. Marple, 
who was to be se in charge of the island. 
in fact, the clothing waa not used for the Nor- 
| imapnia and Rugia passengers, but was of great 
| service, as we were informed, fer the stcerazo 
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the Hf th Officer Snes Fire Island woul be a 
sufficient resource for cabin passengers in any 
emergency, no matter what the weather, the 
committee thought it unwise to urge further 
effort to procure more ship accommodations, 
and so advised the Special Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Again the Health 
Officer stated that he was negotiating for the 
Stubbenhuk, which he intended to have fitted 
up for the accommodation of steerage pas- 
sengers. 

On Friday, Sept. 16, at 2:30 P. M., the Advis- 
ory Committee met in council with experts who 
had been requested to join them, the Health 
Otficer being present, and considered in an in- 
formal way a series of subjects involved in dis- 
infection and quarantine. 

On Saturday, Sept. 17, so far as could be 
learned, no definite steps had yet been made to 
get the Stonington in order. 


GREATER FACILITIES FOR 
NEEDED. 

On Monday, Sept. 19, the committee discussed 

and adopted the summing up of opinion on dis- 

infection, quarantine, &o., embodied in the re- 

port, which has already been transmitted to 


the Quarantine Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

The following recommendation was also at 
this time sent to the Chamber of Commerce 
Committee: 

“Your Advisory Medical Committee is con- 
vinced that the facilities now at the command 
of the Health Officer of the Port of New-York 
are not sufficient to enable him to care for the 
infeoted ships and their cargoes which are now 
detained at the lower Quarantine, or which may 
be yet to come, in such @ Way as absolutely to 
insure the safety of the city and the country 
from further entrance of the germs of Asiatic 
cholera, should they be allowed to discharge 
cargo and land, and to permit such a speedy re- 
entrance into commerce of the ships themselves 
as is fair and just to the steamship companies 
which are or may be interested. 

“ We therefore recommend that the Health 
Officer be urged, either at once or at your dis- 
cretion, to apply to the Supervising Surgeon 
General of the Marine Hospital Service of the 
United States for a detail of such an officer or 
such officers as may be necessary to superintend 
the disinfection of such infected ships and their 
cargoes as may now be ready for treatment, or 
mo | be placed in a similar condition in the im- 
mediate future. 

**We recommend further that the Surgeon 
General of the Marine Hespital Service be 
called upon for the loan of such modern appli- 
ances for ship and cargo disinfection as he can 
spare from other places. If the furnishing of 
such appliances be not practicable, we urge the 
securing of such appropriations of money from 
the State as may be necessary for their immedi- 
ate construction and Feeneration under the di- 
rection of the Health Officer of the Port and the 
detailed officer.”’ 

Onthe morning of Tuesday, Sept. 20, repre- 
sentatives of the committee visited Quarantine, 
and, accompanied by the Health Officer, re- 

aired to Hoftiman Island. We found that Dr. 

arple had not yet been formally placed in 
charge in the manner promised, although the 
recommendation of his immediate appointment 
had been made on the 14th inst. and transmit- 
ted to the Health Officer immediately there- 
after. Five days had elapsed since the previ- 
ous visit of the committee to .Hoffman Island 
andits preliminary recommendations for im- 
mediate changes. We found that a high wire 
fence, such as we had recommended, 
Was under construction, so that fouling 
of the rocks was in the way of being 
prevented; that the school sinks had 
been completed under the privies, so that 
all discharges could be disinfected; that pipes 
had been laid so that these privies could be 
flushed with sea water; that the mouths of the 
cisterns, which had been exposed to the evident 
possibility of infection, had been covered in 
with wooden boxes; that a corrugated iron 
building on the north side of the island, to be 
used fora dining room, was inclosed andin a 
fair way toward completion. Further sugges- 
tions were made for the construction of a cook- 
room and laundry on the north side of the 
island, for changes in fence lines, <o. 

We wereintormed by the Health Otticer at this 
visit that he had made application to the Su- 
pervising Surgeon General of the Marine Hos- 
pital Service forthe detail of Dr. J. J. Kinyoun 
to advise in regard to infection of ships and 
their cargoes before our formal recommenda- 
tion of such a course had been received by him. 

Certain sanitary defects having been observed 
at Fire leland by amember of the committee 
who was requested to inspect the quarantine 
facilities there, the Quarantine Committe of the 
Chamber of Commerce was advised of the con- 
dition of affairs, and asked to take steps looking 
toward the securing of an adequate supply of 
water, the disinfecting and cleansing of cess- 
pools, &c., a suitable heating apparatus, and an 
arrangement of the detained persons in groups. 

On Wednesday, w 21, Dr. Marple began, 
as deputy of the Health Officer on Hoiftman 
Ieland, to institute such changes in the manage- 
ment of the Scandia passengers, over 900 in 
number, at this time detained there, as might 
seem to him feasible under the existing oondi- 
tions. 

Although our visit te the Stonington, and our 
recommendation for its immediate cleansing 
and the repair of certain parts were made on 
Sept. 15, on Sept. 23 the Secretary of the com- 
mittee was informed by the Quarantine Com- 
missioners that the ollcloths which the Health 
Officer had joined the committee in recommend- 
ing to replace the carpets had not yet been laid 
down, and, furthermore, that the boat had been 
stripped of its bedding by the Hamburg Steam- 
ship Company. It was stated that otherwise 
the repairs suggested had been made, 

On Sept. 23 the Health Officer publicly an- 
nounc the Sepomreess of Dr. G, M. Stern- 
berg as “ consulting bacteriologist,” by author- 
ity of the Secretary of War,and the appointment 
of Dr. J. J. Kinyoun as “ Superintendent of 
Disinfection ’’ of the ships in the lower bay, by 
authority of the Surgeon General of the Marine 
Hospital Service, and announced his approval 
of the views of the Advisory Committee on 

uarantine detention of passengers and the 
disinfeotion of passengers, baggage, merchan- 
dise, and infected ships. 

On Monday, Sept. 26, the committee learned 
that the Stonington had been made use of as 
an isolation ship for cases of measles removed 
from the island emigrants, and that over seven- 
ty cases Were on board. We then took steps to 
learn from the Board of Health of New-York 
City whether measles cases in charge of the 
Health Officer of the port would be received 
and cared for on North Brother Island, or else- 
where. 

We recommended at this time that the scope 
of Dr. Kinyoun’s supervision of the disinfec- 
tion of ships be so extended thatit should em- 
brace all infected ships in charge of the Health 
Officer, and that an assistant be appointed by 
that officer, who might thus become practically 
conversant with the disinfection methods 
practiced under the direction of this repre- 
sentative of the Marine Hospital Service. The 
purchase by the Quarantine Commissioner of a 
sulphur furnace was also advised. 

The committe requested the Chamber of Com- 
merce to sanction the investigation of certain 
technical points regarding the viability of the 
cholere bacillus in connection with sugar car- 
goes, in view of the possibility of devising some 
mode of procedurein the discharge of sugar 
oargoes Which should be less troublesome and 
costiy than that whichjis now in vogue at this 
port or in practice elsewhere in this country. 

In view of the report that Camp Low might 
be usedinthe immediate future forthe deten- 
tion of healthy immigrants coming under the 
twenty days’ quarantine regulation, the com- 
mittee urged upon the Chamber of Commerce 
its sense of the importance of holding free the 
facilities of this camp for steerage passengers, 
legitimate “suspects,” should an infected or sus- 
picious ship arrive in the immediate future. 


IMPROVED UNDER DR. MARPLE, 

On Tuesday, Sept. 27, the committee visited 
Quarantine, and, accompanied by the Health 
Officer, repaired to Hoffman Island. We found 
Dr. Marple in charge of aflairs,,and the whole 
aspect and comportment of the people present- 


ed a most gratifying and reassuring contrast to 
the condition which we had found on our first 
visit. The dormitories and the airfg ground 
were more cleauly; the people were in groups, 
in charge of selected persons to look after their 
immediate welfare and cleanliness, and there 
were everywhere evidences of a definite drill 
and system which gave &® most encourag- 
ing outlook. The new dining room, on 
the north side of the island, was ready 
for ocoupancy, but the dishes and other 
necessary utensils had not yet arrived. The 
cook room and laundry were well under way, 
the privy accommodations were in order, the 
people were kept from defiling the water front 
by the new wire fence, and now, on the eighth 
day after tueir removal from the Scandia, there 
had been uo illness whatsoever in any way sus- 
picious of cholera. The situation had b: en ren- 
wered more difficult by the occurrence of 
measies among the people, but those found to 
be aflected had been at once removed to the 
Stonington. The baggage and all personal 
effects had, it was said, been subjected to the 
usual disinfecting processes. Under the cir- 
cumstances the committee unhesitatingly rec- 
ommended that the people, should they on final 
inspection be still found free from all sus- 
picion of cholera, be at once released. in the 
advisability of this step there appeared to be 
complete concurrence on the part of the Health 
Officer and of Dr. Marple. 

Although the general condition of the island 
and its inhabitants was, as we have indicated, 
greatly improved, we found that the boilers 
which are used for cooking, pumping, and disia- 
fectiag had given out. Dinuer had been served 
to the 900 detained inhabitants of the island 
the day before with the groatest difliculty and 
after several epg He ef because the boilers, 
as we Were told, ‘leaked and put out the fire.” 
To-day the boilers were wholly useless and un- 
der repair. Cooking was finally provided for in 
atemporary way by conveying steam to the 
kitchen vy a pipe from a boat lying at the dock. 
It was recommended, with the concurrence of 
the Health Oitcer, that an upright steam boiler 
be at once procured for immediate use on Hoff- 
man Island of sulticient capacity to cook food 
for the persons detained there, to pump water 
for cleaning, and to run an electric light plant. 
And we recommended the procuring of such a 
lighting plant. 

The necessity for an electriclight plant was 
shown by the statement of Dr. Marple, to the 
effect that without abundant light in and about 
the building it is impossible, by any practicable

pe. 

The immediate necessity for all these improve- 
ments was, as we unders recognized by the 
Health Officer, who stated that he should give 
the necess orders for them at once. 

We cordial i, coincided with the opinion of Dr. 
Marple that it was necessary at once to secure 
the further services of sixteen capable persons, 
now employed for that purpose, to look after 
the cleanliness and welfare of the new “ sus- 
pects,” soon to be brought to the island. In this 
opinion we understood the Heaith Officer to 
conour. 

We further urged the importance of the prep- 
aration of a suitable place for the separate 
housing of these sixteen employes, such as could 
be readily done by a slight alteration in some 
small rooms now unused in wings of the main 
buildings. 

It was, as we understood, arranged before we 
left Quarantine that the transfer of the Scandia 
passengers to Ellis Island should be begun the 
next day. It was further arranged, as we un- 
derstood, that the Bohemia passengers should 
be transferred to Hoffman Island as soon as 
possible after the release of the Scandia people. 


HEALTH OFFICER ALWAYS READY ‘TO 
PROMISE, 

We called the attention of the Health Officer 
to the number of days which had elapsed since 
the Normannia’s steerage passengers had been 
discharged from Camp Low. Since he expressed 


lack of definite knowledge upon these points, we 
strongly urged upon him the impagrtance of at 
once ascertaining from Camp Low what number 
of persons they were ready to accommodate 
there of the class who had been detained from 
infeoted ships on the island, and whether “ sus- 
pects” would be received directly from infected 
ships. This he promised to do at once on his 
return to Quarantine. 

On the following day, Sept. 28, part of the 
Scandia passengers were transferred, and the 
new boilers, &c., which had been found neces- 
sary were, as we were informed, procured. 

On Sept. 29 we were informed that the island 
was freed of the Soandia people, and the 
recessary cleansing in preparation for the Bo- 
hemia passengers, now about thirteen days in 
port, was begun. 

At aninterview with the Health Officer on 
this day we were informed that he still had not 
ascertained from Camp Low exactly how many 
and what class of people they were prepared to 
receive there. This he again promised to ascer- 
tain by wire at once. 

We learned to-day that measles eases had 
——_ on the Stonington, not only from the 
Scandia passengers, but also from the Ho- 
hemia, an infected ship. Although it was said 
by the Health Ofiicer that these two sets of 
cases had been kept apart on the Stonington, 
the absolutenegs of this separation did not seem 
80 certain from the meagre details which we 
could obtain that we were willing to advise the 
transfer of the measles cases from the Stoning- 
ton to the New-York Board of Health, as had 
been hitherto proposed, without a personal in- 
spection of the vessel. 

The committee urged again at this interview 
what had been suggested at the previous one, 
hamely, that some of the isolated hospitals on 
Swinburne Island be used for measies cases 
which might in future ocour. This seemed 
especially important to the committee at the 
present moment, since the quarantine detention 
ofthe people on the Stonington, on account 
of cholera, would apparently be indefinitely ex- 
tended if new cases of measles from among the 
suspected Bohemia passengers were brought 
among them without more absolute isolation 
than the arrangements on the Stonington were 
believed to furnish. 

At its meeting on Sept. 30 the Advisory Com- 
mittee was informed by the Board of Health of 
New-York that it was prepared to care for 
measles Cases which should be freed from Quar- 
antine by the Health Officer, provided the Ad- 
visory Committee would certify its belief in the 
safety of such a proceeding in specific cases. 

Under these circumstances the committee felt 
obliged to deolino to sanction the transfer of the 
measles cases on the Stonington to the charge 
of the Board of Health until their detention pe- 
riod, dating from the bringing of the last Bo- 
hemia passengers among them, should have ex- 
pired. 

NO PROVISION FOR ISOLATION. 

On Oct. i three members of the committee 
visited Swinburne Island, finding, to its regret, 
that no provision seemed to be made for an ab- 


solute isolation of persons or groups of persons 
occupying different pavilions. This seemed to 
the committee unfortunate, not only because 
the prompt release of “suspects” of cholera 
is thereby made uncertain, but also because 
under these conditions it is difficult, if net im- 
possible, to consider the buildings as a group of 
such completely isolated hospitals that different 
forms of infectious diseases could be safely 
treated at the same time on the island. 

Such a separation of different pavilions could, 
inthe opinion of the committee, be arranged, 
and would be highly conducive to the general 
usefulness of the island and would greatly en- 
hance its value if in an emergency its whole re- 
sources should be required for cholera alone. 

On the same day—Oct. 1—the Stonington was 
visited by the same three members of the Ad- 
visory Committee. The Stonington was said to 
have on board about seventy-five cases of 
measles, mostly from the Scandia, some from 
the Bohemia. 

In answer toaquestion put to the Health 
Officer on Sept. 29, we had been told that the 
Scandia and the Bohemia measles were thought 
to beseparated. Our visit was made partly to ob- 
tain absolute details in this matter, as well as to 
learn the general condition of the Stonington, 
and partly toenable us to decide whether the 
Scandia measles cases ought to be discharged 
from Quarantine and placed in oharge of the 
New-York Health Board. The point of im- 
portance in this connection being that fresh 
cases of cholera had appeared among the Lo- 
hemia passengers on Sept. 26 and 27, while 
among the Scandia passengers no cholera 
had occurred for more than ten days betore 
that date. We found that there was no separa- 
tion or attempt at separation of persons from 
the two ships. Indeed, the physician in charge 
could not tell us, without, as he said, referring 
to his notes, which cases had come from the 
Scandia and which from the Bohemia. Nor did 
he know how many patients he had, nor how 
many mothers had come with the children from 
Hotfman Island. Altogether he thought he had 
seventy or eighty persons in charge. They were 
huddled together in the ‘‘ladies’ cabin” of the 
boat and in a few adjoins rooms. The large 
saloon on the upper deck was not used. 

“How many diarrhea cases are there on 
board?” was asked. The doctor did not know 
exactly. Yesterday there were eight or nine; 
four had been cured since. 

Did they belong to the Scandia or the 
Bohemia passengers? He did not know. 

Did he know that they might not be choleraioc, 
and lead perhaps to an outbreak of cholera! 
He knew cholera; it was not cholera. 

The seventy or eighty patients and attendants 
(mothers) were all in the looality deserived 
above. Their faces and hands were soiled, their 
clothing dirty, the air in the place was foul, the 
floor filthy. There are two water closets near 
the stern of the boat, accessible from the cabin; 
one on each side, each with three ‘seats and 
pans. Adults and children used them promis- 
cuously, the sick and the comparatively well, 
those with or without diarrhea. The closets, 
seats, covers, and floors were offensive from 
soiling with filth and feces. The latter was 
widely distributed. On one seat there was a 
large mass of diarrheal discharge. The pans 
were alsofoul. The doctor assured us that these 
places were washed and disinfected twice a day, 
but that we had just come in a time when there 
might be an accumulation. 

The Health Officer afterward informed the 
committee that be had ordered tho diarrhea 
cases to be separated. 

The general condition of the Stonington, save 
for the evidences of gross neglect which have 
been indicated, seemed to be excellent, but the 
Superintendent expressed creat apprehension 
lest tire should break out on board, especially 
from the lamps. . 

In view of the condition of affairs on the Ston- 
ington the committee, at its next meeting, noti- 
tied the Board of Health of New-York that it 
was not prepared at present to give its sanction 
to the transfer of any of the measies cases then 
on the Stonington. 


NEW-YORK QUARANTINE 
FICIENT. 

The Advisory Committee has thought it well 
to limit this report largely to a simple state- 
ment of its more important procedures, and 


of the facts which have come under ita imme- 
diate ovservation. Most of the details of the 
recent administration of the New-York Quaran- 
tine which are matters of genoral knowledge 
we have thought it wise to leave unmentioned, 
nor do we deem it necessary to enlarge the scope 
of the report with comment. So evident is the 
utter insufficiency of the New-York Quarantine 
establishment, with unrestricted immigration, to 
afford any reasonable degrce of security against 
the introduction of cholera into the country 
without such recourse to such practices as are 
abhorrentin the light of modern science that 
we do not think it nevessary to further dwell 
upon it. 

That the administration of Quarantine affairs 
in a great port like New-York should be in 
charge of an official of large experience, of 
sound judgment, of tried executive ability, 
quick in action, possessing wide knowledge of 
modern sanitation, and humane instints withal, 
is a statement of a belief with which we think 
all intelligent persons will concur. 

Finally, the Advisory Committee, feeling that 
the line of work upon which you asked us to 
enter, somewhat more than three weeks ago, 
cannot be longer wisely and profitably pursued 
by us under the present circunistances, las sus- 
penses its meetinus, but is willing for a time to 

old itself subject to your cail should an occa- 
810n arise which, in your opinion, would render 
its services desirable.

sary, in view of the

In the opinion of the committee, the full 
efficiency of this camp cannot be seoured with- 
out the immediate establishment in connection 
with it of abundant bathing and disinfecting 
facilities. 

In view of the possibility of the arrival of in- 
fected ships at any time in the immediate fut- 
ure, it would, in the opinion of the Advisory 
Committee, be unwise to 7 any ocoupanc 
or use of Camp Low which would interfere wit 
its immediate use for “ suspects” coming either 
directly from infected ships or from Hoffman 
Island, should such necessity arise. 

On account of an apparent lack of knowledge 
on the subject on the part of the Health Officer 
of the Port of New-York, the Advisory Commit- 
tee would be glad to know whether Camp Low 
may be used for “ suspects” taken directly from 
infected ships as well as after detention on Hoff- 
man Island, should such use in the opinion of 
the Health Officer of the Port of New-York be 
necessary. 

This committee is of the opinion that such an 
unrestricted use of the camp can be authorized 
with safety previ’ proper bathing and disin- 
fecting faoilt ies be arranged, and the isolation 
in groups, previously recommended by the com- 
mittee, be adopted. 

The committee would also be glad to learn 
directly from an authoritative source how many 
persons the camp may be relied upon to care 
for in the immediate future. 

The Advisory Comittee would recommend 
that Dr. J. J. Kinyoun of the Marine Hospital 
Service be authorized to represent the Federal 
Government in dealing with emigrants arriving 
at this port on uninfected ships who may come 
= under the twenty days’ quarantine regula- 

on, 

In view of the fact that the twenty days’ 
quarantine regulation was not, as we under- 
stand it, a direct sanity measure, but a restric- 
tion upon immigration to aidin the prevention 
of the introduction of infectious diseases 
into the United States, the Advisory Committee 
is of the opinion that any modification of the 
genase’ rule should be entered upon With great 
caution,

DEAR SIR: Thereport of your committee on 
the 4th inst. has been received and very care- 
fully considered. 

We thank you for the frankness of narration, 
in which we perceive a warning that cannot be 
overlooked by us without inourring responsibili- 
tyth at would be absolutely criminal. We realize 
the fact that although cholera was, in time, ex- 
pected to cross the Atlantic, it came upon us 
suddenly and found us unprepared, and that for 
this condition our National and State Govern- 
ments are not free from fault, as well as the 
public generally, who should have demanded 
that suitable preparations be made in advance. 

But, making due allowance for these short- 
comings, we afe impressed with the belief that 
when the cmon J did arise grave errors and 
mistakes were made, which could bave been 
avoided if experienced and efficient men had 
been in charge of the Quarantine Station of the 
Port of New-York. 

Itis not improbable that we shall have an- 
other cholera visitationin the Spring of 1893, 
and, realizing the responsibilities this commit- 
tee has assumed and the disastrous conse- 
quences that would surely result to the health 
and commerce of this city if, through an incom- 
petent quarantine administration, cholera se- 
cured a foothold, we earnestly beg that your 
committee will answer the following questions: 

First—As a result of your investigations and 
inspections, can this committee assure the 
Chamber of Commerce, and through it the citi- 
zeus of New-York, that it is your candid opinion 
that the present Health Otficer, with the advice 
that has been given, the changes that have been 
proposed and begun, and the experience of the 
past two months, is competent in the future to 
manege quarantine affairs in a satisfactory and 
safe manner? 

Second—Upon what facts do you specially 
base your answer to the above! 

Jhird—In the event that your answer to the 
first question is in the negative, what remedy 
or remedies do you propose by means of which 
quarantine at the port of New-York may be 
made humane, prompt, eflicacious, and reason- 
ably uniform, from both a physical and com- 
mercial standpoint! 

We recognize the gravity of the questions and 
the responsibilities we request you to assumein 
answering, but we are satisfied that the situa- 
tion warrants our action, and that you will loy- 
ally give us the full benefit of your professional 
opinion and experience.

DeAR Sik: In response to your questions re- 
garding the future conduct of the New-York 
Quarantine Station, your Advisory Committee 
cap see no other just inference from the facts 
set forth in its recent report to you, and from 
the facta which are matters of general knowl- 
edge, than that a continuance of the present 
Quarantine establishment under its present 
management would bea serious menace to the 
welfare of the peovle of New-York City and of 
the country at large. 

The changes at Quarantiné which have been 
proposed by us, and which are in part com- 
pleted, are in the main only such as would ren- 
der reasonably etlicient under proper mznage- 
ment the meagre facilities of the station as it 
now exists. Practically the detention place at 
Hofiman Island is not capable of accommodat- 
ing more than seven or eight hundred immi- 
“rants at once—a capacity utterly inadequate 
to the needs of such a great port as New-York, 
even if judiciously and skillfully administered. 

Nor can we regard the boats, the Stonington 
and the New-Hampshire, which have been use- 
tul in the recent past, as safe and suitable 
places of detention under the present manage- 
meut. While Fire Island has served a useful 
purpose in the recent emergeney, in our opinion 
its inaccessibility in certain states of the weath- 
er sets @ serious limit to its usefulness as a per- 
mauent quarantine station. 

We have stated to you in our report our be- 
lief that “‘the administration of quarantine 
affairs in a great port like New-York should be 
in charge of an olficial of large experience, of 
sound judgment, of tried executive ability, 
quick in action, and possessing wide knowledge 
of modern sanitation.’’ 

We feel it our duty in response to your ques- 
tions to state definitely what we believe to be 
an unmistakable and just inference from our re- 
port, namely, thatin our opinion the present 
Health Officer has not shown sulficient exevu- 
tive ability nor sufficient knowledge of sanitary 
science to warrant the belief tnat he can in the 
future manage quarantine affairs in a satisfac- 
tory and safe manner. 

We share with you in the grave concern with 
which we look forward to the coming year, and 
the probable repetition of the useless personal 
sulfering and the commercial losses of the im- 
mediate past,if some radical change is not at 
one instituted in the scope and management of 
the Quarantine establishment of the port of 
New- York 
The interests which centre inthis port are not 
solely, are not largely, local, but national, and 
we believe that the quarantine here can be 
most surely made humane, prompt, and eilica- 
cious by the establishment of a national quaran- 
tine. 

In conclusion, we wish to state our conviction, 
that it is of the utmost importance for the wel- 
fare of the country that such legislation shall 
be instituted as shall put an end to the perpetual 
menace of indiscriminate immigration. Yours

SENATOR M’CLELLAND SAYS NO. 
—»———— 
THOMAS HASSETT CANT BE SsTENOG- 
RAPHER OF HIS COMMITTEE. 


The joint committee from the Senate and As-« 
sembly appointed to inquire into the subject of 
taxation met yesterday at the Hotel Normandie 
and organized for an investigation which it is 
expected will continue for several days. Tha 
process of organization took up the greater por- 
tion of the afternoon, because of a squabble 
over the choice of a stenographer. 

The committee is composed of Senators 
Charles P. McClelland, Coggeshall, and Ahearn, 


and Assemb!l men Cuuigley of Brooklyn, Guen< 
ther of Buffalo, Cassin of Rensselaer, Shanahan 
of Oswego, and Gitiord of Cattaraugus County. 

The committee wené into executive session, 
and the name of Thomas Hassett, one of the As- 
sombly stenographers, was presented for the 
—— of stenographer to the committee. He 

ad pledges of support from all the members, 
except Chairman McClelland, and his election 
was apparently going through without muoh 
trouble when the Chairman objected. He said 
he had no candidate of his ownin opposition 
but he objected to the selection of Mr. Raaseaa 

Mr. Hassett was at the National Demooratie 
Convention at Chicago working with the frienda 
of Senator Hill, and while there he and Mr. Mo- 
Clelland contracted a feeling of hostility toward 
each other, which the Senator refused to for- 
get. Consequently he said Mr. Hassett could 
not serve on his committee. There was a dis- 
cussion of Mr. Hassett’s candidacy, which con- 
tinued for some time, and there was a dispogi- 
tion manifested to overrule the Chairman's 
wishes. : 

Senator McClelland had no one to do his fight. 
ing and he made it a personal matter. 

“If he is elected I will resign my position on 
the committee,” he said. 

The other members put their heads together 
and at length one ortwo of them left the room 
and conferred with the stenographer. They 
said they were willing to stand by their pledges 
of support until released, but they told him 
what Senator McClelland had said. He released 
them from their pledges and in a few minutes 
the trouble was ended by the selection ef W. F. 
pore tae of Westchester County to be stenog- 
rapher. 

The committee then briefly discussed the 
work. Under the resolution of instructions 
they are to examine into the propriety of mod- 
ifying the present laws relating to taxation, as- 
sessment, and interest, “so far as they affect 
the agricultural, manufacturing, commercial, 
laboring, banking, and other interests of the 
State.” The committee is also to inquire 
whether capital is driven from this State by 
restrictions affecting corporations, and if it de- 
cides this question in the atlirmative, to suggest 
@ remedy. The concluding section of the in- 
structions is this: 

“The said committee shall also examine into the 
operations and effect of the present tax laws of the 
State, and shall report to the Legislature at the next 
annual session by Dill,’either proposed new laws or 
such proposed changes in or moditications of exist- 
ing laws as in their judgment will increase the indi- 
rect revenues of the State Government, and, as far 
as possible, equalize tho burdens of taxation.” 

The committee has employed counsel, and is 
empowered to subpcena persons to testify, It 
will begin its work in this line by calling for in- 
formation from the Tax Commissioner of this 
city and the officials in Brooklyn who have 
charge of the taxation and assessing of values. 
An attempt will be made to ascertain if the real 
estate and personal property now assessed pay 
proportionate amounts of the taxes as at pres- 
ent levied. ‘he State Assessors will be called 
to testify, and representatives of private corpo- 
rations will be subpcnaed. 

The committee will meet at the Hotel Metro- 
pole at 2 o'clock to-day.

the landlady that they were going to Sheeps- 
head Bay te spend the afternoon. 

Tho detective went to that village, but could 
find no trace of Robinson. Since then the old 
inman has not been seen by any of his friends, 
some of whom believe he has been placed 
aboard some vessel while drunk and shipped 
out of the country. 

The last time the case was in court Zimmer 
admitted that he owed the money to Robinson 
and agreed to repay it in the presence of Jus- 
tice Walsh. The latter said that the production 
of alleged receipts now and the peouliar disap- 
pearance of Robinson were very suspicious,.

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WHAT WENT ON WHEN SIRE AND 
MISS JACOBS WERE LOVERS. 


SEALSKIN SACQUE, BRACELETS, EAR- ‘ 
RINGS, AND OTHER NICE THINGS— 
PLAINTIFF IN THE FAMOUS BREACH 
OF PROMISE CASE FORCE TO TELL 
OF DEFENDANT'S GENEROSITY. 


Miss Esther Jacobs, plaintiff in the Jacobs- 
Fire breach of promise case, had the same air of 
seif-possession when she took the stand yester- 
day in Part L, Superior Court that she wore 
when she was under examination Monday. Mr. 
ire, the defendant, occupied a seatin the rear 
of his three lawyers, and was somewhat shield- 
ed from the eyes of the jury. Her cross-exam- 
ination seemed to give color to the suggestion 
of the plaintiffs counsel that defendant’s law- 
yers proposed to make an array of the presents 
of money and jewelry in mitigation of the spe- 
cia) damages claimed 

From the testimony it appeared that defend- 
ant’s gifts to plaintiff included one pair of 
diamond earrings, one turquois bracelet, one 
diamond butterfly brooch, one heart-shaped 
«014 watch, one sealskin sacque, valued at $350; 
$150 sent to Miss Esther in Europe, various 
baskets of flowers, theatre tickets and tickets 
on races, and handsome opera glasses. It 
further appeared from questions asked by Law- 
yer Truax that the defendant proposed to add 
to the foregoing list ten days’ hotel expenses at 
Saratega, hotel expenses at Asbury Park, other 
hotel expenses incurred by Miss Esther, her 
mother, father, and sister, and various expenses 
for carriage drives. 

Lawyer Truax started out by producing let- 
terse from the plaintiff, showing that she sang 
at concerts after her engagement with 
“Henry,” although she had said he told her to 
give up musical engagements, 

Mr. Truax called witness’s attention to the 
fact that she had not returned to Henry all the 
jewelry received from him, and demanded 
sharply: “Where is the other bracelet—tho 
diamond one t” 

“itis notin my possession,” responded Miss 
Esther faintiy. ‘‘Mr. Brooke has the earrings.” 

Lawyer Brooke tried te shut out the question, 
but Judge Sedgwick overruled him. Miss 


Eether seemed embarrassed. Opening her 
satchel with nervous fingers, she drew outa 
a ticke$, and, handing it to the Judge, 
said: 

“I needed some money, and I secured a loan 
of $65 on the bracelet from the Note and Loan 
Company.” 

The witness denied that the earrings cost 
$2,000. They did not look it. 

Lawyer Truax next introduced several unim- 
portant letters written by Miss Esther to Henry. 
The plaintiff acknowledged that Henry bought 
her tickets on horse races. 

** You did not return him the money he paid 
for those tickets, if the horses lost?” said 
Lawyer Truax. 

Judge Sedgwick smiled as he remarked: ‘‘She 
never had the money the ticket represented. All 
sake got was a ticket.” 

* Don’t you remember that Mr. Sire gave you 
$5001” 

** He never did,” replied the witness firmly. 

Mr. Truax putin evidence the following let- 
ter written by Miss Jacobs: 

“I went to the opera on Friday evening and had a 
Vory nice time, and on Saturday I went to see Mra. 
Potter and Kyrle Bellow in ‘Romeo and Juliet.’ It 
is a beautiful play. Did youeverseeit! How deep- 
ly Romeo and Juliet loved each other. I will tell 
you about it when I come home. It really does 
seem in this world that fate is very oruel to separate 

yeople who love each other when they can be so 
ppy together.” 

After recess counsel for defendant asked Miss 
Esther why she had not returned all of the val- 
wabile presente she had received from Sire, and 
the witness responded coolly: 

“IT was ill and intended to sell the remainder, 
so that I could goin the country in the Sum- 
mer. I changed my mind and thought they 
would be needed on the trial, and would wait 
until the case was ended before returning 
them.”’ 

**Did you ever hint or say to Mr. Sire that you 
Wwauted money from him?” 

“I did not,” and the answer could be heard 
by even the sleepiest juror in the top row of the 
jury box. 

r. Trusx immediately produced a letter, 
written in Saratoga, in which plaintiif said: 

“My DEAR HENRY: Iam afraid to speoulate on 
the races until you come for fear my nds might 
run low. Mr. Dinkelspiel won on a horse that paid 
40 to L.” 

Questioned concerning carriages ordered by 
her atthe Kossmore Hotel, the witness said, 
withasmile: “I had the carriages charged to 
Dir.

The cross-examipation of witness was con- 
eluded a little before 3 o'clock, Miss Esther 
baving been over five hours in Mr. Truax’s 
hands.

LOOKING INTO PRICES TO BE PAID 
FOR PROPERTY FOR THE CITY. 


Recorder Smyth and City Chamberlain Crain, 
acting a8 a committee of the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners, met in the Chamberlain’s office 
yesterday afternoon and heard evidence as to 
the value of the property fronting on Riverside 
Park needed by the city for the protection of 
the park. 

The Dock Commissioners had prepared a con- 
tractfor the purchase of the parcels of land, 
much of which is under water, between Eighty- 
second and Eighty-third Streets, Eighty-fourth 
and Eighty-fifth Streets, and Eightieth and 
Eighty-first Streets for $175,000. The Control- 
er's expert, Eugene E. McLean, figured it out 
that the property was worth only $123,000. 
The Sinking Fund Commissioners did not ap- 
prove of the contract, and Messrs. Smyth and 
Crain were asked to ascertain what wasa fair 
figure for the property. 

Samuel E, Duffy represented the owner of the 


roperty. Thomas Smith, Leo C, Dessar, and 
3 Khinelander Dillon were there to represent 
the West End Association, which wants the city 
to buy the property no matter what it costs. 

Senator George W. Plunkitt said that if the 
city secured the three parcels of land it would 
have full control of the water front at Riverside 
Park from Heventy-third Street to Kighty-tifth 
Street, and nuisances would be effectually shut 
out. 

Mr. Duffy called W. E. Hawes as an expert on 
real estate to give his opinion of the prices the 
property should bring. Mr. Hawes estimated 
that the parcel between Eightieth and Kighty- 
first Streets was worth $125,000, the parcel be- 
tween Eighty-second and Eighty-third Streets 
$25,000, and the parcel between Eighty-fourth 
and Eighty-fifth streets $50,000. Including 
riparian rights and bulkhead rights, Mr. Hawes 
thought the whole property worth $200,000. 
He said that he regarded $175,000 as being be- 
low the market value. P. 8. Fairchild estimated 
the whole property worth $228,500. 

Dock Commissioner Phelan explained th way 
in which the Dock Board agreed to pay $175,- 
000 for the property. He said that both he and 
Dock Commissioner Cram were satisfied that 
the price was a fair one. Mr. Cram said that 
the property could not be takep by condemna- 
tion proceedings, because the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners had no plan to permanently 
improve the property. 

Engineer MoLean was asked to explain by 
what methods he had arrived at his estimate of 
#123,000 for the property. He said that he had 
estimated the best lots at $5,000 each, others 
at $3,200 each, and others, those under water, 
at $1,500 each. He made no separate allow- 
ances at all for riparian rights or bulkhead 
rights. He included these figures in the prices 
of the lots. 

Mr. Duffy claimed that Mr. McLean’s figures 
were on a more limited area than were the 
figures on which the Dock Board’s estimate was 
based. 

The whole question will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated before definite action is taken by the 
Sinking Fund Commission. No definite action 
was taken yesterday by the committee, but they 
will make a reportto the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission. This same property was sold by the 
city in 1859 for $4,000. The interest which 
some politicians are taking in this matter will 
make a complete investigation of it interesting.

THE STEINWAYS’ LAWSUIT. 
——————_»——_— 
MOTION TO COMPEL H. W. T. STEINWAY 
TO REPLY TO NEW MATTER. 


Judge Ingraham, in the Supreme Court, 
Chambers, yesterday reserved his decision on @ 
motion to have H. W. T. Steinway compelled to 
reply to new matter brought out in the answer 
of William Steinway to his complaintina suit 
brought against him and the corporation of 
Steinway & Sons. H. W. T. Steinway is a 
nephew of William Steinway, and his suit is 
brought as a stockholder in Steinway & Sons, 
He alleges that William Steinway has damaged 


him as a stockholder by reason of various 
wrongful acts. 

For one thing, he says that as President of 
Steinway & Sons he caused parts of pianos to 
be sold to the Steinway Piano Fabrik of Ham- 
burg at cost or below vost. The Hamburg com- 
pany was permitted, he says, to use Steinway « 
Sons’ trademark, and soid pianos in competi- 
tion with the company here. Itis charged that 
when Willian Steinway became sole owner of 
the Hamburg concern, in 1889, he caused Stein- 
way & Sons to buy the business at an exorbi- 
tant price. Itis demanded that he account to 
Steinway <& Sons, so as to show the goods pur- 
chased by the Hamburg concern from Steinway 
& Sons, and the completed pianos sold to Stein- 
way & Sons by the Hamburg concern, and the 
profits arising theretrom. The price at which 
the Hamburg business was bought is also de- 
manded, and the amount of the profits to Wili- 
iam Steinway from all the transactions. 

In his answer, through George W. Cotterill, 
Mr. Steinway denies all charges of wrongdoing 
made by H. W. T. Steinway. He says H. W. T. 
Steinway was employed for nine years in Ham- 
burg, and that it was part of his duty to fix the 
price on the parts of pianos bought from Stein- 
way & Sons. He was a Trustee of Steinway & 
Sons, but was asked to resign on account of 
conduct deemed detrimental to the interests of 
the conoern. He resigned Des, 31, 1891.

Star Steamship Company, and nearly all the 
New-York agents of these lines received cable 
Bdviees yesterday regarding the plans adopted 
by the conference the day before. 

These plans are to carry only saloon and seo- 
ond-cabin passengers after Jan. 1 next, to 
Teduce the number of sailings on the lines rep- 
resented in the conference, to advance the rates 
for saloon and second-cabin passages in order 
to make up the loss caused by the abandonment 
Of all steerage business, and to withdraw all 
Special excursion rates arranged for in view of 
the Columbian Exposition in Chicago next year. 

Theacents here of the Cunard, White Star, 
Guion, Allan-State, and other British lines 
which compose the old North Atlantic Steam- 
6bip Association and of the lines running to 
Mediterranean ports, had not been informed 
yesterday whether their companies would fol- 
low suit or not. 

But the effect-of the practical prohibition of 
immigration, of the strong probability of which 
there is, apparently, no question, will undoubt- 
edly be to cause a general increase of passenger 
rates by all lines. Asto how seriously the in- 
crease will affect the attendance from abroad at 


the World,s Fair, and as to whether the proba-

own. Archibald Baker, the European agent 
of the Canadian Pacific Railwayj in London, is 
quoted as having declared that “ America’s 
elosing down or greatly curtailing immigration 
cannot but assist in the development of the 
Dominion.” 

When asked what he thoucht were the pros- 
pects for the passage of Senator Chandler's Ex- 
elusion bill, Mr. Cortis gaid he was not sure that 
it would become a law. 

A. M. Underhill, the agent of the Guion Line, 
said he had not heard from the home office as to 
what was to be done. 

“Our ships are not running,” he said, “and 
they won’t be run unless it pays to run them. 
Steamship companies can’t tell where they 
stand. We have had any number of letters of 
instruction from the Government, nearly all of 
which contradict each other.” Mr, Underhill 
took from a drawer a big pile of letters from 
which he selected two. One was to the effect 
that the steamship companies might expect at 
any time inspections of the most rigid character, 
and the other gave permission to receive tour- 
iste and visitors. 

“One effect of this prohibition of the carry- 
ing of steerage passengers,” continued Mr. Un- 
derhill, ‘may bo to increase freight rates. The 
American farmer has been able to ship his 
grain 3,000 miles at 2 eents a bushel. But 
ahi can’t be run on guch low freight rates 
without carrying ooanee. 

At the office of H. Oelrichs & Co., agents for 
the North German Lloyd Steamship Company, 
Gustav H. Schwab ssid: “We have received 
by cable advices that there will be no steerage 
trafiic after Jan. 1, and directions to stop at 
once the selling of propel tickets. These are 
tickets bought in this country asd sent abroad 
to friends and relatives who wish to come to 
America. About one-half of the steerage pas- 
sages were bought in that way. Tickets have 
been sold heretofore on the condition that the 
Government would relax the restrictive meas- 
ures, but they are s0 oppressive now that the 
steamship lines find it impossible to carry on 
the steerage business. We shall have to rear- 
range our ships by putting in new rooms for 
sccond-class sengers. 

“T do not think we will diminish the number 
of our sailings. That is a problem that does 
not come up anyway until we prepare our 
schedules. We certainly will not reduce pas- 
senger rates,and I assume that they will be 
raised. We will withdraw all special rates as 
to freights and to World's Fair exhibitors. 
Economy being enforced, we cannot aiford to 
do anything for nothing. 

“TI do not think freight rates will be affected. 
Itia largely a question of supply and demand, 
and if there should be any lack of ships by the 
regular lines the supply of tramp steamers is 
pra ctically inexhaustible.” 

**We have received advices,” said Mr. James 
Wright of Peter Wright « Sons, the agents for 
the Red Star and Inman lines, “to stop the sale 
of prepaid tickets. Through the Red Star Line 
we belong to the Continengal Conference, and 
we authorized our European agent to act for us. 
The situation has become intolerable and we 
prefer to stop the steerage business any- 
Way until we ascertain where we stand. I look 
for am increase in rates to and from Europe, but 
we not lessen the number of our sailings at 
this port. Possibly some of the steamers in the 
Red Star service from Philadelpuia will be 
taken off, however. The Inman Line and the 
American Line will also sell no more prepaid 
tickets.”

MAY CONTINUE ANOTHER YEAR. 


TALK OF EXTENDING THE WORLD’S 
FAIR AN EXTRA TWELVE MONTHS. 


CaicaGo, Deo. 13.—There isa good deal of 
talk among the World’s Fair Directors and 
others immediately connected with the man- 
agement of the “ White City” of continuing the 
fair for another year after November next. The 
leaders belicve that six months is rather a 
short time for the life of the splendid palaces 
that have been erected at Jackson Park. 

Of course, it all depends upon the success of 
the fair next Summer and upon the willingness 
of exhibitors to maintain their displays a sec- 
ond season, and the consent of the South Park 
Commissioners. 

This session of Congress will be asked within 
the next fortnight to make another appropria- 
tion for the fair. This time it will not be for 
the benefit of the Chicago Direetors, but for the 
Committee on Awards of the National Commis- 
sion. The sum to be asked for will be about 
$50,000, and already the Committee on Awards 
is making preparations to go before Congress 
for this amount. 

To this committee is charged the duty by 
Congress of appointing juries of award and of 
making the awards to exhibitors. Just now the 
committee finds itself with authority, but with 
no money. Congress has made provision for 
the medals and diplomas, but has not appropri- 
ated anything to pay the jurymen. andthe Ex- 
position Company does not consider their pay- 
ment any affair of its own. 

It is announced to-day that the Horticultural 
Building will be formally opened as a Winter 
garden on Dec. 20. This action will afford the 
general —— an early opportunity to see the 
rare and beautiful plants that now are rapidly 
accumulating. 





FORT BELKNAP INDIAN TROUBLES. 


BIG MOUTH KILLED\AND AGENT SIMONS 
WOUNDED. 


GREAT FALLS, Mon., Dec. 13.—Indefinite ru- 
mors of an Indian outbreak at Fort Belkuap, 
which were disputed, reached here Sunday. A 
later dispatch contains these facts: 

Saturday an Assiniboine Indian named Big 
Mouth wasshot and killed by ayoung buck of the 
same tribe whose name isunknown. Themurder- 
er gathered his friends and fortified a log cabin 
near by. Agent Simons was notified and pro- 
ceeded tothe seat of the trouble with a posse. 
Advancing upon the cabin, they were fired on 
oe the eccupants, one horse being killed and 
Simons wounded inthe leg. While the men are 
now besieging the cabin, the Indians, about a 
half dozen in all, say they will not be captured 
alive. Late last night a dispatch was received 
from Agent Simons to Goy. Toole reading as 
follows: “‘ Send troops at once and notify Bec- 
retary of War at Washington.” 

Itis thought that the excitement has spread 
to other Indians. It is reported that several 
Indian traders have been killed and wounded 
by the rebellious reds. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—The Indian officials 
here have received no information as to the 
cause of the recent shooting at Fort Belknap, 
Mon. A telegram just received by the Indian 
Bureat states that the Indian police have shot 
two other Indians, and thatthe agent has re- 
ceived a wound in the leg. Further particulars 
of the affray have been mailed to the Indian 
Office. Everything is quiet now and no further 
trouble is expected. 





CHICKEN THIEVES CAUGHT. 
a 
THEY HAD BEEN ROBBING HENROOSTS 
IN WASHINGTON VALLBY. 


PLAINFIELD, N. J., Deo. 13.—On the summit 
of Watchung Mountain, about a mile from this 
city, a gang of chicken thieves have had anight- 
ly rendezvous, and have for months past been 
raiding the henneries of the farmers around 
Washington Valley. 

One day last week a young man was seen by 
Borough Marshal Pangborn of North Plainfield 
selling a number of chickens to a butcher. Upon 
examining the fowls later he saw that thoir 
necks had been twisted, though their throats 
had afterward been cut as a blind. He informed 
the butcher of the thefts, and it was arranged 
to bave the young man bring some more chick- 
ens. As soon as he lett the butcher’s, Marshal 
Pangborn followed him toward his home on the 
mountain, and by a little stratagem arrested 
three men in a hut onthe mountaintop. These 
men had been makinga business of stealing 
chickens for several months past from all the 
farmers from Martinville to Warrenville. Evi- 
dences of their wholesale thefts in the way of 
feathers and chickens’ heads were plentifal 
about the cabin where the chickens had been 
dressed for market, the young man acting as 
salesman. Atthe station house the men gave 
their names as Lewis Krouse, Peter Ritter, and 
George Loge 2 

They were given a hearing before Justice 
Crossley, aud yesterday taken to the Somerville 
jail to await the action of the Grand Jury. 





A Coal Operators’ Trust, 

CoLtumMBts, Ohio, Dec. 13.—The eoal operat- 
ors of the Hocking Valley, in session here, took 
steps toward the formation of a trukt company 
for the commercial handling of the output of 
all their mines. It was decided to form a com- 
pany under the incorporation laws of the State, 
to which all the output of the coal mines along 
the Columbus, Hocking Valley and Toledo Rail- 
way shall be turned over for sale, the proceeds 
to be divided among the operators according to 
an equitable rule. 

The new company will employ all traveling 
men and attend to all contracts, and the individ- 
ual operators will have nothing whatever to do 
with the sale of the coal. Some ofthe results of 
this arrangement will be the discharge of a num- 
ber of salesmen in the employ of operators, and 
an immense reduction in the expense of placing 
the coal on the market. 

The Hooking Valley operators along the lines 
of the Baltimore and Ohio, Columbus, Shawnee 
and Hocking, and Toledo and Ohio Central Rail- 
roads, are, itis said, to become members of the 
new trust company. 





Nearly Suffocated by Coal Gas. 
NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 13.—Coal gas poured 
from a defective flue into the sleeping apart- 
ments of James Breen’s house at Midland and 
Davis Avenues, East Nowark, last night. 
Breen was aroused by a sense of suffocation. 
He still had strength to spring to the window 


and open it. When he turned to his wife he saw 
she was unconscious. Neighbors labored with 
her for an hour before they restored her. Their 
three children were also seriously atlected, but 
all are out of Canger now.
